Memorandum of Agreement made this fourteenth day of May 1920 
between the “ Medical Education Society of Bengal ” (registered imder Act 
XXI of 1860) and having its registered office at 1, Belgachia Road, Belgachia, 
in the district of 24-Parganas (hereinafter called the Society), of the one part 
and the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the 
Secretary of State) of the other part. 

Whereas for the purpose of the construction of a new Hospital (one¬ 
storeyed at present to which two to three storeys may be added as occasion 
arises) the Society has applied to the Government of Bengal for the acquisi¬ 
tion under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, of the piece or 
parcel of land containing 0938 acres (5 cottas 10 chitaks and 42 square feet) 
or thereabout situate in the village of Belgachia, in the district of 24-Parganas, 
and more particularly described in the schedule hereto and delineated in the 
plan* hereunto annexed. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal, being satisfied by an 
enquiry held under section 40 of the said Act that the proposed acquisition 
is needed for the aforesaid purpose and that the said work js likely to prove 
useful to the public, has consented to acquire on behalf of the Society the piece 
or parcel of land hereinbefore described. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal hw required the Society 
under the provisions of section 41 of the abovementioned Act to enter into 
the agreement with the Secretary of State hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth that it is hereby agreed and declared as 
follows:— 

(1) On demand the Society shall and will pay to the said Government 
of Bengal all and every compensation in respect of the said land tendered, 
paid or awarded to be tendered, paid or awarded ^ the Collector 
under the Land Acquisition Act, 1694, or by the dourt to which 
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a refOTence jinder Part III of the said Act may be made, or 
OT the Court or Courts to which an appeal from the award of the said 
Coi^ nmy be preferred and all costs, charges and expenses of the proceedings 
in the aforesaid Courts, or otherwise incidental to the proposed acquisition or 
payable m respect thereof under the provisions of the said Act. 

(2) On demand made by the said Collector the obligations of the Society 
under the last preceding clause not being thereby limited, the Society shall 
and will deposit with the said Collector such sum or sums of money as in his 
discretion the said Collector may in anticipation estimate to be necessary for 
the purposes mentioned in the last preceding clause. 

(3) On payment bj^ the Society of all demands under the foregoing first 
clau^, or in the discretion of the said Covernraent of Bengal (on deposit by 
the Society of all estimated amounts as provided in the second clause) but 
not before possession shall have been taken under provisions of the abovemen- 
tioned Act, the Secretary of State shall.make over j)osscssion of the said land 
to the Society and shall execute ami do all such acts and deeds as may be 
necessary and projier for effectually vesting tlie same in the Society. 

(4) The said land shall be held by the Society for the purposes of such 
a Hospital as is hereinbefore mentioned and without the sanction in writing 
of the said Government of Bengal first had and obtained for no other purpose 
whatsoever. 

(5) The .said Hospital shall be comjileted (and fully equipped in all 
respects ready for use) within two years from the date on which ])ossession 
of the said land shall have been given to the Society. 

(6) Should the said Hospital not be completed (and fully equipped in 
all respects ready for u.se) within the period stated in the last preceding clause 
or within such further j)eriod as in its discretion may he prescril)ed or allowed 
by the said Government of Bengal, or should the said land at any time there¬ 
after cease for a period of twelve consecutive months to be held and used or

Islamic Course of Studies. 

Regulation* for the Speolal lalamlb Intermetflate Examination. 

1. The examination shall be held once a jear at Dacca on the dates to be 
notified by the Director of Public Instruction in the official Gazette. 

2. Every candidate for the examination must, as a general rule, have, 
subsequent to passing the Special Islamic Matriculation Examination, studied 
the prescribed course for two years in institutions recognized by the Education 
Department for the purpose. In special cases the Principal of any such 
institution may, with the previous consent of the Di rector of Public Instruction, 
present for examination candidates who, without having passed the Islamic 
Matriculation Examination, have passed examinations regarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction as equivalent, and have studied the prescribed 
course for two years in such institution. Private candidates, male or female 
may be admitted to the examination under the special sanction of the Director 
of Public Instruction, who has power in special cases of the kind mentioned 
alxive, to exempt candidates from the necessity of passing the special Islamic 
Matriculation Examination. All candidates must produce satisfactory 
certificates of good character and of regular study. 

3. Every candidate for the examination must send his application, in 
the form prescribed by the Education Department, to the Assistant Director 
of Public Instruction for Muhammadan Education, so as to reach him at least 
six weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the examination 
Every application must be accompanied by an examination fee of Rs. 30.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 

The follovviiiK show rht* tnicio by ull routes, i.e.. 

by rail, river, cuual. road, and sea, of the Calcutta block* iu certain selected 
articles during the three mtinths, April to .June. Kti^O, as compared with the 
corresponding period of l91J)aiul 19i<S. 'I'he stiitisties have been eoin piled 
from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta. Kailway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Coinmis.sioner8 for tin' Port of 
Calcutta, the Collectors of the 24-Parganas ami Howrah, and the Assistant 
Engineer., CajeuHa Canals. 


General Summary. 

Imparts. —The imports of rice, including ])ad(lyt. into Calcutta* hy rail, 
river, cannl, road, and sea (coastwise) during the three months, April to 
June, 1920, amounted to 2,7]3,000 maunds, as against 0,212,000 maunds m the 
dorresponding period of the preceding year,—ti decrea.st; ol .ah per cent. There 
was an increase of 19 per cent iu the imports of coal and coke (30,^14,000 


• The CaloutU Wook coneieta of the town of Ualoiitta with Howrah and Kidderpore Dock., 
t One niaiind of paddy is equivalent to 2;'i ueere of rice. 
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mauiids as against 26,002,000 maunds last* year). The value of the imports 
. by rail, river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed an 
increase*of 15 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 2,42 lakhs as against 
Rs. 2,10 lakhs in 1919. The quantity df indigo imported during the three 
months, April lo June, 1920; increased from 398 maunds to 3,007 maunds. The 
imports of raw jute amounted to 1,044,000 bales as aghinst 651,000 bales,— 
an increase of 60 per cent. The importations of gunny bags also increased 
from 85 million bags to 133 millions. The total Imports of oilseeds 
(linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased by 2 per cent from 2,615,000 
mauntis to 2,566,000 maunds and those of sugar incri ased by 51 per cent 
from 168,000 maunds to 254,000 maunds. The imports of tea decreased by 
45 pi'i- cent from 456,000 maunds to 251,000 maunds. 

Exports, —The exports of cotton pideegoods, foreign, from Calcutta* 
Hjy all routes during the three months, April to June, 1920, decreased by 
11 per cent (Rs. 6,56 lakhs as against Ks. 7,33 lakhs last year). The 
exports of gunny bags (including tins exports by sea to foi-eign countries) 
increased from 267 million bags to 343 millions; and the shipments of gunny 
bags to other Indian ports also show’ed an increase from 11'to 13 millions in 
numl)er in the period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil des¬ 
patched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea 
(coasiwi.se) increased from 1,277,000 maunds to 1,367,0{X) maunds. or by 7 per 
eent.

DISTRICT REPORTS ON WEATHER AND CROPS. 


For the wMk andlntf on tha 26th August 1920. 

Summary. —During the week seasonable rain fell generally throughout 
the Province. More rain is wanted for transplantation of winter paddy 
seedlings and for steeping and washing of jute. 'Harvesting of jute, though 
late, is proc^ding normally everywhere and that of avs paddy is nearing 
completion. The condition and prospects of standing crops, so far, are 
reported to be satisfactory. The aver&ge price of common rice for the 
Province has risen by about 0-27 per cent, as compared .with that of the 
previous i^eek.

(2) The overseas allowam-e set out in cohunn 3 above (whi(;h will reckon 
as pay for all pnrpo.ses of the ('ivil Service Hegnlalions), will ordinarily be 
gianted only to oflicers of non Indian domicile; hut as an exception to this 
general rule an Indian OHicer now in the Imperial Seiaice on the full scale 
of pay will lie eligible for the allowance.

Under the terms of the Treaty of Varsilles the following classes of 
pecuniary obligations must be settled through the Clearing Office :— 

(1) Debts payable before the war and due by a national of one of the 
Contr^tii^ Powers, residing within its territory, to a national of an 
Opposing Power, residing within its territory. 

(2) Debts which became payable during the war to nationals of one con 
tracting Power residing within its territory and arose out of transactions or 
contracts with the nationals of an Opfiosing Power." resident within its 
territory of which the total or partial execution was suspended on account of 
the declaration of war. 

(3) Interest which has accrued due before and during the war to a 

national of one of the Contracting Powers in respect of securities issued by 
an Opposing Power, provided that the payment of interest on such securities 
to the nationals of that Power or to neutrals has not been suspended dnr ir n 
the war.. * ^ 

(4) Capital sums which have become payable before and during the war 
to nationals ^ one of the Contracting Powers in respect of securiuM issued 
by one of the Opposing Powers, provioed that the payment of such capital sums 
to nationals of that Power or to neutrals has not been suspened during Ihe 
war. 
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It ia unlawful for any person to p&v or to accept payment of any such debts 
otherwise than through the Clearing Office or to have any communication with 
'iia debtor or creditor incept through or by the leave of such office. Contraven¬ 
tion of this provision is punishable with imprisonment for two years or fine or 
both. 

The time-limit fixed by the Treaty for notification of claims will expire 
on 2nd February 1921.

British and Indian creditors of German nationals who have not registered 
their claims should notify such claims to the Controller of the Local Clearing 
Office as soon as possible.

The excess over the estimate in the receipts under Section 78 has arisen 
principally in Schemes Nos. IVA, V and VJIA (Russa Road Extension) 
(Bhowanipore) and (Halliday Street Widening); but as compared with 
previous year’s figures it probably shows that parties are now more favour¬ 
ably inclined to pay the fee in cash than to let it remain outstanding as a 
charge on the property.

An Act to carry into effect Treaties of Peace betwf.«?n His MijksiIy 

AND CERTAIN OTHER PoWERS. 


[i'Tth April 1920.] 

Whereas, at St. Germain-en-Laye, on the tentli day of September, nine¬ 
teen hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Austria, including pro¬ 
tocols and declarations annexed thereto, was signed on behalf of Hi® Mdje.sty: 

And whereas at Neuilly-sur-Seine, on the twenty-seventh day of Novem¬ 
ber, nineteen hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Bulgaria, includ¬ 
ing a protocol annexed thereto, was signed on behalf of His Majesty. 

And whereas copies of the said Treaties have lieon laid before each 
House of Parliament, and it is expedient that His Majesty should have power 
to do such things as may be ])ro[)er and (^xj)edient for giving effect to the said 
Treaties: 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporaf, and

REFORMED MADRASSA SCHEME. 

Islamic Course of Studies. 

Regulations for the Special lelamio Intermediate Examination. 

1 . The examination shall be held once a year at Dacca on the dates to be 
notified by the Director of Public Instruction in the official Gazette. 

2. Every candidate for the examination must, as a general rule, havef 
subsequent to passing the Special Islamic Matriculation Examination, studied 
the prescribed course for two years in institutions recognized by the Education 
Department for the purpose. In special cases the Principal of any such 
institution may, with the previous consent of the Director of Public Instruction, 
present for examination candidates who, without having passed the Islamic 
Matriculation Examination, have passed examinations regarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction as equivalent, and have studied the prescribed 
course for two years in such institution. Private candidates, male or female 
may be admitted to the examination under the special sanction of the Director 
of Public Instruction, who has power in special cases of the kind mentioned 
aliove, to exempt candidates from the necessity of passing the special Islamic 
Matriculation Examination. All candidates must produce satisfactory 
certificates of good character and of regular study. 

3. ' Every candidate for the examination must send his application, in 
the form prescribed by the Education Department, to the Assistant Director 
of Public Instruction for Muhammadan Education, so as to reach him at least 
six weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the examination 
Every application must be accompanied by an examination fee of Rs. 30. 

4. The examination shall be conducted by means of printed papers and 
an oral test in English. The number of papers to be set, the number of marks 
to be allotted to each paper, and the duration of the examination shall be as

The Report of the Department of Fisheries,, Bengal and Bihar aiid 
Orissa, for the year ending the 31st March 1920. 

Dr. Baini Prashad, Superintendent of Fisheries, officiated for Mr. South- 
well as Director of Fisheries during the year under review, when he 
left the department to take up an appointment in the Zoolc^ical Survey of 
India. Mr. Southwell whilst on leave resigned his appointment at the close 
of the year. Mr. B. Das, Superintendent of Fisheries, unfortunately died 
at C'uttack on the 24th SeptemW 1919. The department thus lost the whole 
of its permanent superior staff during the year. Steps have been taken to 
recruit a qualified Director of Fisheries, and one Superintendent of Fisheries 
has already been appointed. 

2. This state of affairs proved a severe handicap to the dejiartment. 
Scientific research work suffered owing to the time taken up in ordinary 
administrative work ; and'all projects for the development of the department 
were kept in abeyance pending the then expected return of Mr. Southwell. 
The year however saw tne introduction of the experiment of District Fishery 
Officer^, which was tried in the three districts of Dacca, Khulna and Puri. 
These officers were mainly employed in making a complete survey of fisheries 
and in the initiation of co-operative societies amongst fishermen. They have 
made a satisfactory start. Two more such officers have now been appointed. 

3. Hilsa investigations during the year were brought to an abnipt close 
by the cyclone of the 24th September 1919. But it is satisfactory to 
note^that the problem of the breeding of carp in confined waters is reported 
to be in process of being solved. The scheme for the establishment of a centre 
for investigations in the culture of carp, which was referred to in the resolu¬ 
tion on the working of the department for 1918-19, is uhder the considera¬ 
tion of Government. During the carp season of the year under report the 
total number of selected fry supplied to the public by the department 
amounted to 880,500 against 524,000 supplied during the year 1918-19. 
This includes 100,000 supplied free of cost to fishermen in the district of 
Bankura during the famine. The fry supplied by the Department appears 
to be gaining in popularity, but much depends upon the treatment after¬ 
wards. Purchasers would therefore be well advised to follow the advice of 
the department contained in a brochure issued by it regarding such treat¬ 
ment (Bulletin No.-13—“ Notes on Carp Culture in Bengsd, Bihar and 
Orissa”). These and other bulletins are issued gratis by the Fishery 
Department. The principal bulletin issued in the year imqfer report is 
entitled “ Notes on Estuarine Fisheries in the Sundabhans ” by Mr. South- 
well, also issued gratis. 
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4. Seven new fco-operfitive societies of ftsliermen were established during 

the year, four in Bengal and three*in Bihar and Orissa. Six of these societies 
were organised by the District Fishery Officers. The total number of societies 
in existence at the end of the year was 32 in Bengal and 7 in Bihar and 
Orissa. ’ . 

5. The statistics of fish traffic into Calcutta during the year under 
report812,975 maunds) show an increase of imports over the past five years 
except the year 1917 wnen 317,149 maunds were imported. A bulletin on 
the subject has been issued by the Department. 

, 6. The Governor in Council has pleasure in acknowledging the 
services of Dr. Baini Prashad and his assistants in the difficult conditions of 
the year. He regrets the loss to the department of the scientific attainments 
of Dr. B^ini Prashad. His Excellency in Council also takes this opportunity 
of expressing his gratitude to Mr. Southwell for the good work he has done 
for the department and regret at his resignation.

On the recommendation of this Government the Government of India have- 
sanctioned temporary allowances on the following scale to all ministerial 
officers in the Presidency of Bengal on account of the high cost of living with 
effect from the Ist April 1920.— 

(1) For officers on salary not exceeding Rs. 50 per mensem—30 per 

cent, of salary. 

(2) For officers on salary exceeding Rs. 50, but not exceeding Rs. 100 

per mensem—20 per cent, of salary with a minimum of Rs. 15 
a month. 

(3) For officers on salary exceeding Rs. 100 per mensem —15 per cent. 

of salary subj^t to a minimum of Rs. 20 and a maximum of 
Rs. 50 a month. 

For the purpose of calculating the allowances salary should be as defined 
in article 38 (c) of the Civil Service Regulations and personal allowances 
should be held to be included in it, but duty allowances sliould be excluded. 

2. The above scheme will not apply automatically to establishments 
which have been reorganised since the Ist April 1915 and in which the pay 
was fixed with modern economic conditions in view. Such cases will be 
separately reviewed, 'and it will be decided whether in view of the present 
orders, any allowance is admissible. 

3. The scheme will apply to the ministerial establishments of the High 
Court of Bengal, the Customs and other Imperial Departments under the 
direct control of the Government of Bengal

S uarter of the year 1920-21, comprising the months of April, May and 
uue 1920, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for general 
information. " ' • 

2. The qnantiW of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 3,186,199 maunds (iucludiog 2,197,061 mauiids issued under the 
credit system), as compared with 2,983,385 maupds (including 2,006,703 
maunds issued under the credit system)- in the previous quarter and 
2,071,412 maunds (including 1,506,424 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Rs. 38,78,916 (including Rs. 31,65,311 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs, 34,20,812 (incliuiing Rs. 26,02,253 adjusted 
under the credit sy.stem) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 24,72,946 (includ¬ 
ing Rs. 17,71,330 adjusted under the credit system.) in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year.

The Governor in Council is pleased therefore to fix the scale of pay of 
the Bengal Engineering Service, in aepordance with these orders on the follow¬ 
ing continuous time-scale of Rs. 25fi—20— 550—26—760, with an efficiency 
bar at Rs. 550.

The report on Police administration in tlie Bengal Presidency for the 
year 1919. 

Read also— 

The report for the year 1918 and the resolution of Oovernment rei'orded 
thereon. 

The prevailing note of the report is the lament that financial stringency 
is hampering the work of the departnfent in all directions, and preventing 
the expansion and increased efficiency which is demanded by progressive 
standards of provincial development. The Police Department cannot afford 
to stand still, but the increased cost of living, of equipment and of building 
threatens a retrogression unless the fact is accepted that the services ren¬ 
dered to the community by the department are worth paying for, and it is 
false economy to stunt its growth. It is urged that inadequate pay, .apart 
from the risk of the depletion of the force through falling off in recruitment 
and increase in desertions and resignations, brings in its train deterioration 
of quality, physique, health and morale, while inadequate clothing and unsuit¬ 
able lodging make themselves felt in a high sick rate. The postpone¬ 
ment of tne opening of new centres and of increasing the staff and reserves 
involves the overworking of the existing force. These evils can only be 
rMnedied by increased expenditure, and it will have to be faced in the near 
future. The department has only in late years begun to make up leeway; 
but the pace must be regulated with due consideration of the needs of the 
province in other directions and of its resources, and the immediate removal 
of all difficulties cannot be hoped for. 

The past year has shown evidence of progress which, if slow, is steady; 
the expenditure on'the force has risen by Rs. 10 lakhs and on buildings from 
Rs. 18 to 22 lakhs. During the year the pay of officers of the Imperial 
Service was revised in accordance with the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on the Public Services in India; the pay of sergeants was 
increased; while proposals for improving the pay and prospects of head con¬ 
stables received the sanction of the Secretary of State. Writer head 
constables will in future be called assistant sub-inspectors, and half the annual 
vacancies in the rank of sub-inspector will be filled by promotion from 
this new grade. Proposals have been submitted- to the Secretary of State 
for the ^rmation of a probationary grade of sub-inspectors on the pay and 
allowances of the lowest grade so that it will not be necessary in future to 
place officers, while still on training, in responsible charges.’ This should 
result in a general improvement in the quality of the work, which has hither¬ 
to had to be delegated to untrained men, and will at the same time, by 
relieving the leave reserve from other calls, enable leave to be given more 
freely. An Additional Superintendent of Police was sanctioned for the 
district of Burdwan with independent power to deal with the crime of the 
Asansol subdivision; the revised scale of the ordinary reserve of head con¬ 
stables and constables, sanction to which was received late in 1918, was

2. The most important question, and the one which has mveh the 
Insp^tor-GeneraF the greatest anxiety, is that of iipproving the conditions of 
service especially in the subordinate ranks. The number of vacancies in 
the rank of constables, which was 500 in the preceding year, rose to over 900 
at the close of the year, and there was a marked increase in the number of 
casualties; 343 men deserted during the j^ar, 446 men wwe discharged, 318 
dismissed and l,l70 resigned. There can be only one explanation of these 
figures, viz., that the work and pay are not sufificfently attractive to compete 

4 ,with other employments available* to the cl'aas from which recruitment is 
made. Since the close of th^ year grain compensdtion allowance on a sliding 
scale of Rs. 1-8 to 3 has been allowed to constables, and this has given some 
relief; but it is a temporary expedient and the question of the conditions of 
service of these ranks will have to be re-examined. Proposals to this end have 
recently been submitted by the Inspector-General of Police. 

3. The Governor in Council is glad to record that though, in view of 
economic distress and of widespread industrial unrest, the past year has been. 
a difficult one from the point of view of police administration, the work 
of the Bengal police has piaintained a good standard of efficiency. Appre 
ciation has been expresscci^ by Their Excellencies the Viceroy and the Com- 
Commander-in-Chief of the services of the officers and men of the Bengal 
Military Police who volunteered to serve with Indian tinlts abroad in the war. 
The utility of the river police patrols has been acknowledged by the various 
Chambers of Commerce, and the services which the force rendered in relief 
work after the cyclone in Eastern Bengal in September have been eulogised 
by the officers in charge of the relief operations. 

4. During the year co-operation rendered to the police by the general 
public in the/suppression of crime was more in evidence. Joint patrols, union 
watch committees and village defence parties are phenomena of recent 
growth. The Governor in Council is gratified by the work done by the 
town volunteers of Hooghly, and by similar work at Chinsura, Serampore, 
Brahmanbaria, and in the Diamond Harbour and Sadar subdivisions of the 
24-Parganas, and trusts that this spirit of co-operation will rapidly spread 
elsewhere. 

6 . The health of the force slightly improved as compared with the pre¬ 
vious year, and the admissions iilto hospital fell from 13,365 to 12,349, 
wMle the death-rate was lower. The previous year, however, was particu¬ 
larly unhealthy owing to outbreaks of influenza, and the figures for 1919, 
which are in excess of those of 1917, cannot be regarded as satisfactory. 
The local officers attribute the sick rate largely to inadequacy of pay, defi¬ 
cient equipment in the way of boots, coats and mackintoshes, and unsui^ble 
buildings. 

6 . There was a satisfactory increase in the number of men rewarded 
during the year, but the percentage of departmental punishment, though 
lower than in the preceding year, continued high, being 26 per cent, of the 
actual strength. 

7. The proportion of officers and men judicially punished increased from 
1-3 per cent, of the force in 1918 to 1-4. Of 529 driminal cases against 
the police which were' disposed of during the year, only 92 ended in 
conviction. In seven cases allegations of torture were made, but in ilo 
instance was the charge established. . The majority of the convictions were 
for wrongful confinement. Of 46 civil suits instituted against members of 
the force during the year, 29 were dismissed, 2 were decreed and 15 were 
pending at the close of the year. 

8 . The reports on tne village police are on the whole encouraging, 
but the percentage of punishments inflicted is r^rettably kigb, while the 
rewarding of good work is apparently nqglectea in fibme districts. Hie 
matter fnerits particular attention. The Beng^ Village Self-Government 
Bill has passed into law and better results may now be hoped for.

' 9. The total eost of idm department rose from rupees (me More and 
S lakhs to one crore and 15 lakhs. The-revision of the pay of the Imperial 
Service officers contributed to the increase. Rupees 22 falms were spent on 
buildings, as compared with Rs. 18 lakhs in the previous year, but the cy¬ 
clone of September 1919 largely counterbalanced this improvement, and 
money urgently needed for further improvement has had to be diverted to 
making good the damage done. 

lOij^ There was a small increase to the total volume of cognizable crime. 
The provincial total of serious crime was 73,926 cases gainst 65,302 cases 
in the'previous year, and most of the more serious heads, except riot and 
murder, show an increase. This was large in the districts of the Burdwan 
and Rajshahi ranges, economic-distress, floods and the cyclone being the main 


causes. 

11. Success attended the application of the preventive sections of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure. The Inspector-Genral of Police is, however, 
of opinion that something more is needed, and urges the adoption of the 
syst^ of “ preventive detention ” as practised in the United Kingdom .^nd 
prescribed by the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908. The Governor in Council 
proposes to await the recorded opinion of the Jails Committee on this 

question. 

12. Revolutionary crime still further decreased. There were two such 
dacoitiw in the year, as compared with three in 1918 and 9 in 1917. Under 
the terms of the King’s Proclamation clemency was shown to persons placed 
under restraint in connection with offences against the btate. All those 
interned under the Defence of India Rules and the greater number of the 
"State prisoners were released after the close of the year. 

13. ' Mr. C. W. C. Plowden, c.i.e., held charge of the department till 
the 13 th April 1919 when he was succeeded by Mr. R. B. Hyde. I he 
Governor in Council desires to express his thanks to these officers for their 
capable administration. He also takes this opportunity to place on record 
his appreciation of the work of the force, both officers and men, m a }car of 

peculiar difficulty. , , t *

” 3. Vessels other than those provided for in bye-law No. 6, shall be 
docked in the order in which they are entered in the Entry last, subject to' 
acceptance of the form in Appendix B, but in the event of any ves,sel not 
being ready on her booked date or on the date the Dry Dock is vacant, which¬ 
ever is the later, she shall forfeit one place in the list.” 

”6. Tn regulating the admission of vessels into the Drv Docks ptefer- 
ence shall be given to vessels with a gross tonnage of not less than 1,000 tons, 
and the Deputy Conservator shall likewise be at liberty, with the 
approval of the Vice-Chairman, to give priority of regulating to such vessels 
as shall require the use of the Docks for the least time not exceeding 21 hours, 
without regard to the order in which such vessels stand on the list.

In such cases, the notice of election shall 
be filed and the estimating charge shall be deposited within 
one week of the service of the estimate prepared in accor¬ 
dance with Rule 8 of Chapter TX of the revised Rules. 
The notice of election shall b"? accompanied by the decla¬ 
ration required by Rule XVII (14) {b) of Chapter VII of 
the existing Rul^. 

Subject to the above modification, Vakils preparing' 
paper-books in such appeals shall be governed by the pro¬ 
visions of Rule XVII {^) of the existing rules, read with 
Rule XVII (18) of those rules.

GENERAL RULES. 


CHAPTER I. 

Business net of a Judicial Character.—^ 

THE ENGLISH COMMITTEE. 

1. There shall be a Standing Committee of the Jitdges 
ccanposed of the Chief Justice and at least four other Judges 
to be appointed from time to time by the Chief Justice, which 
shall be called the English Committee. 

2. The English Committee shall be charged with the 
control and directioo of the subordinate Courts, so far as 
such Control and direction are exercised otherwise than judi¬ 
cially. 

3. The English Committee shall have power, without 
reference to the Judges generally— 

(a) to dispose of all correspondence within its own 
Department, urgent in its nature and not of 
general importance; 

(6) to make recommendations for the appointment of 
Subordinate Judges, and for the promotion, 
degradation, or suspension of Subordinate 
Judges and Munsifs, 

(c) to issue Circular Orders and General Letters to the 

Mufassal Courts; 

(d) and to dispose of any matter which might ordin¬ 

arily have been dealt with by the Judge in charge 
of the English Department, and which he may 
have referred to the Committee for their opinion. 

Judge in the English Department. 

4. One Judge, being a member of the English Com¬ 
mittee, shall have executive charge of the Engliw Depart¬ 
ment, by which is meant the administrative business of the 
Court on its Appellate Side: Provided that the Chief Justice 
may at "any tune direct that the powers conferred on the 
Judge in the English Department shall be exercised by two 
or more Judges of the Court, who shall also be members of 
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the Enj^Mi Committee, and who may apportion the duties 
of the jKWt between them, subject to the approval of the 
Chief JuHtice. 

Powers of the Judge in the English Department. 

5. Orders on all correspondence and on all returns and 
statements (not being returns to precepts and judicial orders 
or explanations called for by particular Judges or Benches) 
shall ordinarily be passed under his powers, as hereinafter 
specified, by the Judge in the English Department (or bv the 
Registrar under his superintendence); Provided that’ the 
Sessions statement which is r^uired from each Sassions 
Judge at the close of every Ses-sion shall be submitted for the 
orders of the Division Court sitting for the disposal of the 
Criminal Business, 'fhis statement wdl, however, be dealt 
with by the Criminal Bench from the judicial point of view 
only, iid when returned by them, will be laid before the 
JuQge in the English Department, whenever any orders are 
i^uired on any administrative questions (including delays 
in commitment) in connection with the statement.* 

6. The Judge in the English Dejiartment is empowered 
to pass orders on— 

(a) Matters arising out of the revision of all periodical 

returns and statements furnished by the sub¬ 
ordinate Civil and Criminal Courts, except the 
Sessions statements above referred to. 

(b) The leave of Munsifs, recommendations to the Local 

Government for the transfer of Subordinate 
Judges and Munsifs, and the nomination of 
Munsifs, subject to consultation with the Chief 
Justice. 

(c) Recommendations to Government for the investi¬ 

ture of Subordinate Judges and Munsifs with 
extraordinary powers, e.g., powers under Act 
VII of 1889, powers under the Land Acquisi¬ 
tion Act, etc., etc. 

{d) Applications and routine references connected with 
the admission and enrolment of Pleaders and 
Mukhtars under Act XVITI of 1879 

(e)< All other correspondence not relating to matters 
judicial, or to orders of other Judges, unless 
there be, as to any subject, an express rale to

Special Committees. 

7. A special Committee, consisting of two or more 
members, may be appointed either by the Judges at a 
meeting of the Full Court, or by the Chief Justice, at any¬ 
time, to consider and report to the Full Court upon any 
matter which may be referred to it. 

8. Such a Committee shall have power, without 
reference to the Judges generally, to enter upon and 
conduct any correspondence which the members may 
consider desirable, in. order to enable them to prepare their 
report. 


Contemplated Legislation. 

9. Bills of the Legislative Department of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and of the Local Government forwarded to 
the High Court for opinion, proposals for the amendment 
of the law, and generally all matters connected with the 
development of the law, shall ordinarily be referred in the 
first instance to Special Committees appointed under Rule 
VII consisting of not less than three members. 


’ General. 

10. The Registrar on the Appellate Side is in adminis¬ 
trative control of all offices on the Appellate Side of the 
Court and the officers in immediate charge of such office® 
are responsible to the R^istrar and he to the Chief Justice 
for their efficient administration. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to submit al) 
papers relating to any matter to the Committee,. if any, 
appointed to deal with it. 

12. In all cases in which the English Committee may 
have acted under Rule III, or a Special Committee under 
Rule XX, the correspondence shall be laid on the table for 
the information of the Full Court, and a notice sl^ll be 
circulated weekly to all the Judges of the matters whi(& 
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have, during the past week, ken laid before such Com¬ 
mittees, showing whether they have been disposed of, and, 
if so, in what manner. 

13. Tt shall he competent to any Judge to retjuire that 
any matter within the cognizance of any Committee shall 
be referred-to the Full Court. 

14. On the following matters .all the Judges shall be 
consulted 

■{ft) Proj)oscd chajiges in the law where the pro})Osilion Siwiuiiy 
emanates from the Covoj’nmcnt or, in other 
cases, where a Committee or any Judge of the ' " 
Court considers that action is called for. 

(6) The Administration Reports yearly submitted to A.iininiRtmtion 
Government, when passed by the judges of 
the English Committee. 

(c) Rules which, when published, will have the force 
of law. 

{(i) Subjects connected with the relations between the 
Privy Council and the High Court. 

•(e) All appointments which by law are made by the 
High C'ourt and which are not otherwise 
exf)ressly provided .tor by the rules in this 
Chapter. 

(/) All rc(;oniuiendatious for the dismissal from 
olHc(^ of Judicial Offita'rs. 

15. Any individual Judge shall be at liberty to record 
a separate minute up('n any matter that comes before the 
Full ('ourt for discussion; but no such minute shall be siib- 
niittied'to the Government by the Registrar, unless, or until 
it has been circulated to the rest of the Judges. 

16. With th(‘ notice of a meeting of the English Com- 
mittoc, or of the Full Court, there shall ordinarily k . 
distributed a printed list setting out the matters for discus¬ 
sion. 

17 Except for some special reason, the pa[)ers 
relating to any mattoi’ for discussion at a meeting of the 
Full Court shall be circulated to all the Judges before the 
day of meeting. 

18. The jiroeeedings of all meetings of die Full Court Record, 
and of the English Committee shall be recorded in hooks to 
be kept for that purpose by the Registrar, and shall be at 
all times open to inspection, when called for by any of the 
Judges.

CHAPTER 11. 

Constitution of the Benches and Powers of the Benches and

(13) To dispose of all apjdicatinns for copies of records,

14. • The business of the Privy Council Department on 
the Appellate Side of the High Court shall be laid before the 
Division Court presided over by the Chief Justice, except 
in the case of appeals in suits instituted on the Original Side 
of the High Court. 

15. Every petition under Order XLV, Rule 2, of the 
Code of Civil Procedure in respect of any decree passed by 
this Court in its Appellate Jurisdiction in the case of an 
appeal from the Original Side, shall be presented to the 
Division Court for the hearing of appeals from the Original 
Side, but every such petition may be heard by a Division 
Court consisting of two Judges.

3. The Civil business arising from the District of each 
Group shall be laid before the Division Court in charge of» 
such Group: 

Provided that when an order under Order XLI, Rule 25 
or 28, of the Code of Civil Procedure has been passed by a 
Division Court and at the time of the receipt of the return 
to such order, the Judges composing such Court are not in 
charge of the Group to which the appeal belongs, such 
appeals'shall be laid before the Senior, or in his absence the 
Junior, of such Judges, and he shall direct either that the 
appeal be heard by uie Division Court on which he may be 
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sitting, or that it be laid before the Chief Justice for the 
appointment of a Court to hear such appeal. In the absence 
of both ofthe Judges, the appeal shall be laid before the Divi¬ 
sion Court in charge of the Group to which the appeal be¬ 
longs. 

4. The Judges of each Division Court shall determine 
the order in which each description of business shall be 
heard. 

5. Every case in the Criminal Jurisdiction of the High 
Court shall be placed on the List of the Division Court 
appointed for that purpose on the date fixed for Hearing. 

CHAPTER IV. 

General Rules of Applioations and Affidavits. 

1. Applications to the High Court shall be made by 
petitions written in the English language and shall be 
governed by the following Rules;— 

(1) Every application to the High Court relating to 

an appeal pending l>efore the Court shall be filed 
with the Bench Clerk concerned, at least 24 
hours before the sitting of the Court before which 
it is proposed to move the application, or of the 
Registrar if the application is entertain a hie bv 
him. Ruch applications shall lx* listed for hear¬ 
ing on the next motion day. No such applica¬ 
tion which has not been duly listed, will be enter¬ 
tained bv the Court or the Registrar unless in 
the special circumstances of the case the Court 
or the Registrar othc'rwi e directs. 

(2) Every application to the High Court, if founded 

on* anv statement of fact, shall set out the 
material facta, matters and circumstances on 
which the applicant relies. 

(3) When an application fe made to the Court or to 

the Registrar in any matter in which any pre¬ 
vious application was made to the Court or to 
the Registrar to the same effect, or with the 
same object, or with a similar object, the fact 
of such application having been made and the 
order pas.sed thereon shall lie clearly stated in 
the application. 

(4) Every such petition shall lie neatly typed on stout 

paper of foolscap size with a margin of two 
inches and shall contain about 20.1ines in each 
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full page. The petition shall be divided into 
paragraphs and numbered consecutively and 
only one side of the paper shall be used. 

(5) The facts stated in such petition shall be verified 

by the solemn affirmation of the petitioner or by 
an afiidavit to be annexed to the petition. 

Note. —The nflldavit niny 1«' by any paraon hiiviiiR cf'irniaancn of the facta 
stated. Several peraotia may join in an aflidarit, each depoaiiif' aoparntely thoae 
foots which are with in hia own knowledge. 

(6) Every petition shall be signed and dated either by 

the petitioner or declarant or his Vakil. 

(7) Tt will not be necessary to set out in the petition 

or in the affidavit any document which is part of 
a record, present in the High Court, nor will it 
be necessary to produce any affidavit of any facts 
found, in the course of the suit or proceeding 
out of which the appeal arises, by the High 
Court or any of the Lower Courts: provided that 
such finding has not been reversed on appeal; 
but the petition shall state shortly all facts upon 
which it is intended to rely, and shall give the 
number, letter, title or other description of all 
documents on the record, present in the High 
Court, to which it is intended to refer. 

(8) The High Court file, together with the application, 

shall be placed before the Court or the Registrar 
at the time of the hearing of the application. 
When the applicant desires that any documents 
in a record present in the High Court other than 
those contained in the High Court file shall b^ 
produced at the hearing in order that thev mav 
be referred toby the Court, he shall at the time of 
filing the application give notice to produce 
them to the Bench Clerk concerned. Unless by 
a special order of the Court or the Registrar 
documents will not be produced from the record- 
room or the office during the sitting of the Court. 

(9) In all cases in which service of notice on the Oppos¬ 

ite party is necessary! if such notice has not been 
duly served, the hearing of the application 
(except in cases of urgency) shall be postponed 
unless the parties entitled to notice are present 
and willing to proceed at once. In all cases 
the parties opposing the application shall be at 
liberty to apply for a postponement in order to 
answer the affidavits or for any other good and 
special cause. 
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(10) The fee for the issue of the notice on the Opposite 

party shall be paid into Court within three days 
from the date of granting the application. 

(11) Any party opposing the grant of an application 

or showing cause against a rule, who may desire 
to bring before the Court any facts not contained 
in, or admitted by, the petition or affidavit of 

, the Opposite party, shall do so by an affidavit 
containing, in the form of a narrative, the 
material facts on which he relies. 

(12) When on an application of any party to an appeal 

an officer of the Court is appointed guardian ad 
litem of a minor respondent, the Registrar may 
order the appellant to deposit with the Account¬ 
ant of the Court sufficient funds for the conduct 
of the appeal on behalf of the respondent. 

(13) No affidavits in answer shall ordinarily be read 

which have not been filed with the proper officer 
of the Court 24 hours before the sitting of the 
Court or the Registrar on the date fixed for tlie 
hearing of the applications. 

(14) No affidavit shall ordinarily be read at the hearing 
of any appeal, application or other proceeding 
unless a copy thereof has been served upon the 
other party or his Vakil 24 hours before such 
hearing: 

Provided that this Rule shall not apply to urgent motions 
or applications or to motions or applications 
made e^i: parte. 

(16) Every application for stay of execution under 
Order XTiT, Rule 5, shall specifically state that 
it is made under that Rule, and it shall be accom¬ 
panied by an affidavit stating .specifically the 
facts upon which the application is based, the 
date of the decree or order, the stay of the exe¬ 
cution of which is desired, the date of the ord^r. 
if any, for execution or sale, the date, if any, 
fixed for the sale, and the facts necessary to en¬ 
able the Court to be satisfied of the matters men¬ 
tioned in Order XLI, Rulte 5, sub-clause (3). 

(16) Every application for security under Order XLI, 

Rule 6 or 10, shall state specifically under which 
nile it is made and shall be accx)mpanied by an 
affidavit stating specifically the facts upon which 
the application is based. 

(17) Every application for the re-admission or restora¬ 

tion of an appeal or application, dismissed for 
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default of appearance, shall be accompanied by 
an affidavit stating the circumstances in which 
such default was made, and whether or not 
the party whose appeal or application was 
dismissed had, previously to such dismissal, en¬ 
gaged a Vakil to conduct the appeal or applica¬ 
tion. 

(18) Every application for an order to a subordinate 

Court to forward any record, document or paper' 
shall state— 

(а) the Court in which such record, document 

or paper is; 

(б) the record or file in which such document 

or paper is; 

(c) the date of the record, document or paper; 

(d) in what language the document or paper 

is; 

(e) the date when the document or paper was 

filed. 

(19) Every such application shall beat a Court-fee 

stamp of 12 annas and shall be accomTianied by 
a certificate signed by a Vakil that in his opinion 
such record, document or paper is requisite and 
material for supporting or opposing the suit, 
appeal or other proceeding. 

Affidavits. 

20. The following Rules shall apply to all affidavits 
hied in the High Court:— 

(1) Every* affidavit to be used in a Court of Justice 

shall be entitled “ Tn the Court of 
at ,” naming such Court. 

(2) If there be a cause in Court, the affidavit in sup¬ 

port of. or in opposition to. an application res¬ 
pecting it shall also be entitled in the cause. 

(3) If there he no cause in Court, the affidavit .shall lie 

entitled “In the matter of the petition of

(4) Every affidavit containing any statement of fact 

shall be divided into paragraphs, and every para¬ 
graph shall be numl)eren consecutively and, as 
nearly as may be, shall be confined to a distinct 
portion of the subject. 
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(6) Every person, other than a plaintiff or defendant 
in a suit in which the application is made, making any 
affidavit, shall be described in such a maimer as will serve 
to identify him clearly, that is to say, by the statement of 
his full name, the name of his father, liis profe'sioir^ 
trade, and the place of his residence. 

(6) When the declarant in any affidavit speaks to any 
fact within his own knowledge, he shall do so directly and 
positively using the words “ I affirm ” (or “ make oatfi ”) 
“ and say. ” 

(7) When the particular fact is. not within the declar¬ 
ant’s own knowledge, but is stated from information 
obtained from others, the declarant shall use the expression 
“lam informed,’’ and if such be the case, should add “ and 
verily believe it to be true, ” or he may state the source from 
whicb he received such information. When the statement 
rests on facts disclosed in documents or copies of documents 
procured from any Court of Justice or other source, the 
deponent shall state what is the source from which they 
Were procured, and his information or belief, as to the truth 
of the facts disclosed in such documents. Copies of every 
document to which it is intended that reference should be 
made at the time of hearing shall be annexed to the 
affidavit and shall be marked as an exhibit and shall bear 
the certificate of the Commissioner before whom the affi¬ 
davit is made. 

(8) Except under the special orders of the Registrar, 
no document being an exhibit to an affidavit or verified 
petition, or the materials for any application, shall be given 
back unless the document be an original document, in which 
case it may be taken back on an order of the Registrar, a 
certified copy being retained. 

(9) Every person making an affidavit, if not personally 
known to the Commissioner, shall be identified to the com¬ 
missioner by some person known to him, and the Cora- 
misdoner shall specify at the foot of the petition or of the 
affidavit (as the case may be) the name and description of 
him by whom the identification is made, as well as the time 
and pl^e of the identification, and of the making of the 
affidavit. Every pardanashin woman verifying a petition 
or making an affidavit in the manner specified in the pre¬ 
ceding rule and even such petition of affidavit shall be 
accompanied by the affidavit of identification of such woman 
mahe at the time by the person who identified her. 

no) If any jierson making an affidavit shall be ignorant 
of the langu^ in which it is written, or shall appear to 
the Commissioner to be illiterate, or not fully to understand 
the contents of the affidavit, the Commissioner shall cause 
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the affidavit to be read and explained to him in langimge 
which both he and the Commissioner understand, either 
doing so himself, or causing another person to do so in his 

E resence. When any affidavit is read and ^plained as 
erein provided, the Commissioner shall certify in writing 
at the foot of the affidavit that it has been so read or 
explained, and that the declarant seemed perfectly to under¬ 
stand t)ie same at the time of making the affidavit. 

(11) In administering oaths and affirmations to declar¬ 
ants, the Commissioner shall be guided by the provisions 
of the Oaths Act, X of 1873. The following forms are to 
be used:—

CHAPTER V. 

General Rules of Procedure. 

1. The Buies of Chapter TV shall apply, na far as 
may be, to every memorandum cf appeal, to every mem¬ 
orandum of objection under Order X LI, Rule 22 or 26, and 
to every application for revision. 

2. Every memorandum of appeal shall be drawn up 
in the manner prescribed by Order XLI, Rule 1, of the Code 
of Civil Procedure. Eveiy such memorandum of appeal 
and every application for revision shall, immediately b«ow 
the title, have endorsed on it “ First Appeal,” “ Second 
Appeal,” or “ Revision,” as the case may be, and shall 
state— 

(а) fhe name and address of each appellant or appli¬ 

cant; 

(б) the name and address of each person whom it is 

proposed to. make a respondent ; 

(c) the Court in which, and the name of the Judge, or 

Munsif by whom, the decree or order objected to 

was made; 

(d) the date when such decree or order was made; 

(e) the names of all the parties to such decree or order; 
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• (/) the ground or grounds numbered seriatim of 
objection to the decree or judgment aj)pealed 
from without any argument or narrative; 

{a) the relief sought by such appeal or l evision; 

(A) the value of the appeal; and 

(t) in the case of an appeal, whether the suit in which 
the appeal is made lias already been before the 
the Court of appeal. 

3. When the same appellant wishes to yirefer more 
than one appeal from a judgment governing more than 
one case, the Registrar may dispense with the production 
of more than one copy of the judgment. 

4. In the case of— 

(1) appeals from orders of the Lower Appellate Courts 

remanding cases for re-trial, and 

(2) appeals from the orders of the Lower Courts tnade 

on remand by the High Court, there shall be 
added at the foot of every memorandum of 
appeal a note to the following cfFect 

Note. —^This appeal is from an order of the Lower Appellate 
Court dated remanding the f:nse for re-trial under 

section of the 0. P. C. 

Or, 

This appeal is from an order of the Lower Appellate Court (or 
Court of Pirst Instance as the case may be) made on remand by the 
High Court, dated 

5. In the event of any omission on the part of the 
Vakil to append to the memorandum of appeal a note in the 
terms required by Rule 4. it shall be the duty of the 
Registrar to bring such omission to the notce of the Division 
Court before which the appeal is pending, and it will be for 
the Division Court to decide whether, as a penalty for 
such omission on the part of the Vakil, any cost to which 
his client may otherwise become entitled should not be 
withheld. 

6. A memorandum of appeal to the High Court 
against the deopec or order passed in appeal by any Court 
■subordinate to it shall be accompanied by co[)ies of the 
judgment and decree and order of both the Lower Courts, 
and, if filed by a Vakil of the High Court, shall bear a 
certificate under his hand at the foot of the petition in the 
following form: 

I, A,B., Vakil for the abovenamed do hereby 

certify that, in my judgment, the ground (or if there be several, 
each of the grounds) of ap|)eal in the above petition presented by 
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me on behalf of the said is a good ground of Second 

Appeal. 

Dated the day of 

7. Every party, who files an appeal in person, shall 
insert in his memorandum of appeal, or otherwi^ ^‘ye in 
writing to the Deputy Registra;|. an address within the 
town of Calcutta, or the Municipality of the suburbs of Cal¬ 
cutta or that of Howrah, at which notices and other process 
in the appeal may be served upon him; and any notice or 
other process left for him at such address or sent thereto 
by registered letter shall be presumed to have been duly 
served upon such party. 

8. No memorandum of appeal from an Appellate 
Decree presented in person by any party to the appeal shall 
be registered without an order of the Division Court before 
whom the party presenting the appeal shall appear in 
person. 

9. In the case of an application for revision, the 
application shall be accompanied by a duplicate typed copy 
of the application together with two typed copies of each 
of th© following documents :— 

(?) The judgment, decree or order to which the 
application relates; 

{ii) if the judgment, decree or order to which the 
application relates was a judgment, decree or 
order delivered by a Court sitting in appeal, 
the copies of the judgment, decree or order of 
the Court of First Instance. 

10. When a memorandum of appeal is not accom¬ 
panied by the necessary copies of judgments or decrees, the 
Registrar may allow time for the production of the same if 
the judgments and decrees not filed are those of the Court 
of First Instance. If copies are not produced within the 
time allowed, the appeal or application shall be laid before 
the Court for orders. If copies of the judgment and decree 
appealed from are not filed within the proper period of 
limitation, the Registrar must lay the case before the Court 
for orders immediately after the expiry of such period. 

11. Every memorandum of appeal, the ground of 
which is that there is in fact on the record no evidence or 
admission to support the decree, shall state sufficiently the 
material finding in support of which there is no evidence or 
admission on the record. 

12. No memorandum of appeal, no memorandum of 
objection under Order XLI, Rule 22 or 26, Civil Procedure 
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Code, no application for review, and no application for 
leave to appeal in forma pauperis shall be presented for 
admisiion unless the same bears an office report as to limit¬ 
ation of time; and when a stamp is required as to the 
sufficiency or otherwise of the stamp or in the case of a 
stamp of which the sufficiency cannot be ascertained that 
the report as to the sufficiency of the stamp will be made on 
me receipt of the record. Such report shall ordinarily be 
endorsed on the memorandum or application and returned 
by the Stamp Reporter before 4 p.m. on the day on which 
such memorandum or application was made over to the 
Stamp Reporter for examination. 

Provided that on the first day on which the High 
Court re-opens after the annual long vacation a memoran¬ 
dum of appeal or objection under Order XLI, Rule 22 or 26, 
may be presented to the Deputy Registrar and an apjili- 
cation for leave to appeal in forma pauperis may be 
presented to the Division Court without the office report, as 
required by this Rule. 

13. After the report jircscribed in the preceding 
rule has been obtained, every memorandum of appeal (other 
than a memorandum of appeal from an Appellate Decree 
filed by a party to the appeal in person) or memorandum of 
objection under Order XLI, Rule 22 or 26 of the Civil 
Procedure Code, shall be presented in the High Court to the 
Deputy Registrar by the appellant in person or by his 
recognised agent or by a pleader appointed under the 
provisions of Order III, Rule 4, Civil Procedure Code, or 
by some person appointed in writing by such pleader to 
present the same. 

14. Applications for review' and memoranda of 
Appeals from Appellate Decrees filed by parties to th(' 
appeal in person snail be presented direct to the Division 
Court concerned after the report prescribed in Rule 12 has 
been obtained. 

Applications for Kvision ^hall be presented direct to 
the Division Court without the report prescribed in Rule 

12 . 

15. Applications for leave to ap|)eal in forma 
pauperis shall be presen ted. with the report of the Stamp 
Reporter in open Court to the Division Court hearing 
appeals from the Croup to which the case belongs, in 
accordance with the provisions >)f Order XLI V of the Civil 
Procedure Code. 

16. The Deputy Registrar shall endorse on every 
memorandum presented to him under Rule 13 the date of 
presentation, and if the memorandum is not barred by 
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limitation, is sufficiently stamped'and complies with the 
provisions of these Buies, he shall— 

(a) in the case of an Appeal from an Originar Dk;ree 

admit it, cause it to be registered and issue 
notice to the respondent; 

(b) in Uie case of an Appeal from an A{)pellate Decree 

or an Appeal from an Order admit it, cause it to 
be registered and post it to a Bench for hearing 
under Order XLI, Rule 11 of the Civn 
Procedure Code; and 

(c) in the case of a memorandum of objection under 

Order XLI, Rule 22 or 26 of the Civil 
Procedure Code, admit it and cause it to be 
registered. 

17. If a memorandum is barred by limitation, is 
insufficiently stamped or is not in proper form, the Deputy

Court for orders;

18. In any case in which a memorandum has been 
returned for amendment under thetorders of the Registrar, 
it shall be the duty of the Deputy Registrar to 
attest the amendment by his signature. 

19. If a memorandum bears a note that a report as to 
the sufficiency of the stamp will be made on the receipt of 
the record, the Deputy Registrar shall note thereon the 
date of presentation and shall retain it pending the 
receipt of the report. 

20. Every memorandum retained under the provisions 
of Rule 19 shall, immediately after the receipt of the record, 
be examined by the Stamp Reporter, who shall endorse on 
it his report as to the sufficiency of the stamp and shall send 
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it to the Deputy Registrar for orders. The latter shall 
thereupon proceed in the manner provided in Rules 16 and 

17 abofe. 

21. Whenever the Stamp Reporter finds that a 
document, which ought to bear a stamp under the Court- 
fefih Act, 1870, has b^n thro^h mistake or inadvertence 
received, filed or used in the Court without lieing properly 
stam^, he shall report the fart to the Vakil who orescnted 
«ich document. Such Vakil shall at once in itial the report 
and shall within one week thereafter or within such further 
time as the Taxing Officer may allow, note on it whether he 
accepts or dispute the accuracy thereof. If such note is 
not made within such time, it shall not be open to such Vakil 
to dispute the accuracy of .the re|X)rt

application is made and to call' for !the transmission, 
ordinarily within seven days, of the record and all ntat^jial 
papens: provided that in every appeal from an interlocutory 
order made in a suit and coming under Order XLIII, Rule 
1 , clauses (q), (r) and (s), copies only of the plaint, written 
statement (if any), order-sheet and the papers directly 
relating to the interlocutory proceedu^a in appeal shall,he 
called for unless the Court or the Registrar otherwise 
directs. 

—Rcuords of I'xeciitioii crsob sent np in appeal to the High Court ahall 
invariably he accompanied by all the papers connected with them in the Lower 
Courts, whether Original or Appellate, including the decree which is the subject 
of the execution proceedings.

28. The appellant at the time of paying the fee for the 
issue of the notice to the respondent under Order XLI, l^le 
14, Civil Procedure Code, snail, in the case of appeals from 
Original Decrees, deposit with the Accountant of the Court 
the sum of Rs. 50 if the appeal does not exceed Rs, 10,000 in 
value, Rs. 75 if such appe^ exceeds Rs. 10,000 in value but 
does not exceed Rs. 15,000, and Rs. 100 if such appeal ex¬ 
ceeds Rs. 15,000 ip value. In the case of ^peals frqm 
Appellate Decrees exceeding Rs. 50 in value, First Appeah 
from Orders (including Orders under section 47 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure) passed by a Provincial Civil Court not 
being Appeals from Remand Orders under section 41, Btfle 
23 of the same Code, in which the valuation of the i^ifibal 
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does not exceed Rs. 50 the appellant shall, at such time, 
deposit^he sum of Rs. 30 towards the cost of the pceparatior 
of the paper-book in the appeal. In the case of appeaU 
from Appellate Decrees not exceeding Rs. 50 in value, the 
appellant shall, at such time, deposit the sum of Rs. 12 in 
full payment of the cost of the preparation of a typed paper- 
book and such appellant shall not be required to pay any 
further sum on account of the })reparation of such typed 
paper-book. 

29. (i) Whenever it is. nece.ssary under these Rules to 
issue a notice to a respondent under Order XTil. Rule U of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, the appellant .shall, togethei 
with the fee for the issue of such notice, file printed fornu 
of such notices, duly filled up in the prescril)ed form, the 
dnte of appearance and the date of the notice being left 
b’ank. 

(n) The information entered in the forms must be 
filled up in the vernacular (or in English if the respondent 
to be served is a Euro{)ean British subject or a resident of 
Calcutta) in a bold, clear and easily legible hand-writing. 

(in) The date fixed for apjiearance will be inserted in the 
form and the notice will be dated by an officer of the High 
Court before it is signed. 

(ir) The necessary number of the printed forms of 
notice in the presc"ibed form will be supplied to the appell¬ 
ants or their Vakils free of cost on application to the Forms 
Clerk on the Appellate Side of the Court, 

(«) The Registrar may. in his discretion, direct in any 
particular case that the forms of notice be entirely filled uj) 
in the office of the Court. 

30. If the fee for the issue of the notice to the res¬ 
pondent be not paid into Court in tlie manner provided by 
Rule 27, or the deposit required under Rule 28 be not made 
within the time allowed by that Rule, or if the notic;e forms 
inly filled up, lie not filed as provided in the last preceding 
Rule, the appeal .shall be placed before tlie Registrar who 
may, in his discretion, either grant further time for making 
Buen payment or deposit oi' filing the notice forms, or direct 
the appeal to be placed before the Court for orders. 

31. No process-fee for the issue of notice to the res¬ 
pondent or deposit under Rule 29 or notice form filled u}) in 
accordance with the provi.sions of Rule 28 shall, except 
under the orders of the Registrar, be received after the 
expiry of the period allowed by these Rules. 

32. If the procc.ss-fec be fiaid and the notice' forms be 
filed with’n the period prescribed by Rule 27 or within the

further period allowed by the Registrar, the notice in the 
prescribed form shall at once issue on the respondent. 

33.. If such respondent reside within the jurisdiction 
of the Court from wnose decree or order the appeal is pre¬ 
ferred, the notice to such respondent shall be sent to the 
presiding officer of such Court together with the proceed¬ 
ing of the High Court calling for the record. 

34 . In every instanee in which it shall appear that the 
respondent or any one of the rc.spondents to be served 
resides in any district other than that from which the 
appeal comes, the Deputy Registrar shall forward the 
notice to such respondent" to the proper Court in the dis- 
trii:t in which such notice is to be served. 

35. The Court to whieh the notices of appeal are 
transmitted for service shall be directed to serve the notices 
and it shall be the duty of the Lower Court thereupon to 
cause service of the notices without the payment of any 
further fee, save and except as provided in tfiis Rule (Pro¬ 
viso 2) and without any further action by the appellant: 

(1) provided that the appellant or some one employed 

by him may accompany the Serving Officer for 
the purpose of pointing out the residence of the 
respondent; 

(2) provided also that any additional fees for boat- 

hire or ferry-tojl exigible under Rule (7) of the 
Rules framed by the High Court under clause 
(1) of section 20 of the Court fees Act, VII 
of 1870, shall be deposited by the appellant in 
the Court serving the notices. 

30. The time’allowed for service of the notice shall be 
specified therein by the Deputy Registrar in accordance 
with the Table in Rule 41 and shall commence from the date 
on which it is despatched, which shall, in general, be the 
day on which the process-fee is deposited and the notice 
forms are filed. 

37. The Lower Courts shall issue all notices received 
for service immediately on receipt thereof, and in their 
returns of service shall, in every instance, insert the date 
of receipt by them of the notice, the date on which it was 
made over to the Serving Officer, and the date on which it 
was received from him. 

38.. Every return of service or of failure to serve the 
notice shall be accompanied by the affidavit or solemn 
declaration of the Serving Officer, specifying the fact and 
mode of service or the re*won why service could not he 
effected in any of the modes allowed by law. It shall be 
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the duty of the Lower Court to cause the notice to be served 
in 8U%ient time before the date fixed, and if such service 
be impracticable, to state the reasons for which service 
cannot be effected, and thereupon a fresh date shall be 
fixed by the Hi"h Court. In every case the Court making 
the return shall satisfy itself that valid service has been 
made or that there has been a failure of service, and shall 
certify such opinion to the High Court with the reason in 
case of failure of service. 

39. The date to be fixed for the hearing of the appeal 
shall be the 21st day after the date on which the time for 
the service of notices expires, provided that if such day be 
a^Sunday or holiday, the first open day next following shall 
be the date fixed for the hearing. 

40. In an appeal in whicn more than one respondent 
is to be served with the notice under Order XLI, Rule 14 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, the Deputy Registrar, in 
fixing the time for the hearing of the appeal, shall fix the 
2 l8t day after the day fixed for the service of the notice 
of appeal on the respondent for whom the longest period is 
allowed under the following Rule.

42. When in air appeal or other proceeding the Court 
orders a notice to show cause to issue, such notice shall 
ordinarily be issued to all parties to such apjieal or other 
proceeding and to any person whom it is proposed to make 
a party. If the person to whom the notice is to issue is a 
mmor, a person of unsound mind, or other disqualified 
person, it shall also be issued to the guardian or next 
friend of such person. 

43. In every case in which an appeal has been admitted 
the Registrar s^all cause paper-books to be prepared in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter IX. 
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4^ As soon as the paper-book has been prepared in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter IX and the 
appeal is otherwise ready for hearing, it shall be entered 
in the General List of thie Division Court having iuris* 
diction in the Group to which the appeal belongs, ana such 
list shall be hung up in the usual places of the CouKt-hduse: 
Provided that no appeal shall be entered in the Weekly 
Cause List until the expiry of seven days from its entry in 
the General Cause List of Apyieals ready for hearing. 

45. The Deputy Registrar shall, on Saturday of each 
week, cause to be prepared and posted on the Notice Board 
of the Court a list of cases which are ready for hearing 
during the week. This list shall be called “ The Weekly 
Cause List. ” 

46. From the Weekly Cause List the Deputy Regis¬ 
trar shall each day cause to be prepared and posted on the 
Notice Board of the Court a list of the cases to be taken up 
by each Bench on the following day. This list shall be 
called “ The Daily Cause List, ” and a copy of it shall be 
submitted to each Judge. 

47. The Daily Cause List for the days on which’ the 
Registrar sits shall include a list of the cases which will 
be taken up by him. 

48. If on the date fixed for the hearing of any suit, 
appeal, application or other matter, it appears that the 
requisite notices have been served, the ra,atter may be 
disposed of; if not disposed of, it shall come on for disposal 
in the ordinary course and no other notice of any date fixed 
for hearing shall be given, than its inclusion in a Daily Cause 
List. 

49. A ca.se which is nart-heard shall, unless otherwise 
ordered by a Bench, be placed first in the Daily Cause List 
for the day on which the Bench which has partly heard such 
case next sits for the disposal of that class of busine.sa. 

50. Subject to Rule 49 a case which is specially fixed 
for a particular day before a particular Bench shall be 
placed at the head of the list for that day. 

51. The cases in the daily list shall, unless the Bench 
otherwise directs, be called on and disposed of in tljeir order 
on the list. 

52. No case in the Daily Cause List shall be allowed 
to stand out of its place in the list or shall be adjourned 
on account of the absence of any Vakil, unless such absence 
IS, in the opinion of the Bench, unavoidable. 

• ? desiring that a case shall not be placed 

in the Daily Cause List for any particular day or days may, 
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after notice to the opposite party, present an ay)p]ication 
to the Registrar, and thereupon the Registrar may older 
that rach case shall not be placed in the Daily Cause List 
for any such day or days. 

64. Appeals from Orders of a Lower Court shall ha\c 
precedence over other apjieals in preparation tor lie.ai-ing 
and shall, when ready, be put up for hearing as soon us 
possible. 

55. When an order has lieen made under Order. XLl, 
Rule 23 or 25, the Deputy Registrtir shall make a note of 
the same in a register to be kept for the purpose, and he 
shall bring to the notice of the Registrar any case in which 
the subordinate Court has not made a return to the order 
of remand within four months or within such time us may 
have been specially ordered. 

56. On receipt of the finding of a Lower Court in a 
case referred under Order XLI, Rule 25 of the Code of 
Civil Procedui’e, the Dejuity Registrar shall notify to the 
Vakils of the parties that any objections to such finding 
must be filed within one week from the date of the notice. 

57. Whenever by an order of a Division Court, the 
decree or order of a Lower Court is modified or reversed, or 
costs are fixed in any special sum not specilicid in the 
judgment, as soon as the decree or order has been drawn 
up, it will be the duty of the particular Bench Clerk to 
cau.se a notice to be e.xhibited on the Notice Board stilting 
that such decree or order has been drawn up and that it 
may be perused by any party or his Vakil within one week 
from the date of the posting of the notice. 

58. When such notice has been po.sted, any party or 
his Vakil may, before the expiry of the time prescribed in 
the last preceding Rule, peruse the decree and either sign 
it or state his objection to the Judge or Judges or one of 
them who delivered the judgment; or if such Judge or 
Judges has or have ceased to be a Judge or Judges of the 
Court, or be absent on leave or furlougn, then before such 
Judge or Judges as the Chief Justice may appoint for that 
purpose. 

69. Should no objection be filed on or before the date 
specified in the notice, the Bench (Jerk shall submit the 
decree to the Judges for signature. 

(«) In drawing up decrees of this Court dismissing 
with costs appeals by minors or dismissing with 
costs suits by minors, tlie Bench Clerks should 
be careful to make the next friend of the minor 
liable for such coats, unless the Court otherwise 
orders. 
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(b) In cases where the minor is respondent and the 
decree of the Court below is reversed or altered, 
it shall be the duty of the Bench Clerk to call 
the attention of the Division Court to the fact 
that the respondent is a minor, in order that 
special directions may be given as to the pay¬ 
ment of costs. 

60. A copy of the judgment and of the decree 
passed by the High Court disposing of an appeal shall be 
certified by the Deputy Registrar and forwarded by him 
to the Court which passed the decree appealed from, in the 
manner prescribed by Order XLI, Rule 37 of the Code of 
(^ivil Procedure. 

61. Every decree and order made the High Court 
shall be drawn up in the English language. 

62. Except when the Registrar otherwise directs, the 
records of decided appeals shall be despatched to the T.rOwer 
Court as soon as possible after the disposal of the ca<^e. 

63. No Vakil shall receive instructions from anv person 
other than a Vakil, an Attorney, an enrolled Mulch tar of 
the Court, or the party himself, or a person holding a gene¬ 
ral power-of-attorney from him, or his servant or relation, 
or a Pleader of the Mofussil Court, specially authori.sed in 
writing in that behalf. Where there are more partic’ than 
one and they appear by separate Vokalatnamas, the Voka- 
latnama of one may be received from any other similarly 
authorised, but if they appear by one and the same Vokalat- 
nama, it may be received from any one of them or from a 
person duly authorised by any one of them without special 
authority from the others. When any Vokalatnauia is filed 
by a Vakil, he shall endorse on the back of it the name of 
thiB person from whom it is received and if such person is 
neither the client himself, or a Vakil. Attorney or enrolled 
Mukhtar, shall state the nature of the authority, with date, 
of that person. 

64. When a Vakil, retained'to appear for any party 
to a suit or an appeal, is prevented, by sickness or engage¬ 
ment in another Court, or for any other sufficient cause, 
from appearing and conducting the case of his client, he 
may appoint another Vakil to appear in his place, sc* that 
his client may not be unrepresented at the hearing; but such 
Vakil shall not so appear unless he shall have first obtained 
the special permission of the Division Court or the Registrar, 
as the .case may be. 

65. In anv case in which the party emfiloving a Vakil 
or his agent after due notice fails to pay the amount of the* 
estimated costs for preparing briefs containing the papers 
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connected with the case on appeal necessary to enable the 
Vakil to conduct the case properly, the Vakil oi- Vakils, 
after notice to such party or his agent, or by leave of the 
Court, may withdraw from the case. 

66 . A Vakil may also, for any other sufficient caPse, 
or afteir such notice to his client as may enable him to ap¬ 
point another Vakil by leave of the Court, but not other¬ 
wise, and on such terms as the Court may order as to re¬ 
funding any fees he may have received, withdraw from the 
further conduct of the case. 

67. The Deputy Registrar shall attest all Voka latnaraas 
and Mukhtearnamas in all cases in the High Court in its 
Appellate Jurisdiction. 

68 . The Deputy Registrar shall bring to the notice of the 
Registrar any wilful neglect on the i)art of any Vakil or 
Mukhtar attached to the High Court to attend at his office. 

6 $). The Deputy Registrar shall address the Lower 
Courts by letter with regard to all matters not requiring a 
judicial order of the Court or the Registrar. 

70. The Deputy Registrar shall dispose of all returns 
to orders of the Court in which a reference to the Cohrt or 
the Registrar for special orders is not requin^l. 

71. The Deputy Registrar shall see that the proceed¬ 
ings and other processes of the Court are issued without 
delay, that the process-fee or Talabana rot|uired I’or the 
issue of fresh notice and of notice of .substitution is paid 
into Court by the appellant within three days from the 
date of the order directing the issue of such notice and that 
reminders and calls for explanation are despatched, when¬ 
ever the retui'n of the Lower Court is not made within the 
prescribed period. 

72. The Stamp Reporter shall bring to the notice of 
the Deputy Registrar any irregularity committed l>y the 
Lower Courts in the preparation aiuf endorsement of the 
decrees of their Courts, and the Deputy Registrar shall 
submit his report of such irregularity to the Registrar. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Appeal to the Privy Council. 

1. The provisions of Chapter IV shall apply, so far as 
may be, to petitions under Order XLV, Rule 2 of the Code 
, of Civil Procedure. 
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2. Matters connected with ajipeals to His Majesty in 

Council other than those with which the Registrar is 
authorised to deal, shall ordinarily be heard at sucn time as 
the Division Court, appointed to deal with such matters, 
shall fix. - 

3. Matters relating to (1) service of notices or other 
processes, (2) substitution of parties and appointment or 
discharge of next friends or guardians ad iitem of minors 
or persons of unsound mind, before the despatch of the trans¬ 
cript record to England, (3) preparation of paper-booVs, 
and (4) return of documents and matters not expressly 
required to be laid before the Division Court for orders shall 
be dealt with and disposed of by the Registrar. 

4. Applications (1) for an order tpi^ransmit orders in 
Council for execution to the Lower Courts, where no special 
directions are required, (2) to transmit se-'urities to the 
Mofussil Courts for investigation as to thc>r sufficie.icy, and 
(3) for refunds of surplus deposits made for the purpose of 
preparing translations, manuscripts, etc., may, in ordinary 
circumstances, be made to and disposed of by the Registrar 
without notice to the opposite party other tlmn inclusion in 
the Daily Cause List. 

5. In all other applications notice is necessary. 

6 . Tn all cases in which it is nece.ssary that notice to 
any party shall issue, such notice shall be given by the 
applicant or his Vakil by delivering to the proper per^n a 
copy of the petition, together with a notice in the following 
forte:— 

Take notice that this application will he made in Court on the 
day of 19, at o'clock in the forenoon, 

when you are reciuifed to attend and show cause against the appli¬ 
cation, if you are desirous to do so. 

7. A notice, ■vyhich it is necessary to serve under these 
Rules or under Order XLV, Rule 3, or Rule 8 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, may be served in the manner provided 
by the Code of Civil Procedure for the service of notices, 
or unless the Court or the Registrar otherwise directs upon 
any Vakil who appeared for the party to v/hom notice is to 
be given in the appeal to this Court, unless the Vakalatnama 
of such Vakil has been cancelled with the sanction of the 
Court. If there is no Vakil upon whom notice can be 
served, then, unless the Registrar shall otherwise direct, 
the notice must be served upon the party in Calcutta 
through the Sheriff or in .the Mofussil through the proper 
Court in the district in which such notice is to be served on- 
paying the usual fee. The fee for the issue of the notice 
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must be paid into Court at the time of filing the applica¬ 
tion. Snach payment is to be made by stamp affixed to the 
notice intencled to be served. 

8. (i) With the fee for the issue of the notice the ap¬ 
plicant shall also file printed forms of such notice duly filled 
up in the prescribed form, the date of apj)earance and the 
date of notice being left blank. 

(it) The information entered in the forms must be filled 
up in the ve?’njicular (or in English if the party to be 
served is a European or a resident of Calcutta) in' a bold, 
clear and easily legible handwriting. 

(m) The date fixed for the hearing of an application 
will be inserted in the form and the notice will be dated by 
the Clerk-in-charg# of Privy Council Appeals botore it is 
signed. 

(iv) The necessary number of printed forms of notice in 
the prescrilied form will be supplied to Apjilicants or tluir 
Vakils, free of cost, on application to the Forms Clerk on the 
Appellate Side of the Court. 

(c) The Registrar may, in his discretion, direct in any 
particular case that the forms of notice be entirely filled 
up in the office of the Court. 

9. The date fixed for the hearing of the application 
.shall be regulated by the time-table prescribed in Rule 40, 
Chapter W 

10 . All applications, which have beer duly filed with 
the Clerk-in-charge of Privy Council Appeals, will be set 
down in a list in tlie order in which they are notified tc him. 
The ca.se.s in the list will lie called on peremptoiily in their 
turn; and if by the fault of the Applicant the application 
cannot be proceeded with, it wdll be liable to be dismissed. 

11 . Every peteion under Order XLV. Rub 2, shall 
1)6 presented to the (^lerk-in-charge of the Privy ('ouncil 
Appeals. Such petition .shall be accompanied by - 

(1) A Court-fee of Rs. 16 for drawing up an estimate 

of the expense of preparing and forwarding to 
the Registrar of the Privy Council the reco.-d 
of the ca.se. 

(2) The fee for the i.s.sue of the notice of the applica¬ 

tion for leave to appeal to al' the respondents 
who did not enter appearance in the High 
Court at the hearing of the appeal. 

(3) Forms of notices to all respondents, duly filled up 

in the manner prescribed in Rule 8 of this 
Chapter. 
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12. Where more than one such application is made by 
the same party at the same time relating to decrees or final 
orders made in pursuance of the same jud^ent and only 
one record is required to be printed, the J^gistrar may 
order that only one Court-fee of Rs. 16 be paid or may refel 
the matter to the Court for orders. 

13. If such application is not barred by limitation, is 
sufficiently stamped, has been filed in the manner prescribed 
in Rule 11 above and is otherwise in proper form, the Clerk 
in-charge of Privy Council Appeals shall forthwith pro¬ 
ceed to issue notice of the application for leave to appeal 
to all the respondents who did not appear at the hearing 
of the appeal before the High Court. He shall also deliver 
to the Vakil for the Applicant the notices for service on 
the Vakils for the re^ondents who appeared at the hear¬ 
ing before the High Court, and it shall be the duty of the 
Vakil for the Applicant to serve the notices on the Vakils 
for such respondtents. The Clerk-in-charge of Privy 
Council Appeals shall also call for the transmission, ordi¬ 
narily witnin seven days, of the record and all material 
papers. 

14. The Applicant shall be notified of tlie arrival of 
such record as soon as it is received in the office of the 
Court. 

15. Whenever it shall be impossible lor the Lower 
Court to comply with the requisition within the time stated, 
such Court shall report the reason of its inability, and shall 
ask for such further time as may be necessary. 

16. If the application for leave to appeal is barred by 
limitation, is insufficiently stamped or is not in proper form, 
the Clerk-in-charge of Privy Council Appeals shall forth¬ 
with lay the matter before the Registrar for orders. 

17. As soon as it shall appear that the notices of the 
application for leave to appeal have been duly served on 
all the respondents, the Clerk-in-charge of' the Privy 
Council Appeals shall lay the application for leave to 
appeal before the Division Court for orders under Order 
XLV, Rule 3 (1) of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

18. "lYithin two weeks of a certificate for leave to ap¬ 
peal being granted, the Applicant shall deposit with the 
Accountant of the Court a cash deposit of Rs. 100 towards 
the cost of the preparation of the Index. 

19; Immediately after the deposit of the fee referred 
to in the last preceding Rule, the Clerk-in-charge of Privy 
Council Appeals shall cause to be prgjared an Index of 
all the papers to be included in Part II of the paper-book 
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and a list of all papers, documents and exhibits in the 
cause^ttOt included in the transcript. Such list shall be 
printed as soon as it has been prepared: |)rovide(l that 
there is sufficient money in deposit to defray the costs of 
printing. 

20. Any of the parties to the suit may within one week 
of a certificate for leave to appeal being granted apply to 
the Registrar for an order that any paper not already 
included in Parts I and IIT of the f)aper book on which the 
decision of the appeal depends, *may be included in Part 
II of the paper-book: provided that no such application 
shall be heard, except after notice to the opposiU? [larty. 
It shall be competent to the Registrar to jiass any orders 
which, with reference to such application, he may con¬ 
sider proper and any costs incurred on such account shall 
be borne in such manner as the Registrar may direct. 
Such application shall bear a certificate under the hand of 
the VaKil presenting it to the effect that the inclusion of 
such paper in Part 11 of the paper-book is necessary in 
order to the decision of the appeal. 

21. Immediately after the grant of a certificate for 
leave to appeal the Clerk-in-charge of Privy Council 
Appeals shall prepare and serve on the Applicant an esti¬ 
mate of the cost of the pre{)aration of Part 11 of the paper- 
lK)ok: provided that if the application is for leave to ap¬ 
peal from the judgment of the High Court in an appeal 
other than one from an Original Decree or Order, an esti¬ 
mate for the cost of the preparation of Parts 1,11 and 111 
of the ])aper-book shall l)e prepare<l. 

, 22. Parts 1 and III of tlie paper-book .shall be pre¬ 
pared in accordance with the provisions of Chapter IX of 
these Rules. 

23. Part II of the paper-book shall contain the fol¬ 
lowing documents: 

(1) the proceedings in the High Court, if any; 

(2) the judgment and decree of the High Court; 

(3) the apj)lication for leave to appeal, affidavits, 

etc.; 

(4) the grounds of a|)peal; 

(5) the certificate granting leave; 

(6) the order admitting the appeal; and 

(7) any document not included in Part I or Part III 

on which the decision of the appeal depends. 

Part II should have its own index and the documents 
therein should be printed strictly in chronological order. 
Part II should be paged at the foot of eftcdi page.

25. The estimate shall include the matters referred to 
in the preceding rule and be framed in accordance with 
the charges above specified. Any Appellant who has filed 
his petition of appeal shall be deemed to have incurred the 
charge for the preparation of an intfex and estimate, 
whether the appeal be admitted or not. 

26. The Applicant may, at the next sitting of the 
Registrar, object to such estimate, but such objection is 
not to delay the making of the deposit, except by leave of 
the Registrar.

40. In case there is no next friend or guardian upon 
the record, a separate application for appointment of a 
next friend or guardian must be made. 

41. The supplemental record dealing with substitu¬ 
tion and representation of heirs of deceased parties shall 
be transmitted to England in manuscript uistead of being 
printed. 
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42. (a) When a party who has been successful in un 
appe^ to His Majesty in Council applies for a certificate 
of the^osts incurred in the appeal in this Court, the Deputy 
Registrar shall, upon production of the order of His 
Majesty in Council for the payment of such costs, prepare 
such certificate and place it on the record of the Privy 
Council Appeal.

CHAPTER VII. 

References to a Full Bench. 

1. Whenever one Division Court shall tliffer from 
any other Division Court upon a point of law or usage 
having the force of law, the case shall be roferred for deci¬ 
sion by a Full Bench. 

2. If the question arise in an appeal from an appel¬ 
late decree, the Court referring the case shall state the 
point or points upon which they differ from the decision 
of a former Division Court and shall refer the Appeal for 
the final decision of a Full Bench. 

3. If the question arise in an Appeal from an Origin¬ 
al Decree, the questions of law shall alone be referre(d, and 
the Full Bench shall return the case with an expres.sioii of 
its opinion upon the points of law for final adjudication 
by the Division Court which referred it, and in case of neces¬ 
sity in consequence of the absence of any or either of the 
referring Judges, for the ultimate decision of another 
Division Court. 

4. If the question arise in any matter coming before 
a Division Court in the exercise of its ('ivil Revisional 
Jurisdiction, the point or points shall be stated as pro¬ 
vided in Rule 11, and the matter shall be referred for the 
final decision of a Full Bench. 

5. If the question arise in any case coming Ix'fore a 
Division Court as a Court of Criminal Ai)peal. Reference 
or Revision, the Court referring the case shall state the 
point or joints on which they differ from the decision of 
a former Division Court, and shall refer the case to .a Full 
Bench for such orders as to such Bench may seem fit. 

6. Every decision of a Full Bench shall be treated as 
binding on all Division Courts, and Judges sitting singly, 
upon uie point of law or usage having the force of law 

Noti.—T he judKiiioiit of the Court iu ull Civil aud Criinitial caaea heard ‘by 
Full Bench ia to bo priiited and diat.rihuted for iiiforinatioii to ail the Jndgea 
of the Court.

CHAPTER VIII. 

Appesis under Section 15 of the Letters Patent. 

1. The-provisions of Chapters TV and V shall apply so 
far as may he to every appeal under Section W of the 
X ©ttcrs 

2. Every appeal to the High Court under Section 15 
of the Letters Patent from a judgment of a Division Court 
or a Judge sitting singly on the Appellate Side of the High 
Court shall be presented to the Deputy Registrar within 
30 days from the date of the judgment appealed from, 
unless the Court in its discretion, on good cause shown, 
shall grant further time. 

3. The petition of appeal .shall be drawn up in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of Order XLT, Rule 1 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, and shall be subscribed by an Advocate 
or Vakil of the Court. It need not be occompaniod by 
a copy of the judgment appealed from. It shall Ije the 
duty of the Deputy Registrar to endorse thereon the date 
of presentation and to satisfy himself that the appeal is 
in order and is within time. 

4. The fee for the issue of the notices to the Res¬ 
pondents who did not appear in the appeal in which judg¬ 
ment was given shall be paid into Court by the appd- 
lant:— 

(а) In the case of an appeal from the judgment of a 

Judge sitting singly, within 14 days of the date 
on which the Court passes an order to the effect 
that the appeal will be heard. 

(б) In other cases, at the time of presentiim the memo¬ 

randum of appeal to the Deputy l^gistrar. 

5. The appellant at the time of paying the fee pre¬ 
scribed in the preceding Rule shall also ^le printed forms 
of notices duly filled up in the manner prescribed in Chap¬ 
ter Y, Rule 30 of the Appellate Side Rules. 

6. Separate registers shall be opened by the Deputy 
Registrar for the entry of such appeals in the following 
form:— 
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7. If the appeal is in order and is within time, the 
Deputy Registrar shall register it, and in the ca^ of an 
appeal from the judgment of a Judge sitting singly, he 
shall post it for preliminary hearing under the proviso to 
Rule V (a) of Chafer IT. If the appeal is not in proper 
form, the Deputy Registrar shall proceed in the manner 
provided by Cnapter Rule 16. 

8. If the process-fee be paid and the notice forms be 
filed within the period prescribed by Rule o, the Deputy 
Registrar shall issue the notice of the appeal in the pre¬ 
scribed form for service on the respondent, and snail 
cause the notice to be served on the Vakils or 
any one of the Vakils who may have appeared 
for the respondent in the appeal in which the 
judgment was given. In any case in which the respon¬ 
dent may not have entered appearance in the appeal in 
which the judgment was given, the notice shall be served in 
the mode provided by Rules 33 to 41 of Chapter V for the 
service of a notice in ordinary appeals. 

9. In every appeal under Section 15 of the letters 
Patent against the judgment of a Division Court or of a 
Judge sitting singly on the Appellate Side of the High 
Court, copies of tfie memorandum of apfieal and of the 
judgments or judgment shall be typed, and four copies 
shall be prepared tor use at the hearing. 

10. No charge shall lie levied from the parties on 
account of the preparation of these copies. 

11. The paper-books prepared for use at the hearing 
of the appeal shall be used at the hearing of the appe:u 
under Section 15 of the Letters Patent. 


CHAPTER IX. 

Preparation of Paper*books. 

I. —General. 

1. Paper-books shall be printed in accx)rdance with 
the following directions:— 

(а) The paper-book shall be printed in the form 

known as demy quarto, i.e., 54 eras (or 9 inches) 
in length and 42 eras (or 7 inches) in width; 

(б) the size of the paper used shall be such that the 

sheet, when folded and trimmed will be 11 inches 
long and 8^ inches wide; 



(pX the type to be used in the text shall be pica type, 
^ but long primer shall be used in printing 
accounts, tabular matter and notes; 


(rf) the number of lines in each page of pica tvpe shall 
be47, or thereabouts, and every tenth line shall 
be ntimbered in the margin, i the tenth line 
vnll be number 10, and the second 10th line 
20, and so on; 


(a) the paper-book shall contain brief marginal notes. 


2. Every paper-book shall be edited in the office of the 
Court and, uiuess the Registrar otherwise direct, printed 
in the Grovernment Press. 


Editing ” the paper-book includes— 


(i) arranging the papers for Press; 

(m) examining and comparing proofs with ' copy,” 
such “ copy ” being the originals or authenti¬ 
cated copies of English papers or translations 
where the rules provide ror translations. 


8. Every paper-book shall have attached to it a fly- 
l«kf in the prescribed form. 

4. In every case in which an appeal has been admitted, 
the R^ijBtrar shall at once, on receipt of the record, cause 
a paper-book to be prepared in the office of the Court in 
accordance with the Rules of this Chapter. 

5. In urgent cases, upon good cause being shov.n, the 
Registrar may, instead of himself causing the paper-book 
to be printed, allow any party to put in such number of 
typed copies of the paper-book as he may consider necessary. 


Exception 1 .—In an ap]ieal from an Apprllale Oocroe or an 
Appeal from an Order other than a First Ai)|)eHl from an Order, the 
paper-book may he prepared without the marginal le.tes. 

Exception 2 .—In an a])peal which i.s to l»e heard under Order 
XLI, Rule 11, no pajier-book shall be pwpared, unless and until an 
order for the service of notice on the respondent iia.s h^eii made.

8. In the case of appeals, other than Appeals from 
Appellate Decrees not exceeding Rs. 50 in value, any sur¬ 
plus remaining after deducting the costs actually inwirred 
by each party from the amount deposited with the Accoun¬ 
tant of the Court may be refunded upon request to the 
party by whom^ the deposit was made or to the Vakil of 
such party. 

0. The cost incurred in the preparation erf the paper- 
book shall be costs in the appeal, unless as to the whole or 
any portion thereof the Ck)art which hears tlie appeal 
shall otherwise direct. 
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10. The Registrar may, upon application and upon 
sufficifilit cause being shown, enlarge the time prescriljed by 
these Rules for doing any act to to done under their pro¬ 
visions. An application for enlargement of time must ordi¬ 
narily be made before the expiry of the prescribed time and 
be supported by an affidavit of facts. The Registrar may 
also, upon application and upon suffic'ent grounds proved 
by affidavit, exempt any appellaint or respondent from the 
operation of the whole or any part of these rules, or may 
make such special order as lie deems fit .as to any matter 
with which these rules are concerned. In case any affi¬ 
davit to be used under this rule is sent from the Mofussil 
and is in the vernacular, it shall be accompanied by an 
English translation, certified to be correct by a Vakil or 
a Translator .of this Court, 

11, When these rules direct or allow any act to be 
done by, or any notice to be given to, an appellant or res¬ 
pondent, such act may be done by, or such notice given to, 
the Vakil, or (where authorized in that behalf by the Rules 
of the High Court) the Mukhtear of such appellant or res¬ 
pondent. 


II.— Appeals from Original Decrees 

12. The preparation of paper-books in appeals to 
the High Court from original decrees shall be regulated by 
the following rules; provided that the Registrar may, for 
sufficient cause shown, pass any special order regarding the 
preparation of the paper-book of any particular appeal. 

13. On the receipt of the record, the Deputy Regis¬ 
trar shall cause to be prepared in accordance with the 
provisions of Rule 6 an estimate of the costs of including 
m Part I of the paper-book the documents marked* in 
Rule 14 below. ^ 

14. Part I of the paper-book shall contain the fol¬ 
lowing papers:— 

(a) Order sheet; 

*ib) Tlie plaint; 

(c) Schedules, if any; 

*(a) Written statements of parties; 

*(«) Examination of parties or their agents, etc.; 

•(/) Injunctions; 

*{g) Orders of attachment, etc. (if any), obtained 
before judgment; 

. *{h) Issues framed (if any); 
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(i) f)epositions of witnessee lor plaintiff; 

( 7 ) Depositions of witnesses for defendant; 

(k) Report of (Commissioner (if any) with maps, 
depositions, etc., annexed; 

*{1) The judgment and the decree or order from which 
the appeal is preferred; exclusive of schedules; 
*(m) Memorandum of appeal; 

(n) any other paper other thaa an exhibit on which 
the decision of the appeal depends. 


It shall also contain an index which shall be dravm up 
in accordance with the provisions of Rule 42 post. 

15. Upon the receipt of the, record, the Deputy Regis¬ 
trar shall also serve a notice on the appellant requiring 
him to prepare and deliver to such Deputy Registrar—

a list of papers (other than those marked* in 
Rule 14 above and the exhibits) upon which 
the decision of the appeal depends and which 
the appellant .desires to have included in Part 
I of the paper-book at his expense; such list 
shall be called “ A List;” *

18. The list of exhibits (B List) should follow the 
order of the exhibit mark with the proper pags number- 
attached. The documents should be arrange, as far as 
suitable, in chronological order, but in all cases documents 
relating to the same series or to the same subject (s.g., a 
series of correspondence or proceedings in a suit other 
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than the one under a{>peal) should be kept together. A 
.eon;|^f«od full description of such documents inust be 

19. The appellant shall within oae week after ser¬ 
vice of the notice required by Rule 15 deliver to the Deputy 
B^istrar “ A List ” prepared in accordance with Rule 
10. Such appellant shall also deliver “ Tl List ” to the 
Deputy R^istrar within two weeks after service of the 
notice required by'Rule 15. Such lists shall be termed the 
“ Appellant’s Lists.” 

SW. On receipt of the lists oT the papers to be included 
in Parts I and III of the paper-book at the expense of the 
appellant (A List and B list)) the Deputy Registrar shall 
cause to be completed the estimate of the cost of the pre¬ 
paration of Part T of the paper-book and shall also cause 
to be prwared an estimate of the cost of the preparation of 
Part III. The Deputy Registrar shall cause such esti¬ 
mates to be served on the appellant within three days of 
the receipt of A list and B List respective! v. 

21. In cases in which the balance due on the estimate 
after deducting the amount of the initial deposit made under 
Rule Si8 of Chapter V does not exceed Rs. 1,000. the appel¬ 
lant shall deposit with the Accountant of the Court 
the whole amount of the balance due on such esti¬ 
mate for the cost of preparing Parts I and 111 of the paper- 
book respectively in accordance with the following table:-- 

(а) In cases in which such balance does not exceed 

Rs. 1,000, within five weeks. 

(б) If such balance exceeds Rs. 200. but does not 

exceed Rs. 400, within three weeks.

26. Every such respondent shall within one week 
after service upon him 6i the notice required by Rule 23 
deliver to the Deputy Registrar a list in the form in Rule 
16 of the papers, ot&er than those inserted in the appell¬ 
ant’s lists and relevant to the subject matter of the appeal 
to which such respondent desires that reference shall be 
made by the Court at the hearing of the aj)peal andwhich 
shall be inserted in the paper-l^k at such respondent’s 
expense. Such list shall be termed “ The Respemdent’s 
List. ”. When the respondent intends to take any 
objection to the decree which he could have taken by way 
of appeal, and the takiim of which is subject tuthe proviso 
contained in Order XLI, Rule 22 of tlie Code of Civil 
Procedure, any papers relevant to maintain this objection 
shall be included m such respondent’s lists. 

26. If the respondent considers that any paper or 
portion of paper .which ought to have been inserted in the 
appellant’s lists under the provisions of Rule 17, has been 
omitted therefrom in violation of these provisions, he may, 
within one week after service upon him of the notice re¬ 
quired by Rule 28 and after giving notice to the appellant 
of his intended application, apply to the Registrar for an 
order that such paper or portion of a paper he inserted in 
the paper-book of the case at the cost of the ap^lant. 
When the respondent though he has not appeal^ against 
any part of the decree, intends to support such decree on 
any of the grounds decided against him in the Court 
below (Order XLI, Rule 22 of the Code of Civil J*roce- 
dure) he is entitled to have included in t^ paper-l^k at 
the cost of the appellant any papers relevant to such 
ground.

31. When two or more appellants or respondents have 
the same interest in the appeal, one set of lists only shall 
be required from all such appellants or respondents. 
Appellants or respondents having separate interests shall 
deliver separate sets of lists. In such cases the principle 
of Rule 37 shall apply. 

32. If any of the papers which must bo inserted in the 
appellant's lists or in the respondent’s lists, was previously 
print^ in a former paper-boOk, the fact of its having been 
TO printed must be stated in the list in which such paper is 
inse^d. Such papers shall not be priuled iinle'^s the 
Registrar otherwise directs. 

83. No paper in the record of the case, which is not 
insert^ in the appellant’s or respondent’s lists or ordered 
to be included in the paper-book under Rule 26 ind prin 
ted in the paper-book of the case or in a previous papev- 
book diall be referred to at the hearing of the appeal with¬ 
out the special leave of the Court. But this Rule shall not 
preclude the Court from referring to any paper to which it 
considers a reference necessary mr the ends of justice.

—The Vakil for the appellant ahall, before the bearing of the appeal, 
aerve on the Vakil for the reapundciit a copy of traiialation of any document 
upon tbe conetriiction of which he couaidere the detunnination of the ap{ieat 
dependa and ahall aiao provide two copies of tranalationa for the use of the 
Diviaion Court. If he fails to do so, he ahall not, without the special leave of 
the Benoh, refer to such document at the hearing. Such copies or translations 
shall he prepared in the offioe of the Court. Applications for such copies and 
translations shall tie governed generally by the rules contained in Chapter XIII, 
provided that at the time of tiling the Stamps and folios required for the pre¬ 
paration of the copies, the Vakil shall also deposit with the Accountant of the 
Court the estimated cost of the preparation of the translations. 

53. In each case of second appeal, the Deputy Regis¬ 
trar will cause to be printed 12 copies of the paper-book, as 
aforesaid. 

64. In the case of Appeals from Appellate Decrees not 
exceeding Rs. 50 in value, the Deputy Registrar shall cause 
4 typed copies of the paper-book as aforesaid to be pre¬ 
pared and no charge shall be levied from the parties on 
account of the preparation of such paper-book other than 
the sum of Rs. 12 required to be deposited under Chapter 
V, Rule 28 of these rules. 

55. In the case of Appeals from the Appellate Decrees 
exceeding Rs. 50 in value, the Appellant and the Respon¬ 
dent shall be entitled to have, tree of charge, as many 
copies of the paper-book, not exceeding four on either side, 
as they have Advocates and Vakils engaged in the Appeal. 
In any case, they shall each be entitled to two copies. 

In Appeals not exceeding Rs. 50 in value, the Appellant 
and the Respondent, if the latter enters appearance, shall 
each be entitled to one copy of the typed paper-book free 
of charge. 

50. Subject to the provisions of Rule 64 of this Chap¬ 
ter, if it shall he ascertained at any time that the sum depo¬ 
sited in any case will not coyer the costs actually or likely 
to be incurred, the difference shall be deposited by the 
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Appelant within two weeks after demand. No work in 
the matter of the preparation of the paper-book, which is 
likely to cost more than the sum deposited, shall be under¬ 
taken until such additional deposit has been made, unless 
the Registrar shall otherwise direct. 

57. In case of the Appellant failing to make the neces- 
, sary deposit under Rule 28, Chapter V, and Rule 56 of this 

Chapter, the Deputy Registrar'shall l.av the matter before 
the Registrar who may at once cause the appeal to be set 
down before the Division Court to which it belongs; and if 
the Appellant does not satisfy the Court as to his delay, his 
appeal may be dismissed for want of prosecution, or the 
Court may pass such other order as it may deem [iroper. 

58. 'When the case is ready for hearing, the Deputy 
Registrar will furnish the Advocates or 'Vakils engaged on 
eitner side with copies of the paper-book, for which deposit 
shall have been made as aforesaid. The issue of paper 
books to the Advocates or "Vakils will be notice to them 
that the case is ready for hearing. 

59. An account sliall be kept of so much of the actual 
co.st of preparing and printing the paper-book in each 
Second Apyieal exceeding Rs. 50 in value as is chargeable 
to the Appellant, who will lie entitled to a refund of the 

. excess of the sum paid by him over the said actual cost. 

60. Additional paper-books over and above tliose 
which may be supplied to the parties free of charge under 
these Rules shall be charged for. 

61. In cases governed by one judgment, the Registrar, 
on application, may make a special order. 

I'V.— Rules for the prep.\r.\tion of paper-books in 

APPEALS FROM ORDERS. 

62. The rules for the preparation of paper-books in 
appeals from Original Decrees, prescribed in Part 11 of 
this Chapter, shall apply to every first appeal from an 
order (including an order under Section 47 of the Civil 
Procedure Code) passed by a Subordinate Court, not being 
an order under Order XLI, Rule 23, of the same Code, with 
the following modifications, viz;— 

(A) That for the papers mentioned in Rule 14 of Part 
II as forming part of Part T of the paper-book, the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted:— 

*(a) the order-sheet; 

*(6) the application or proceeding oh which Uie order 
appealed against was passed; 
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*(c) the petition, if any, hied in answer; 

(d) the evidence, oral or documentary, which may have 
been taken or put in with reference to the appli- 
ce,tion or proofing and which is necessary for 
the decision of the ap{)eal; 

*(ej the order appealed against; 

(/) any other papers to which reference may be neces- 
“sary for the derision of the appeal; 

*(ff) the memorandum of appeal. 

(B) That “ A and B Lists ” shall be delivered to the 
Deputy Registrar by the Appellant within one week after 
service of the notice of the arrival of the record. 

63. (1) In second appeals from orders (including 
orders under Section 47 of the Code of Civil Procedure), 
irrespective of the value of such appeals, and in Appeals 
from Remand Orders under Order XLI, Rule 23, of the 
same Code, in which the valuation of the appeal, does not 
exceed Rs. 50, the paper-book shall consist of— 

(u) the judgment or judgments of the Lower Court 
or Courts: 

(6) the memorandum of appeal to the High Court. 

(2) The Deputy Registrar shall cause two typed copies 
of the paper-book as aforesaid to be prepared. 

Possibly it may be necessary to make a charge for typed 
paper-books in second appeals below Rs. 50 in value. ‘This 
will depend on the result of the calculation now being made 
in the office. 

(3) No charge shall be levied from the parties for the 
preparation of the paper-book. 

64. In Appeals from Remand Orders under Order 
XLI, Rule 23, of the Code of Civil Procedure, in which 
the valuation of the appeal exceeds Rs. 50, the paper-book 
shall be prepared in accordance with the rules relating to 
the preparation of paper-books in Appeals from Appellate 
Decrees in which the valuation of the appeal exceeds Rs. 50. 


CHAPTER X. 

Applications for Reviow of Judgment. 

1 . The provisions of Chapter IV shall apply, so far 
as may be, to even-^ application for review. 

'2. Every application for review of judgment shall set 
forth plainly and concisely the grounds on which a review 
is sought, and shall contain a certificate by an Advocate or 
Vakil of the Court similar, mutatis mutandis, to that pres- 
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criljed in Appeals from Appellate Decrees (See Chapter V, 
Bull 6). 

3. Every application for review shall be accompanied 
by a certified copy of the judgment or order complained of 
and of the decree, if necessary, and when the application 
proceeds on the ground of a discovery of fresh evidence, 
certified copies of the documents, if any, relied upon, shall 
be annexed to the application, together with an affidavit 
setting forth the circumstances under which such discovery 
has bwn made. 

4. Every application for review of judgment shall k’ 
presented to the Stamp Reporter, who will certify thereon 
whether the petition is in due form, within time, and pro¬ 
perly stamped, or that it is irregular, and shall return the 
petition with such certificate. 

5. Within seven days from the date of such certificate, 
the Applicant, either in person or by a Vakil or Advocate, 
shall present the application by way of motion in open Court 
to the Division Court of whose judgment a review is sought: 
or, if the Judges of such Division Court be not sitting 
together, to the senior of such Judges who may be then 
attached to the Court and present. 

6 . If an application for review of a judgment cannot 
be heard in the manner provided in Order XLVIT. Rule 5 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, such application shall be 
presented by the Applicant or his Advocate or Vakil with 
the certificate of the Stamp Reporter, as required by Rule 6 
to the Chief Justice, who .shall provide for the hearing of 
the application. 

7. No copy of a decree or judgment presented or filed 
with an application for review which hjis been granted shall 
be returned. No affidavit accompanying an application 
for review shall be returned, whether such application has 
been admitted or not. 

8 . If notice is issued to the other side, the Applicant for 
review shall, before hearing, file a duplicate typed copy of 
the apulication, together with two typed copies of each of 
the following documents:— 

(«) the judgment or order complained of and of the 
decree, if necMsary; 

it) any affidavit filed with the application; 
m) any affidavit in reply; 

(iv) when the application proceeds on the ground of a 
discovery of fresh evidence, the documents, if 
any, relied upon, together with an affidavit 
setting forth the circumstances under which 
such discovery has been made. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Criminal ButineM. 

A.— General, 

1. The Rules in Chapter IV shall apply, as far as poss¬ 
ible, to applications made under this Chapter, 

2. A copy of every notice issued on admitting an ap¬ 
peal, also copies of notices issued on admitting references 
under Section 307 of the Code of Criminal Procedure and 
in revision and motion cases where the Magistrate or Ses¬ 
sions Judge is given an opportunity of showing cause, shall 
be sent to the Superintendent and Remembrancer of Legal 
Affairs. 

3. On every Saturday the Registrar shall cause to be 
prepared and posted on the Notice Board a list of the cases 

which are likely to be ready for hearing during the follow¬ 
ing week. This list shall be called the “ Weekly Cause 
List ” and shall contain the cases in which the pajier-books 
are ready or likely to be ready during the following week. 

4. From this list the Registrar shall cause to be pre¬ 
pared every day a list of cases for hearing on the following 
day and shall cause them to be entered in the Daily Cause 
List. 

5. The Rules for the preparation of pap,^r-books in 
Chapter IX, Part I, shall apply, as far as may be, to the pre¬ 
paration of paper-books in criminal cases. 

6 . The following time-table shall be olwerved in fixing 
the time to be allowed for the appearance of (^oun.sel, ser¬ 
vice of notice, etc., in all criminal cases coming before the 
High Court on appeal, reference or revision:— 

(Here is “ time-table ” as existing, vide pages 1)2 and 
93, Appellate Side Rules, 1920.) 

7. In every case in which an accused person is ordered 
by the High dourt to be released (whetner from jail or 
from bail), the Bench Clerk shall at once draw up a release 
order in the prescribed form and, after obtaining the signa¬ 
ture of the Judgis thereto, send it forthwith, together 
with the High Uoiirt file, to the Assistant Registry for 
issue without waiting for the judgment to be si^ed. 
Immediately after the issue of the release order the Head 
Assistant snail return the High Court file to the Bench 
Clerk. 

Note.— Wherever the worde “ Aeiistant Regietrar ” occur in tlieso ^ulea. 
they ahull be held to include the Aaaiataut Ueftietrer and any otlier officer of 
the Court to whom the Regietrar may have delegated the authority the exercise 
of the function mentioned in the'Rule. 
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8 . In cases decided by the Presidency Magistrates of 
Calcutt%which come before this Court on appeal or in revi¬ 
sion or on motion, in which notice is issued to the Crown, 
in addition to the copy of the notice which is sent to the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, in accordance with the 
Government of Bengal Resolution No. 545J.D., dated the 
7th May 1907, a second copy shall be sent to the Superin¬ 
tendent and Remembrancer of Legal Affairs. 

9. In cases in which an accused person makes an appli¬ 
cation to the High Court for the transfer of his case from 
one Court to another, the accused person, or the Vakil or 
Counsel acting on his behalf; shall file with the applica¬ 
tion a duplicate copy of the notice given to the Superintend¬ 
ent and Remembrancer of l.«gal Affairs in accordance with 
the provisions of section 526, Clause (6) of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, and such notice must bear the signa¬ 
ture of a responsible officer in the office of the Legal Remem¬ 
brancer, acknowledging receipt of the notice anil noting 
the time of receipt. 

10. An application which is presented to the Court 
shall, in the first instance, be given to the Bench Clerk, who 
shall note on it whether it is properly stamped, is within 
time, and is otherwise in proper form and is admissible, 
and shall return it at once to the Vakil concerned. 

B.— References in Capital Sentence and Murder cases. 

11. On receipt of a reference under Section 307 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure in which the accused is charged 
with the offence of murder, or a reference under Section 
374 of the. Code, the Assistant Registrar shall at once give 
notice to tlie prisoner, through the District Magistrate, of 
the date fixed for hearing such matter, which date shall 
be determined in accordance with the table prescribed by 
Rule 7 of this Chapter. 

12. After notice has been given in the manner .pre¬ 
scribed by Rule 11 above, the Assistant Registrar shall 
cause the record to be examined and entered in the pre¬ 
scribed Registers. 

13. If the record is in order, the Assistant Registrar 
shall at once cause the record of the Sessions Court to be 
printed without delay for the use of the Division Court at 

the hearing. • 

14. The paper-book shall contain the following 

papers:— 

! a) the first information, if any; 
h) the Magistrate’s charge with the Ust of witnesses, 
c) statement under Section 164, if any;

{d) examination under Sections-342 and 364, if any; 
[e) the commitment order; 

(/) Post-mortem report, Chemical Examiner’s report, 
inquest report (if any), map (if any); 

{g) the record of evidence in the Court of Sessions, 
with any further examination under Section 
364, if any; 

(A) Assessor’s opinions, if any; 

(i) the heads of charge to the Jury; 

(y) the verdict of the Jury; 

(k) the judgment of the Sessions Judge; 

(/) exhibits (if any); 

(to) petition of appeal (if any); and 
(n) the letter of reference in the case of a reference 
under Section 307 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure. 

15. Ordinarily ten copies of the paper-book shall be 
printed, and immediately on receipt of the {)aper-book the 
Assistant Registrar shall cause one copy to be sent to the 
Superintendent and Remembrancer of Legal Affairs. 

16. In any case in which a sentence of death has been 
confirmed by the Division Court, a copy of the printed paper- ■ 
book of the case, together with a copy of the judgment of 
the Division Court, should be forwarded to the Local Cov- 
ernment concerned, immediately after the issue of the 
warrant, confirming the sentence. 


C.— Criminal Appeals. 


17. A* criminal appeal other than jail appeal shall be 
presented to the Assistant Registrar in charge of the English 
Office. 

18. The Assistant Registrar shall endorse on such peti¬ 
tion of appeal the date of presentation, and if the petition 
of appeal is not barred by limitation, is sufficiently stamped 
and is otherwise in proper form, he shall cause it to be regis¬ 
tered and laid before the Bench without delay. 

19. If an appeal is barred by limitation, is insufficiently 
stamped, or is not in proper form, the A.ssistant Registrar 
shall forthwith lay the same before the Registrar for orders 
and the latter shall— 


(fl) in the case of an appeal which is barred by limita¬ 
tion, lay such appeal before the Court for 
orders; 

■ (6) in the ca.se of an appeal which is insufficiently 
stamped, fix a period within which the addi¬ 
tional fee required may be paid: provided the 
period of limitation has not expired or if such 
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period has expired, lay the appeal before the 
^ Court for orders; 

(c) in the case of an appeal which is not in proper 
form fix a period within which the memoran¬ 
dum must to amended or lay the same before 
the Court for orders. 

20. When an appeal has been admitted the Assis¬ 
tant Registrar shall send for the record, fix a date for hear¬ 
ing and cause notices to issue jn the prescribed form. 

21 . In every case in which notice has been issued on 
the Appellant that an a})peal will be heard the Registrar 
shall, on receipt of the record from the Lower Court, have 
prepared two typed copies of the record of tlie proceedings 
of the Court, whose sentence or order is under appeal, for 
the use of the Division Court at the hearing.

(o) upon a report by a Magistrate or Sessions diidge 
under Slectioiis 215, 350 (i) (/) or 438, Criminal 
Procedure Code; 

(6) upon a petition presented to a Bench; 

(c) upon an order by a Judge ou perusal of a Sessions 
statement. 

25. Every report witli a record received from a Magis¬ 
trate or Sessions Judge under Sections 215, 351 (a) or 438 
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shall be eKamined to see if it complies with the instructibns 
of the High Court to Magistrates au'l Sessions Judges or 
is in proper form. 

26. If such report complies with the instructions and 
is in proper form, the Assistant Registrar shall place the 
case ^fore the Division Court. 

27. Unless otherwise ordered, no copies need be made 
of the records.— 

(1) In cases where no pleaders appear; 

(2) In cases in which pleaders appfiar—

(б) where a Rule or reference is confined to matters 

appearing in a judgment;

CHAPTER XTTT. 

Information and Copies. 

1. The provisions of Chapter IV .shall apply, as far 
as possible, to applications made under this Chapter. 

2. A plaintiff, or a defendant who h.as appeared 
to the suit, is entitled, at any stage of the suit, to obtain 
a copy of the record of the suit, including exhibits which 
have be^ put in and finally accepted by the Court as 
evidence. 

3. A stranger to a suit may, after decree, obtain, as 
of course, a copy of tl’.e plaint, written statements, 
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affidavits, and petitions filed in the suit, and may, for suffi¬ 
cient reason shown to the satisfaction of the B^strar, 
obtain a*copy of any such document before decree. 

'4. A stranger to a suit may also obtain, as of coui^* 
a copy of any judgment, decree and order at any time after 
it has been passed or made. 

5. A stranger to a suit has no right to obtain a copy 
of e:rfiibits put m evidence, except witti the consent of tne 
person by whom they were produced, or his successor in 
interest. He may obtain copies of other documents in 
which he has an interest, including depositions for bond 
fide use in the Courts and case-maps, at any time after 
they have been proved or completed. 

6 . One searching fee shall be charged for any num¬ 
ber of copies taken from the same record and included in 
the same application. 

7. Copies of decrees, judgments or other papers re¬ 
quired for bond fide Government purposes will be sup¬ 
plied to Government officers on payment of the usual 
charges for copying, no searching fee being levied and no 
charge being made for examination. 

8 . Vakils, on applying for permission to examine 
any record or for information r^arding any case in which 
they may be engaged, shall pay the fee prescribed by 
Chapter XIT, Rule III, but no such fee should be charged 
to Vakils if the records of the cases have not been deposit¬ 
ed in the record-room of the Court. 

9. Every Vakil eimaged in any case shall be entitled 
to obtain from the Court’s office a copy of the whole or 
any part of tha proceedings and evidence in the case on 
depositing the estimated cost of such copy. 

10 . Every such copy shall be examined and certified 
as correct before it is issued from the office of the Court. 

^ 11. Copies of judgments convicting Government 

officers of criminal offence^as well as copies of judgments 
of acquittal and orders of discharge will be supplied free 
of charge on the application of the feead of the Depart¬ 
ment concerned. 

12. Copies of any judgments, civil or criminal, passed 
by the High Court in its Appellate Jurisdiction, may be 
supplied to the Calcutta press on formal application being 
made, after payment of the usual seairching-fee and copy¬ 
ing charges and under the same conditions and restric¬ 
tions as those under which copies of judgments in Civil 
ApWs are supplied to parties on the Appellate Side of 
the Court.

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CHAPTER XIV. 

Legal Practitioners. 

Admission of Vakils in the High Court. 

I. The following rules luave been framed by the High 
Court under Section 10 of the Letters Patent, 18(55 ;— 

(1) Every person, before being admitted to practise 

as a Vakil in the High Court, shall, unless 
otherwise qualified under sub-rule (23) to this 
rule, have obtained the D^ree of Bachelor of 
Laws in the University of Calcutta, Madras, 
Allahabad, Patna, the Punjab, or Bombay. 

(2) Except as mentioned in sub-rules (19) and (23) to 

this rule, every person, before being admitted as 
a Vakil in the High Court, shall serve a regular 
cleikship to some Vakil of the High Court to 
be approved by the Court before the contract 
is entered into, under articles of clerkship, by 
contract in writing pursuant to the rules here¬ 
inafter contained for the full period of two years 
unless the Court, for special reason, think fit 
to remit any portion of such period; Provided 
that permission shall not be granted under this

the time specified^, the same may be filed with 
the said Registrar after the expiration thereof, 
but the service of such clerk snail be reckoned 
to have been commenced or renewed from the 
date of filing such contract or assignment unless 
the Court ^all otherwise ofder. 
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4 II) (a) Every person articled to serve as a clerk to 
a Vakil for the purpose of being admitted as 
a Vakil shall, unless the Court thinks fit to grant 
him a special dispensation, be, during the 
whole period of service, exclusively employed by 
the Vakil in his proper business and practice 
as such.

nised clerk. 

(6) No person whose name has been struck off the 
Roister shall be recommended for registration by any 
Vakil of the High Court. 

(7) Every Vakil practising in the High Court shall 
reftort to the Re^strar the name or names of the clerk or 
clerks whom he desires to have recognised; and the Regis¬ 
ter shall, in the first instance, be prepared accordingly.

Preservation and Destruction of Civil and Criminal 

Records. 

In supersession of the rules published, the folloiting 
Rules have been prescribed by the High Court under Sec¬ 
tion 2 of Act TTI of 1879, with the confirmation of the Local 
Governments and the sanction of the Governor-General 
in Council, to take effect from the 16th November 1920, 
and to apply to all cases instituted on and after that date:— 

1. Every record, unless otherwise provided, shall 

consist of two Parts to be styled, respectively. Part I and 
Part II. These two Parts chall be maintained separately 
in stiff covers in the prescribed form, the cover provided 
for Part I being coloured white and that for Part II bei^ 
coloured blue. * 

2. Part I shall be preserved for ever, and Part II for 
12 years, after the expiry of which it shall be destroyed. 

8. The period of 12 years mentioned in the preceding 
rule shall be calculated from the date of final decree or 
order which, in cas^s of appeal to the Privy Council, will 
be that of the decree or order of His Ma.iesty in Council. 

4. All copies of paper-books in excess of the number 
to. be preserved, either permanently or for 12 years, as 
directed in these rules, shall be kept separate from the 
records to which thev relate and be destroyed on the expiry 
of one year from the final decree or order of the High 
Court. 

5. The distribution of the papers to the appropriate 
Part (I or II) of the record shall in all cases be made in 
the office before the record is deposited in the record room.

2. No record or paper of any department shall be 
inspected by any person other than a Judge or an officer of 
the Court, except upon an order in writing of a Judge, the 
Registrar, Deputy Registrar or the As.sistaTit Registra'’. 

3. Any party to an appeal or other proceeding in the 
Court and the Vakil or Agent of any such party mav a|'j)ly 
for an order to inspect the record or any papers in such 
appeal or other proceeding. 

4. Every such application shall be in writing, in the 
prescribed form, and shall specify the record or paper of 
which inspection is desired and the name of the person by 
whom the inspection will be made and shall be accom¬ 
panied by the prescribed fee. 

Forms of application for inspection will be supplied free 
of charge. 

5. Any other person may apply for an order for the 
inspection of a record or paper in any suit, ajipeal or otJier 
proceeding in the office. Every such application shall be 
m writing and shall specify the record or paper which it 
is desired to inspect, and shall clearly state the reason why 
the inspection of such record or paper is desired and shall 
be accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

6. Every application for inspection shall be made be¬ 
tween the hours of 10-30 a.m. and noon on a Court-working 
day. 

7. Any person named in an order for inspection may 
make such inspection between 1 and 4 p.m. on Mondays and 
Wednesdays, M ween 11 a.m. and 1 p.«. on Saturdays, and 
between 11 a.m and 4 p.m. on other Court-working days. 
The inspection may be made on any day v/ithin ten days 
from the date of the order. 

8. The inspection of a record which lias not beep de¬ 
posited in the record-room shall be made in the inspection 
room of the department concerned and in the presence of 
the Inspection Clerk of such department. 

Any such inspection of a record which has been sent to 
the record-room after disposal shall be made in the record- 
room in the presence of such officer as the Registrar may 
depute for the purpose.* 




9. Inspection Clerks shall ke^ Inspection Registers 
in the prescribed form, and shall initial each entry made 
therein. 

10. Every order by which inspection is allowed shall 
state the name of the person who may make such inspec¬ 
tion. 

11. Immediately upon receipt of the order given under 
thp last preceding rule, the Inspection Clerk ^all send a 
requisition to the Superintendent of the section in which 
the record or, paper mentioned in the application is and 
such Superntendent shall make over such record or paper 
to the Inspection Clerk by 10-30 a.m. on the date noted in 
the requisition. 

12. No person inspecting a record or paper shall 
bring into the inspection room any pen or ink or make 
any remark on, or in any respect mutilate, any record or 
paper which is being inspected. 

13. No person other than officials of the Court and 
the person named in an order for inspection shall be al¬ 
low^ into the inspection room. 

14. No one other than a Judge, the Registrar, Deouty 
Registrar or the Assistant R^istrar shall be allowed to 
inspect any Registrar of the Court or of the office, except 
on an order in writing of the Registrar or Deputy Regis¬ 
trar and in the presence of the officer whose duty it is to 
keep such Register. 

16. The Inspection Clerk shall every dav return all 
records sent to him to the department from which he received 
themi. 

16. If any such record is required on any subsequent 
day, the Inspection Clerk shall make a note to this effect 
and the Superintendent of the^ section concerned shall 
make it over again to the Inspection Clerk by 10-30 a.Mi 
on such day. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

Deposit and payment of money. 

1. All money required to be paid or deposited under 
these Rules shall be paid to the Accountant of the Court. 

2. The money due for the costs to be incurred in nre- 
pariim paper-boots in appeal cases should lie tendereo by 
the Vakfl concerfied with a Challan. If the Challan is 
found to be in order and is tendered within the time al¬ 
lowed by the piles or the orders of the Court or the H^is- 
trar, it shall be numbered serially and entered in the 
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Challan It^ster. It shall then be signed by the Accoun- 
tant^or his Assistant and submitted witli the Challan 
Register to the Deputy Registrar for his signature. 

3. All Challans tendered should be made ready for 
delivery to the Vakil concerned so as to enable him to de¬ 
posit tne money in the Bank of Bengal before 3 p.m. on the 
day on which the Challan is issued. 

4. On receipt of the advice of payment from the Bank 
of Bengal, the fact that a deposit has been made should be 
communicated to the Appeal Section concerned. 

6. ^oney received m connection with the sale of paper- 
books, of Cause Lists and of forms must be forwarded 


without delav by the Accountant to the Bank of Bengal, 
together with a Challan for credit to Government. 

6. No money should be paid out of Court, except 
under an order of a Judge, the Registrar or the Deputy 
Re^trar. 

7. Any surplus remaining after deducting the costs 
actually incurred in connection with the preparation of 
paper-teoks from the amount deposited with the Accoun¬ 
tant of the Court may be refunded upon request to the 
party concerned by whom the deposit was made or to the 
Vakil of euch party. 

. 8. Applications for refund shall be signed by the 
party concerned or by his Vakil. 

9, No such application shall be presented unless it 
bears upon it a certificate in writing, dated and .signed 
by the Accountant of the Court, that there is no stop- 
order in force affecting .such money or any pari thereof 
and stating the precise amount for the payment of which 
out of Court an order mav be made. 


10. Every application for the payment of money out 
of Court shall state— 


(а) the name of the Vakil making the application or' 

the description and address of the apj)licant, 
claiming to be entitled to the money (if the 
application is made by the party in person 1; 

(б) the capacity in which such applicant claims to be 

entitled to the money; 

(c) the cause, appeal, matter or proceeding in which. 

or the date of the order under which, the money 
to which the application relates was paid into 
Court; 

(d) the precise amount for the payment of which an 

order is applied for. 

11. Every application for the payment of money shall 
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te presented in person :a|>p]acant claiming to be rai- 
titled to redeive sttch money, or by a Vakil adtii^ on behalf 
of the applicant, and, in tlw lattw case, the application must 
be . signed by the Vakil elaiibing to be entitled, to I'coeive 
such money. 

12. If an application few refund appears to be defec¬ 
tive, a Judge or the Begistrar may make such order there¬ 
on as he considers proper, refuse to make an order thereon, 
or order that notice to show cause shall issue to anv per¬ 
son or persons concerned in nuch application. 

13. No payment shall be made under an ordSr made 
under Rule 12, except upon a re-payment order form 
signed by the I^istfar. 

14. When an application is made for the refund of 
Government Promissory Notes deposited as security in an 
appeal to His Majftsty in Council, the applicant shall de¬ 
posit with the Accountant a withdrawal-fee of 4 a.nna «

A.~—Rules issued by Government. 

DEFiNmOK.-—“ The Judicial Branch of the Provincial Civil 
Service ” includes Small Oeuae Court Judgeships outside the Pnesi- 
diency town. Subordinate Jndgeehips, ilunsifships, and any other 
appointments which the Governor in Council may from time to time 
specially declare to be included therein. 

I. In accordance wth Section 7 of Act XII of 1887, nomina¬ 
tions to Munsifshi]M wilt be made by the High Court under the 
following rules, which have been fnuned by the Govemmnt of Pen- 

S 1 in consultation with the High Court, and sanctioned by the 
)vmor-General in Council. 

II. A candidate shall present an application in writing to the 
He^strar of the High Court, Appellate Side. This shall ordi¬ 
narily be accompanied by tUe following certificates, viz .,— 

(11 that the candidate’s age does not exceed 27 years; 

(2) that he has obtained the degree of B.L. or has passed the 
Pleadership or some analogous examina^^ion, or is a Bar- 
rister-at-liw, or Member of the Faculty of Advocates 
in,Scotland; or is an Attorney on the rolls of the High 
Court; 

(3) that he is of £(Ood moral character and has rcce'ved a lib¬ 
eral education! 

(4) that he has practised as a Pleader or Barrister or Momb'‘r 
of the Faculty of Advocates in Scotland, or Aftorn'‘y 
for not less than three years; except in the ease of 
Vakils of the High Coqrt for whom the period of quali- 
, fyiug practice will be two years. The High Court may 

for special reasons, dispense with a portion (not exceed¬ 
ing two years) of the said period of three years; 

(6) that he is in good health and is physically fit for service. 
The certificate of health must be signed by a Presiden¬ 
cy Sirrgeon or a (’iiul Surgeon. 

III. It shall he within the discretion of the High Court b) 
require any such additional pro'.if on any of the above points as it 
may think fit. * 

IV. If the qualifications of the candidate are satisfactory to 
the Court, hie name hIiuII be entered in a register ,tus rliyihle for 
admission to the Provincial Judicial Service, but priority of entry 
in tho register shall confer no right to priority of uppointment. 
A candidate’s name shall be removed from the register in the event 
of failing to obtain a gasetted appointment under Section 7 of /*-ct 
Xn of 1887 before attaining the age of 29 years. 

V. At the time a registered candidate is^ Appointed perman¬ 
ently to tho Service, he ehall ordinarily be required to submit a fresh 
health certificate signed by a Presidency Surgeon or a Civil Sutgem. 

Note.—T he following rulee, which the tlovcrnment of India and tim tteore- 
tary of State have determinod uliall bo applied in all branchea of tiie Provinoiai 
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Civil Service, are reproduced l»ire tot tiie'’ ikifsniittioD of caodidatei for admia- 

rioii to the Judicial Branch : —

(1) Buropeaim who do not astiiify the definition of Native of India coo- 

, tained in Section 6, Statutoe 33 and 34 Victoria, Chapter 3, are not 
eligible f& i^pofntnient to the Provincial -Parvice without^ ^e pre¬ 
vious sanction in each otmo of.the Oovoriunent of Indio. With 
such sanction tiief ingy be appointed if they are qualified under 
the conditions mentioned in Bute II of the Oovemmeni Tules 
above. 

(2) The subjects of Native Princes in alliaiioe with His Majesty the King-

(4) Every person appointed to the Judicial Branch shall 1)6 subject to a 
period of probation or training, during which time his appointment 
will be probationary only, unless in special esses the High Court 
declares such probation.or training to unnecessary. 

(6) Promotion to grades below that on Rs. 500 s month will ordinarily be 
given according to seniority, subject to fitness sod approved con¬ 
duct. But the Governor in Council reserves to himself the right 
to make promotion to the senior grades of tlie Provincial Servics 
by speoisl selection for "merit without regard to seniority, and 
hereby deolsrea that seniority alone shall not give s claim to ap- 
pointmant to the grade on Rs. 500 or highpr gi^es. 

(fi) No member of the Judicial Brausb shall be dismissed otlterwiss than 
on a result of s judicial or formal departmental enquiry.

{a) A written trauslatiim into the vernacular language in which 
the appointment as Trun.slutor is sought, of a cboeen 
printed passage from a classical English 
* Author extending to not less than HO lines of an ordinary 
octavo n*>«ro. 

(h) A written translation in the same vernacular of a manu¬ 
script paper, to be furnished by the Registrar to the 
Examiners, being a judgment, deposition, or document 
taken from the inixl of some decided case. 

(c) A written translation into English of a similar paper in 

the same vernacular to be likewise furnished by the 
Registrar. 

(d) A vivo voce rendering from the vernacular into English 

of at least six short 8entenc.e8 to be read out by the 
Examiner and a like rendering vice ver$d from English 
into the vernacular. 

(5) To each written translation the Examiner shall assign a> 
reasonable time within which the task is to be completed and no 
translation shall be accepted which is not complete within the 
time so fixed. 

(6) A candidate wlio desires to qualify in more than one language 
shall undergo a like examination in each language, paying the 
same fee for each. 

(7) The candidate shall, if he pass the examination to the satis- 

fac]|.ion of the Examiner, receive from him a certificate to that 
effect. ... 

(8) The Chief Justi»*e reserves to him.self the power of subjecting . 
any of the existing Translators or Examiners to the test above pres¬ 
cribed. r»r of requiring the passing of such test as a condition pre- 
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cedeut to the promotion of any person employed in the Translation 
Department. 


IV. —lNnE«TEDKE.Sf!; OK OkFICKUS. 

(Order passed by the Hon'hle Sir Richard Garth, Kt., Chief Justice, 
on the ^^nd August, 1881-) 

(1) The attention of the Oliief .Tnslioe lliis Iieoi) diieettnl, Titc*'" 
especially of late, to the unhappy .state of indebtedness which 
appears to prevail amongst certain .(»iiicers altaclied to the High 
Court Establishment. 

(2) It is feared that the pernicious custom of borrowing money 
from usurers and others, and of becoming snreti«‘s for one another 
for the purpose of obtaining such loans, is only too prevalent. Many 
officers witn good salaries, particularly amongst the Eurasian class, 
have been placed in serious difficulty by this system; and some of 
them have even been obliged to take the benefit of the Insolvent Act. 

(3) With a view to jmtting a stop to tliis state of tilings the 
Chief Justice is pleased to notify as follows: — 

(а) Any ()ffi(;er of the Court, taking the benefit of the Insolvent 

Act in conseiiuence of having lent money to or become* 
seimrity for others, after this notice, will be dismissed 
from his appointment. 

(б) No leave will oe allowed to any officer against whom 

process has been issued for debt, or wlio is found to lie 
keeping out of the way to avoid his creditors. 

(c) Any officer who is found hereafter to be in difficulties, in 
conseouence of having become security for his friends 
after tnis warning, will run the risk of dismissal, degrada¬ 
tion, or not being .promoted, a<-cording to tlie cirenm- 
stances of each particular case. * 

V. —^Disclosuee of Isfoemation. 

*4 

(Order passed, by the /fon'ble Sir Richard. Garth, Kt., Chief Justice, 
on the 19th September 1881, forbidding the disclosure by 
oficers of the High Court of information taken from papers in 
the High Court.) 

(1) By some means or other, information of an important and 
private character, which ought to have been strictly confined to the 
High Court, has found its way into the newspapers. It seems quite 
impossible that this information could have been disclosed, except 
through some officer of the Court; and it is imperatively necessary, 
in the interest of the public service, to prevent any such disclosures. 

(2) If any similar disclosures should occur, any officer of the 
Court, through whose hands the papers containing the disclosed 
information may have passed, will oe liable to be dismissed, or 
transferred to some other post. 

(<3) All officers, for the future, who may have the charge of 
papers for ever so short a time, will endorse their initials and date 
of receipt upon them, as directed by the head of the department, so 
that it may always be ascertained without empiiry through whose 
hands the papers have passed. 
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VI.— Judqbs’ Libbaby. 

(1) Every book on receipt will be marked on the title*page and 
on the edges with the red seal of tbe Court and the book-plate of 
the Court will be affixed to each book of value. 

(2) On the title-page the date of reoeipi and registered number 
will be entered within the seal, and the book will then be entered 
in the Itegister of books received. 

(3) All new books will l)e placed in their appropriate book-cases 
by the end of the week in whioli they are received in the Library. 

(4) Before being placed in the book-case, each book will receive 
a number and be entered on a card for the Card Index. Text-Books 
will also be entered on the appropriate Subject Index Cards. Each 
new book will also be entered in the Librarian’s interleaved copy of 
the printed Catalogue. All new books with their Index Cards 
and numbers will be shown to the Begistrar before they are put in 
tlie shelves in order that he may cjieck the classification. 

(6) When a new edition of a text-book is received, the preceding 
edition will be removed to the lower shelves of the ^ok-cases, and 
if a still earlier edition is already on the lower shelves, it will be 
removed from the Library and placed among obsolete l^ks. The 
serial number of the superseded editions wul be retained for the 
books which take their place. In other cases a new book will 
given a subsidiary number, e.g., if a book by its alphabetical posi¬ 
tion comes in between Nos. 522 and 623 it will be numbered 522-A. 

(6) When books have to be distributed to the Judges or others 
they will be eutere<] in a Distribution Itegister, in which the receipts 
of the recii)ients will l>e taken. 

(7) Books belonging to the Libra^ will ordinarily be kept in 
the Library under the charge of the Liorarian, but a supply of such 
books as are in c(tiistant requisition'in Court will be made over to 
the Clerk of each Bench. The Librarian will check these books 
once every three months and the Clerk of the Bench will be held 
resjjonsible for any books missing. 

(8) In addition to the Library Catalogue, each Bench Clerk 
will keep, in a bound book, a catalogue of the books in his custody. 
On any change of officers, the clerk taking charge will sign a receipt 
to be entered in this book acknowledging the receipt of the books. 
In case he finds that any in the list are missing, he will report the 
matter for the oialers of the Begistrar. 

(9) The Librarian will retain all requisitions for books lutil 
the books are returned. If any book is not returned within a 
month, he will himself enquire about it. 

(10) Obsolete books will be kept in racks apart from the books 
in current use. 

(11) The Tnbrariau is responsible for seeing that the c(»iTect titles 
are placed on the backs of the books bound and that ho books are 
bound unnecessarily. 

(12) The Librarian is responsible for seeing that all the books 
in three book-cases are thoroughly dusted every Saturday, in order 
that every book in the Tnbrary may be dusted at least once in two 

months. . x 

(13) Books are to be replaced on the shelves by the Librarian 
only, and on the day on which they are returned to the Library.

2. Daring the year 1919-20 the receipts amounted to Rs. 91,647 uml tlio 
expenditure was Rs. 72.456. The closing balance which was Rs. 1,00,86.5 at, 
the end of the year 1918-19 was farther increuswl and amounted to Rs. 1.20.056 
at the endf of the year. 

3. Despite the large resources of the Committee a sum of Rs. 630 only 
was spent on original works in preliminary expenses of a new road improve¬ 
ment project. It is not explained in the report why no original works were 
undertaken daring the year, but it appears that the subordinate staff under 
the District Engineer was not appointed until late in the year. New projects 
estimated to cost about Rs. 47,000 were sanctioned during tbe year, and it is 
hoped that these and other necessary improvements of communications will 
now be carried out. A sum of Rs. 30,377 was spent on the repains of loiuls, 
rao.st of the works lieing done by the raemliers of the Committee, manugei-s 
of tfea gardens and other gentlemen.

1. Working of tho Committee- 

fa) District Road Committee.. —'J’here wore 18 m.einhers of the Committee. 
6 official and 12 non-official. Seven metdings were held during the year, the 
average attendance being 10 or 55'5 per cent, at a meeting, 

, (b) Kurseong branch Rond Committee.- Tlie total number of members 

of this Committee was 9, 2 offieial andj non-othcial. Five meetings were 
held during the year. The average attendance was 3*8 or 42'2 per cent, at a 
meeting. 

(c) Terai Branch Road Committee.—There were 16 members of tliis 
Committee, 2 official and 14 non-official. Five meetings were held daring the 
year. The average attendance w is 5'4 or 33'75 per cent, at a meeting, 

2. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 94,186-15-3 and an 
outstanding advance of Rs. 6,677*10-9, making a total of Rs. 1,00,864-10. 
This amount together wi th receipts of Rs. 91,647-10-5 or a total amount of 
Rs. 1,92,612-4-5 was available for expenditure during the year. The actual 
expenditure during the year was Rs. 72,455-15-7 excluding the nuadjnsted 
advance of Rs. 5,466-15-8, The actual cash balance on the Slst Mareli 1920 
was Rs. 1,14,599-5-7. The closing balance of Rs. 1,20,056-4-10, including the 
unadjusted advance of Rs. 5,456-15r3, exceeds one quarter’s kist of the annual 
receipts. A portion of this umpljusted sum was expended, but no accounts 
having been receiv^ within the year it could not be adjusted. The closing 
baianoe is, however, expected to be reduced in the current year to its normal 
pfDpo^tions, the District Engineer and his full staff of subordinates having 
now been appointed. 
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3. Piwvlnoiil (tatst. —The raad cess was levied in the district during the 
year by the Committee at the m^imum rate of six pies in the rupee; 
Kapees 61,363-2>11 was collected under the head ‘*C'ess on lands” during the 
year jfgainst Rs. 61,031-15-8 in the previous year. The slight increase calls 
for no explanation.

(d) Grant from Government.—A. sum of Es. 11,082-7-6 was received from 
Government, including Es. 6,625 on account of augmentation of resources of 
the Committee, against Es. 7,537-'l 1-10 in the previous year. The increase is 
mainly due to the amounts of the previous year being credited pn account of 
^li per cent, collection from Government estates daring the year. 

(6) Contribution from Darjeeling Improvement Fund—A contribution 
of Rs IS),142 was received under this head towards communications and its 
share as nsual of the cost of the .Joint Cess and Towjee Establishment and 
for Darjeeling Improvement Fuad works against Rs. 8,830-7-7 iti the previous 
year. The increase is due to the increased ex^randiture incurred by the 
appointment of a District Engineer and his snbonlinates, at the joint cost of 
the Road Fund and Darjeeling improvement Fund. 

* (c) Contribution from local bodies, etc, —A sum of Rs. 60 was received 

from the Darjeeling Muuicip.ility during the year on account of collection 
of location rent.

7. Piiblie Worke EeteMlehment. —The District Eiiglueer was appointed in 
1918 and his stuff duridg the latter purfof the year. All works done in the 
hills and most of those done in.theTerai were executed, under the supervision 
of the District Engineer, by the members of the Committees and by the 
managers of tea gardens and other private gentlemen for which the thanks 
of the Commit^ are due to them. The imporiant road cess bridges were 
repaired partly by the District Engineer and tne Public Works Department. 
A sum of Rh. 18,126-12-7, including travelling allowances and contingencies, 
or 36‘7 per cent, of the total outlay on works under the head “ 45 Civil Works ” 
was spent for the entertainment of the Establishment referred to above. If 
the contribution of Rs. 11,950 made by, the Darjeeling Ir^rovement Fund for 
the works of the fund carried out by the Rom jnihd Pablic Works 
Establishment be deducted, the outlay of the Oomihittee actually .works out 
at Rs. 6,176-12-7 or 12 5 per cent. , 
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8 . Totft «Mi jNmt. —A sum of Rs. 153-10 was spent in pnrohasibg 

tnathdraatical iustraments. * • 

9. Ranlt. —The total lengths of 9 miles metalled roads and 390 miles 
unmetalled roads and 11 miles of village roads were repaired daring the year 
at a oostnf Rs. 1,716 or 190*6 per mile, Rs. 28,506 or Rs. 73*09 per mile and 
Rs. 155 or Rs. 14*09 per mile reapectlvely, inclading Rs. 5,677-10-3 spent for 
the maintenance of certain important bridges thereon. 

‘ 10. Gontrlhytioii to Darjoollni Improvemmt Fund.— Rapees 8,195 waa 

contribnted to the Darjeeling Improvement Fund oat of the Pablic Works 
Cefls surrendered by Government towaixls medical aid and water sapply. 

11. tMn. —No fresh loan was taken daring the year. A sam of 
Rs. O.OOO-S-l as principal and Rs. JJ51-7;10 as interest were paid during the 
year under the terms of the loans granted by Government in 1900 and 1901 
for reconstruction and repairs of bridges destroyed and damaged by the 
cyclone in 8ei)tember 1899. The loan granted ])y Government in 1900 was 
fully paid up during the yeiii*. 

12. Adniilllstrotlon, —Tli&re were two Branch Road Committees, viz^ 
Kurseong and Terai under the District Road Committee. Mr. J. A. L. Swan, 
I.C.8., Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling, was ex-officio Chairman of the 
District Road Committee and of the Terai Branch Road Committee from 
1st April 1919 to 19th February 1920 and Mr. S. W. Goode, I.C.B., Deputy 
Commissioner, Darjeeling, held the same offices from 20th February 1920 to 
the close of the year. Messrs. L. B. Burrows and N. K. Roy, Senit)r Deputy 
Collectors, were the ex-officio Vice-Chairmen of the District Road Committee 
from Ist April 1919, to loth .lanuary 1920 and 16th January 1920 to 
ais't March 1920,i*espectively. Messrs. H. Quinton, i.c.s., and H. O. Stork, 
I.C.S., Subdivisional Officers oi Kurseong were t)xQ ex-officio Chairmen from 
1st April 1919 to 2nd May 1919 and 3rd May 1919 to Hist March 1920 
respectively, and Dr. H. Kingsley Waitl was the ex-officio Vice-Chairman 
for whole of the year of the Kurseong Branch Road Committee. Mr. B. A. 
Hollow, the Subdivisional Officer of Siliguri, was the cx-otficio Vice- 
Chairman of the Terjii Branch Road Committee throughout the year. The 
works of the District Committee and Branch Committees were perforpied 
satisfactorily. The thanks of the Committees are due to the officers and 
other members of the District and Branch Committees for the care and 
interest taken by them in the discharge of their duties. 

13. Auiiit of Aooounto. —The Examiner of Local Accounts. Bengal, and 
themembem of the Audit Sub-Committee liave audited the accounts for 
the whole year of 1919-20.

The Administration Report of the Commissioners for the Port of 
Ciuttagong for the year 1819-20. 

'. liNtme.—The ordinary receipts of the Port Fund during the year under 

amounted to Rs. 5,41,713 (exclusive of the ordinary Government 
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grant of Rs. 1,50,000 for tJio impKwement of the Port^, as against 
Ks. 2,28,310 of the precedihg year. Further grants were made by (xoverU- 
ment of Rs. 3,25,000 for revetmwit work and of Rs. 8,00,000 for the purchase 
of the Dredger “ Pelican.” This latter grant has not been utilized as the 
Pelican was found unsuitable for the Port. 

The increase was mainly due to the general improvement of trade follow¬ 
ing the termination of the war. 

Expenditure. —The ordinary expenditure of the Port Fund for the year 
amounted to Rs, 6,51,538 as against Rs. 4,60,263 of the previous year. The 
increase was mainly due to an all-round increase of pay of the Port Commis¬ 
sioners* employees, the grant of a bonus of a month’s pay to clerks, repairs 
to the Commissioners’ buildings, increased cost of stores and the purchase of 
a new motor launch for River Survey work. The capital expenditure from 
the Port Fund during the year amounted to Rs. 2,62,348. 

Assets and Liabilities. —The value of the Port Commissioners’ proper¬ 
ties, as estimated on the 31st March 1920, stands at Rs. 50,61,491, and the 
liabilities, excluding loans from Government for revtment work, at 
Rs. 1,27,942. The increased rates of river dues, mooring and unmooring 
charges, port dues, etc., which were adopted during the previous year as a 
war measure continued during the year. 

Dredging Report. —The dredger Kamafuli /, was twice under repairs 
during the year. ■ She worked at the Outer and Inner Bars for 156 days 
dredging 7,172,200 cubic feet. 

Outer Bar. —An average depth of 9 feet 9 inches was maintained 
throughout the year. The dredger was employed for 84 days on this bar. 

Inner Bar. —^An average depth of 9 feet 10 inches was maintained during 
the year. The dredger was at work for 72 days on this bar. 

River Survey. —The annual surveys were carried out from the mouth of 
the river to 6 miles above Sadarghat. These surveys showed a marked 
improvement in the navigable channels. 

The river survey was carried on continuously throughout the year, 
101,818 soundings having been taken over a length of 776-61 miles, the 
largest on record. 

Revetment. —Slight repairs were necessary in places in the old revet¬ 
ment. 


Light-houses. —^The Kutubdia and the Norman’s Point, Light-houses, 
towers, lanterns and clockwork remained in good order. 

Light vessels. —The Light vessel Sarsuti underwent a general overhaul 
during the year. The total cost of maintaining the vessel amounted to 
Rs. 19.717. 


Shipping.—^The .total number of ocean-going vessels, inland steamers and 
sailing vessels which entered the Port was 842 as against 709 during the 
previous year. 


Two preliminary enquiries into cases of shipping casualties were held by 
the Port Officer. 


Trade. —The total value of foreign and coastii^ sea-borne trade shows 
on improvement of over 62 per cent, over that of the previous year. 


Sanitation. —The general health of the Port was good. 
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Future Administration of the Port. —It has been decided to,^ace the 
port of Chittagong under the direct control of the Assam Bengal Ilailway, 
and the necessary legislation to give effect to this decision is now under the 
consideration of the Government of India. 


General. —^The duties of the Port Officer were carried on up to the 30th 
June 1919, by the Collector of Customs and the Senior Harbour Master in 
addition to their own duties. Commander H. M. K. Moilliet, o.b.e., r.i.m., 
tooi^ up the appointment of Port Officer from the Ist July 1919. 

Mr. K. C. De, Commissioner of the Chittagong Division, was Chairman 
of the Trust throughout the year.

In exercise of the ])owers conferred by section 15 of the Indian (^ensus 
Act. 1920 (IV of 1920). Ihc Governor General in Council is pleased to make 
the following rules for taking the census of cantonments and of troops on the 
march and elsewhere :— 

RULES FOR TAKING THE CENSUS OF CANTONMENTS AND OF 
TROOPS ON THE MARCH AND ELSEWHERE. 

A.—C\NTONMENT BaZ.\RS AND ClVIL LIMITS. 

1. Agency and Rales .— The census of so much of each cantonment 
as lies beyond regimental or other purely military lines will be taken by the 
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Cantonment Magistrate acting under the instructions of the civil authorities of 
the disttict or State. The rules to be followed are those laid down in the 
Provincial Census Codes. 


B.— Military Limits. 

2. Agency. —Within regimental lines, or other purely military limits, 
the census will be taken by the military authorities. The operations in 
military limits will be placed in general charge of a selected officer, who should, 
if possible, be conversant with the vernacular language in which the census 
record will be prepared for natives of India resident witliin military limits. 

3. Determinntion of boundaries. —The determination of tne purely 
military limits within the contonment should be undertaken, not later than 
the 15th September 1020, by the militai'v and civil authorities in consultation 
with each other. The boundary decided on should be shown on a map, so that 
both may know clearly the areas for the enumei-atiou of which they are res¬ 
pectively responsible. 

4. Scope of enumeration. —The census to be taken by the military 
authorities under these orders will include all persons of whatever age, sex, 
race, or profession, who, on the night of the 18th March 1921, are temporarily 
or permanently residing within military limits. In other words, it will 
include all persons who, though ordinarily residing elsewhere, may on that 
night be stopping temporarily within those limits; and also those who, while 
actually living and taking their meals Avithin the same, may be absent for a 
few hours on night duty,’etc. 

5. Way in which census record will be prepared. —European officers and 
civilian Europeans and Anglo-Indians of good standing will, if they desire, 
be supplied with Household Schedules on which to enter the necessary particu¬ 
lars for themselves, their families and their Euroi)ean or Anglo-Indian ser¬ 
vants. For all other persons the census record Avill be prepared by enumerators 
in the manner described further on. 

6. House list. —A list should be prepared in the. folloAving form, not 
later than the 15th October 1920, showing every house or other building in the 
area in question which is inhabited, or is likely to l>e inhabited, on the night of 
the census:—

7. Definition of house. —If any large building has been divided into 
separate dwellings or tenements such as married quarters, occupied by distinct 
families or groups of persons, each of these dwellings should be treated as a 
house and given a separate number in column 1 of the House List. Large 
buildings not so divided, such as the quarters of unmarried privates, should be 
given only one number. 

Huts occupied by Indian servants should be numbered separately from the 
houses to which th^ belong. Each block of servants’ huts should be given a 
number of its ovm. 
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8. House numbering. —Awhile the above list is being prepared, the 
number enters against each house should be painted conspicuously on the 
building, 80 that it may be easily recognised by the enumerator, 

9. Formation of blocks and circles. —^After the numbers have 

^n painted, the house should be arranged ir. compact blocks, and these 
blocks should be grouped into circles. No block should contain more than 
250 persons, and no ciicle more than 2,500. Separate bl(x-ks should be form¬ 
ed for Indian followers and servants attaclied to British regiments or employed 
b^the officers. ^ * 

10. Appointment of supervisors and enumerators. —For each block an 
enumerator should be appointed, and for each circle a supervisor. The 
enumerator is the person whose duty it will be to fill in the Census 
Schedules for all persons in his block,' except those for whom Household 
Schedules will be issued as provided in rule .5. The .supervisor is res|)oi).sible 
for seeing that all the enumerators in his circle understand their duties and 
carry them out .satisfactorily. . Non-commissioned ollicers of the regiments to 
be enumerated will usually be .selected for these posts. Blocks tK!cu})ied by 
Indian followers and .servants should be placed in charge of enumerators who 
are well acquainted with their language and customs, si\ch as the regimental 
Munshi or a Commissariat Indian official. 

11. Circle Register. —A Circle Register .should then be drawn up in 
the following form and forwarded, not later than the 15tk November, to the 
District or Political Officer, as the case may be :—

12. Supply of forms .—On receipt of the Circle Register the District 
or Political Officer will at once calculate the number of forms (English and 
vernacular) of each kind reipired at the rate of— 

(«) 1 cover per block; 

(6) 1 Block List per block; 

(r) ] General Schedule for every 12 persons; 

(d) 2 Household Schedules for each house in which such schedules will 
be used; 

without adding 25’per cent, for emergencies, etc.— 

He will also supply for each .supervi.sor one cover with five (Icneral 
Schedules and a Block Ust stitched into it. This will serve to shoxy how the 
forms .should be bound up to make the Enumeration Books, and will also be 
useful for instruction purposes as explained in rule 14. 

13. Block List.—As soon as the forms are received, the Block Inst 
showing the number and description of the houses in each block should be 
written up from the House List.

14. Instruction of census staff .—The supervisors and enumerators 
must study very carefully the instructions'on the first two pages of the cover 
and the Sj)ecimen Schedule on the back of it. The officer in char^^e of the 
census must satisfy himself that they clearly, understand their duties. He 
should make them fill in a few entries each in the bound copy of the Enumera¬ 
tion Book supplied to supervisors for instruction purposes and should rxirrect 
mistakes and give such verbal explanations as are found to be necessary. 

15. The 'preliminary -enumeration.—Early in February 1921, each 
enumerator should go round his block and enter in his Enumeration Book 
full particulars regarding every man, woman, or child whom he finds residing 
therein, including persons temporarily absent who are expected to be back by 
the 18th March. This work should be completed by the end of February. 
I'he entries thus made must be carefully examined and corrected by the super¬ 
visor. The officer in charge of the census should himself examine as many 
enti'ies as possible in each block, in order to make sure that they have been 
properly made. The houses should be taken in the order in which they are 
entered in the House List, and exact observance of the instructions must be 
rigidly enforced. Europe<ons and Anglo-Indians of the class referred to in 
rule 5 need not be enumerated on this occasion, but Household Schedule.s 
should be distributed to them on the 16th March and the signature of the head 
of the household taken in the last column of the Block List. 

16. The Final Census. —After gunfire on the night of the 18th March, 
1921 the enumerator should again go over his block ana bring the preliminary 
record uj) to date by striking out the entries for persons who have died or 
gone away and entering the necessary particulars for new arrivals. He will 
thus complete the census. 

17. Rough totals—Collection and despatch of fonns. —On the morn¬ 
ing of the 19th March the enumerators will collect all the Household Schedules 
that have been issued and sew them into their books. They will then as.semble 
at some place previously fixed by the supervisor and j)repare under his insturc- 
tions the Abstracts inside the covers, showing the number of houses and per¬ 
sons, mate and female, in each block. After testing the figures the super¬ 
visor will compile them into a circle summary, showing the number of per¬ 
sons in the circle, and the various summaries will then be combined into a 
single statement by the officer in charge of the census and sent to the lli.strict 
or Political Officer, as the case may be. The Enumeration Books should then 
be packed u}) at once and sent to the same officer. They should be arranged 
carefully by blocks and circles according to the order shown in the Circle 
Register. 

C.~-Troops on the march and on Duty outside Cantonments. 

18. Troops on the march. —The census of regiments on the march and 
of troops on duty will be taken by the officer in command. The census wfill 
include all jjersons, of whatever sex, age, race or profession, vvho are march¬ 
ing w'ith the troops. The officer in command should be provided with the 
ref|uisite forms at the cantonment from which the troops start. He should 
arrange to make one of the weekly halts on the 18th March 1921. If the 
preliminary enumeration was not effected before the troops left their last 
cantonment, the schedules should l)e written up during the day. They should 
l>e checked in the usual manner after dark. 

19. Troops in trains. —If the regiment or detachment be travelling by 
rail on the night of the census, the enumeration of the actual troops should 
be effected by the officer in command at the first place at which the men alight. 
The Railway authorities will enumerate the families, servants and followers 
travelling with them in accordance with the general rules for the enumera¬ 
tion of persons travelling by rail. 

20 . Despatch of forms. —The Enumeration Boolcs for regiments or 
detachments on the march will be sent to the Magistrate of the district or the 
Political Agent of the State in which they are enumerated. The place where 
they were encamped at the time of the census must be reported to the same 
officer. A telegram must also be sent to him stating the number of persons 
(total males and females) enumerated.

21. 1 roo'ps beyond the Frontier. —Troops or military outposts in tracts 

of ■which no general census is being taken will be recorded in the final tables 
as belonging to the cantonment or station within the administrative frontier 
from which, or in connection with which, they are detailed, or which is 
nearest to the post they occupy. Their Enumeration Books will be sent to 
the cantonment or station. 

D. —General. 

Issue of special instructions. —The Provincial Superintendent of 
Census’Operations will issue the necessary subsidiary instructions and arrange 
for the supply of forms, etc. 

23. Census expenditure. —Cantonment funds will boar all charges in 
connection \yith the actual enumeration, but the requisite forms will be sup¬ 
plied free of charge.

An Oj)en General Licence has been issued for the export by parcel post 
of parcels containing one or mwe varieties of foodstuffs (for the personal 
use of the addressee and not for tradiiig purposes) k) all destinations with 
which trading is allowed, provided that any such parcel may not contain more 
than two pounds of sugar or more than one pound of butter. Applications 
need, therefore, no longer be submitted to the Import and Export Licensing 
Section in respect of the export of such parcels by parcel post. 

NOTES REGARDING EXPORT TO CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 

Exporters are warned that there are import prohibitions in some foreign 
countries, information regarding which can be obtained from the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, Westminster, S.W.-l, and 
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73 , Basingball Street, E. C. 2. The issue of an racport Ucense implies no 
guarantee that the goods will be admitted into the country of destination. 

There is no parcel post to Esthonia, Jugo-Slavia (exoept Dalmatia), 
Lettland (Latvia), Lithuania, Poland. 

Germany. —Gift parcels sent by parcel post may enter Germany without 
import licence and also free from duty and taxes, provided they do not contain 
more than 2 kilos (70 ozs.) of tobacco. 

RusAa (European). —Conditions under which trading with European 
Bussia will be permissible are at present under consideration. 

Syria. —A Parcel Post Service is in operation north of Arce to 
Alexandretta and west of Aleppo, including— 

Beyrout, Damascus, Hamah, Homs, Latakia, Rayak and Tripoli. 

, Turkey. —Parcels for civilians in Turkey and Smyrna will only be 
accepted if they are fully addressed “ cjo Poste Restante, British Army Poet 
Office, (Constantinople ” (or Smyrna), and parcels must be called for at the 
British Post Offices. 


URGENT ORDERS. 

The Import and Export Incensing Section, Board of Trade, announces 
that firms receiving orders which require immediate acceptance may telegraph 
details of any such order to ascertain whether a licence will be granted for the 
expoit of the goods if the order is accepted. 

In the even! of an applicant being promised a licence he will be enabled 
to deal with the order straightaway with the knowledge that upon applica¬ 
tion being made I'n the proper form to the Import and Export Licensing 
Sectidn (Board of Trade) the licence will be granted.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES. 

FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT RESTRICTION REGIME. 

By a French Presidential Decree dated 22nd July, and published in the 
“ Journal Official ” of the 26th July, the import prohibitions imposed in 
April last {see pages 627 to 630 of the issue of this “ Journ^ ” for the 6th 
Mav) have been withdrawn pxcept in respect of a very limited number ol 
gooilk. Various goods of classes formerly prohibited to be imported are now 
subiect to increased Customs duties (the “ co-efficients of increase for such 
g^s having been augmented by the present Decree) and others can now ne 
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imported freely, on payment of Customs duties and the “ oo-^Kcients ’’.estab' 
lished in July last. 

Detailed particulars of the present Decree arp given below :— 

i Ministerial Report Prefixed to the Decree. 

Prefixed to the Decree is a Report to the President of the French Republic 
from the Ministers submitting the Decree for signature. The Report is as 
follows:— 

To the President of the French Republic— 

On the 23rd April last you signed a Decree prohibiting the importation in¬ 
to France and Algeria of a large number of goods which were either “ articles 
' of luxury ” or products which were not. indispensable. The Government 
r^arded this measure as a purely provisional one which should be amended as 
soon as the situation had improvea. 

The advantages which it was hoped would follow from this measure were 
in fact soon realised; in jiarticular, the price of foreign credits became leas 
almost immediately, as the result of an appreciable improvement in our 
Exchange, and this has had very good effects upon the general prices of goods. 

The purposes in view having been obtained, the restrictions should now 
disappear, except in the case of certain articles which for special reasons can¬ 
not yet be freed; the maintenance of the restrictions would, in fact, impede the 
development of French industrial activity, and might do away with the 
favourable result already obtained. 

For these reasons the* Government has decided to re-establish, as far as 
possible, freedom as regards imports; and the statements to this effect which 
the Government have recently made have been imanimously approved by 
Parliament. 

On the other hand, the Government consider that it is necessary, in so 
far as concerns articles of luxury in respect of which the prohibition is with¬ 
drawn, to revi.se the schedule of “ co-efficients of increase of Customs duties ” 
’‘e.sulting from the Decree of 8th July, 1919, in such a way as to re-establish 
for such goods the same ad valorem incidence of duty as existed before the 
war. In no case are the new co-efficients to be greater than the lelation 
between present values and those of 1913. It is only a question (this fact 
must be emphasised) of a read.iu.stment, and not of an effective increase, of 
Customs duties. 

The Government consider that they are following the best interests of 
the nation in adopting these measures. They hope that traders and consu¬ 
mers will do their utmost not to abuse the freedom of importation which 
is now restored, but that under the new arrangements they will take all iieces 
sary steps and make all necessary efforts to improve the economic situation 
of France by the constant lowering of the cost of living and, what is more 
important still, by the development of exports. 

We have, therefore, the honour, to submit herewith the annexed Decree, 
and hope you will be good enough, should you approve, to affix your signature. 

TRANSLATION OF I’RESIDENTIAL DECREE. 

The following is a translation of the Presidential Decree, which is dated 
22nd July— 

Article 1 .—The Decree of 2tlrd April, 1920, is abrogated. 

Article 2 .—Subject to the execution of special International Agree¬ 
ments, the importation into France of the goods specified in 
Schedule A annexed to the pre.sent Decree, coming from or 
originating in foreign countries, is prohibited. 

A rticle 3 .—Goods imported in order to be re-exported either under the 
normal “ temporary importation ” regime or under the special 
“ temporary importation ” regime set up by the Decree of 16th 
April, 1919, are excepted from the prohibition.

—The Minister of Foreign Affairs, the Minister of Finance, 
the Minister of Commerce and Indm-try, the Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, the Minister of Interior, and flic Minister of Public 
Instruction and Fine Arts, are charged wdtli the execution of

1. PHvafce students are those who have not attended any recognized or 
unrecogiifced High English schools for at least, one year previous to the 
examination. Ihe term “ private students ” includes schoolmasters.

Each private student will haye to pay a fee of Rs. G, which should be 
remitted to the Inspector of Schools, Buixlwan Division, Chinsura, along 
with his application tor admission to the Test llixamination by the 15th 
Novemlier I92U, after which date a hue of R,s. 2 will have to be paid for 
each weeks delay. Under no circumstances ivill the admission fee he 
refunded. ^ No private student will be admitted to the Test Examination 
unless he is accoinpanied, for tlie jiurposc of identification, by some person 
known in the office of the Inspector of Schools, Burdwan Division, or to 
the staff of the Hooghly Branch School. 

3. Applications must bo submitted through the Head Master of the 
school in which the applicant last read.

Matriculation Examination, 1921. 


1. A student who has not attehded any school, recognized or unrecog¬ 
nized, for at least one year previous to the examination, will be treated as a 
private candidate. Teachers of schools are also considered as private 
candidates. 

2. Private candidates desirous of sitting at the ensuing University 
Matriculation Examination must appear at the Test Examination of one of 
the undermentioned schools, to be held on the 13th December 1920 and the 
following days:—

3. Every private cajudidate must submit his application for admission 
to the Test Examination on or before the 15th October 1920 to the Inspector 
of Schools, Dacca Division. He must stivte at which one of the schools 
named above he intends to appear, and produce a certificate from a respon¬ 
sible Government officer to the effect: (1) that he has not attended any school, 
recognized or unrecognized, for at least one year previous to the examination, 
(2) that his conduct and character have been good, (3) that he has diligently 
and regularly prosecuted his studies and has been subject to proper 4i8- 
ciplino.

March last The position has been aggravated by tile fact 'tliat banks arid 
mohajiiw have s^ppM giving Imins becaiw of their inability to collect their 
previoiis dues. The District Off,cor Mr. J. N. Hoy. o.b.e., who has visited 
the affect^ area and made Mrsonal inquiries, reports that the situation is 
not 80 serious as it was thought to be at first. 

The following measures of relief have been undertaken:— 

(1) The provision of wort for able-bodied [lersons on the construction 
of, and repairs to, roads undei-takcn by the District and Local 
Boards and the remqval of water-hyacinth 


(2) The provision of work for women on paddy-husking, for which 

purpose the District Board have made necessary advances. 

(3) The supply of Burma rice at controlled price. The District 

Board have arranpd for the purchase of 1,000 maunds of 
Burma rice and the sale thereof at cost price in Gopalganj. 
A supply of 1,361 maunds of Burma rice has also been arrang(>(i 
for the Madaripur subdivision.

2. The rates of pay sanctioned vary in the dififerent districts of this Presidency,

In connection with the recent releases from detention and surveillance of 
a number of youths who had been dealt with under Regulation III of 1818 
and the Defence of India Act, it has been represented to the local Government 
that private employers, fearing harassment to themselves, are diffident about 
giving them employment. It is desirable therefore that the attitude of the 
local Government should be made clear. 

It is the hope of the Governor in Council that these youths will speedily 
settle down to honest lives. The finding of regular and reputable work will 
conduce most speedily to this end, and the local Government have helped 
and are helping in individual cases to secure employment. So long as these 
persons keep clear of revolutionary conspiracy there is no intention of exer¬ 
cising surveillance over them.

Answer by the Hon’bie Mr. Stephenson:— 

“ (a) and (b) It is not a fact that Rebati Charan Nag was ever arrested 
or interned. His house was searched and possession was taken of certain, 
articles belonging to him; but he had himself absconded and was never 
arrested. Information reached Government at a later date that he had been 
murdered by meiibers of the revolutionary party. Government have little 
doubt of the truth of this information but are unable to disclose its nature 
or source. 

(c) (i) Yes, a petition was received on the 20th March addressed to the 
Additional Secretary. A later petition dated 20th May addressed to His 
Excellency the Governor has also been received. , 

(ii) The first petition asked for details of the death of Rebati Charan 
Nag. Such information as it was possible to give was given to the petitioner 
through the Additional Superintendent of Police, Tippera. The second 
petition also asks for further details. 

(d) It is not a fact that Chandi Charan Nag was interned at the time 
of his death. He was not placed under any'restraint by the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment on his return from Burma. Regarding the circumstances under which 
he contracted his illness in Burma a copy of the communique on the subject 
issued by the Burma Government on 11th June, 1917, is placed on the table. 

(e) (i) and {ii) Representations have been received from Raj Kamal 
Nag regarding the death of his son, Chandi Charav Nag. The general 
purport of these representations have been to the effect that his son was 
innocent and was ill-treated by the police in Burma; that the father was 
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Queatwns and Anatcars. 

dependent on his son and therefore prayed that an aIlowanc?e should be 
granted to him. The last rej)resentation was addressed to the Secretary of 
State and was forwarded to him.

DEATH OF A RANGOON DETENU. 

New India’s ’’ Allegations Refuted. 

Rangoon, 11th June, 1920 

The following press note was issued to-dav;—The local Government has 
seen in New India of the 2r)th May, 1917, an article entitled " A Tragedy,” 
relating to one Chandi Charau Nag, native of Upalnta in Bengal, who was 
confined in the Rangoon Central Jail and afterw^ards died at his home in 
Bengal. The local Government thinks it desirable to issue the following 
statement of facts. 

(Jiandi Charan Nag w'as arrested at Rangoon on the 5th October, 1916, 
and on the 7th October the local Government made an order uuiler the 
Ingress into India Ordinance. 1914, directing his detention in the Rangoon 
Central Jail. This order was made as it was considered necessary to keep 
Chandi (^haran Nag in confinement while inquiry was being made into his 
character and antecedents. In January IfUO the local Government, having 
received a petition from Chandi Charan .Nag’s father asking for information 
regarding his son’s condition, called for a report on Chandi Charan Nag’s 
state of health. The Superintendent of the Jail reported on the 2nd Feb¬ 
ruary, 1916, Chandi Charan Nag had been under treatment in the jail hospi¬ 
tal and had lost weight, but was then convalescent, and unless some unfore¬ 
seen circumstances should arise he was likely to make a good recovery. The 
lo<'al Government informed Chandi Charan Nag’s father of this and told 
him that his son’s release could not be ordered at that time, but that a further 
communication would be made to him shortly. MeanwMle the inquiry iuto 
Chandi Chai’an Nag’s antecedents had been completed and the facts were 
reported to the Government of Bengal, who were asked whether Chandi 
Charan Nag might be allowed to proceed to his native place as .it was not 
considered desirable to allow him to remain at liberty in Burma. On the 
24tli February the Superintendent of the Rangoon Jail reported Chandi 
Charan Nag 'was progressing less favourably and tubercular consumption 
was suspected. The local Government telegraphed this information to the 
Government of Bengal, and on the 3rd March received a reply that Chandi 
Charan .Nag might be sent to Calcutta. The order directing Chandi Charan 
Nag’s release from jail and despatch to his home in Bengal was then is.sued. and 
his'father was informed, but the Superintendent of the Rangoon Jail reported 
Chandi Charan Nag’s health had still further deteriorated so as to render 
him unfit to travel to India and recommended he be released in Rangoon and 
admitted to the Rangoon General Hospital. On the same day an order 
‘directing Chandi" Charan Nag’s despatch to Calcutta was suspended and lie 
was released from jail and made over to his father, by whom he was taken 
to the Rangoon General’Hospital for treatment. On the 20th April the 
Commissioner of Police, Rangoon, having rocoivod a report from the medical 
.superintendent of the General Hospital that Chandi Charan Nag was fit to 
travel, recommended he should be sent to his home by a steamer leaving 
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• The Bengal Agricidtural and Sanitary Improvement Bill. 
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Sir ^Charles Stevenson-Moore. 
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Rangoon for Calcutta on the 25th April, and this arrangement was sanc¬ 
tioned by the local Government and carried into effect. 

ft appears Chandi Charan Nag died about nine months later. 

In the article in Nev^ India it is alleged that the local Government's 
order directing the confinement of Chandi Charan Nag was based on his 
father’s answ'ers to questions, the answers being mistranslated into English 
^ by an officer of the Rangoon police. That is not correct. There was nothing 
in the father’s statement as recorded by the police which could be used against 
the son. It is alleged the father was refused information regarding his son. 
It is true the father was not allowed to .intervieyv his son in jail, but all 
information regarding the son’s health was given to his father. It is further 
alleged that the police removed Chandi Charan Nag from the Rangoon 
General Hospital prematurely and failed to give his father sufficient notice, 
so that proper arrangements could not be made for the son’s clothing ancl 
comfort on the journey. Chandi Charan Nag’s removal was ordered with the 
concurrence of the medical superintendent of the. hospital and the father 
received several days’ notice beforehand and was warned to be in readiness. 
His son was taken to him on the way to the steamer. 

LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 

THE BENGAL AGRICULTURAL AND SANITARY 
IMPROVEMENT BILL, 1920. 

LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 3. 

The Hon’blo Sir Charles Stevenson-Moore presented the Rt^port of 
the Select Committee on the Hongal Agricultural and Sauilarv ltnproV(3ment 
Bill, 1920. 

He said :— 

“ My Lord, f beg to present the Report of the Select Committoo on tho 
Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Bill, 1920, and, in doing so, 
should like to offer a few remarks. 

The Hill was introduced in March last by Sir John Cumming and it was 
his skilful hand which piloted the measure through the Select Committee. 
I am sure, Hon’ble Members will share with me the regret that he was 
compelled to leave India and transfer his command to me before he had 
completed tho task of steering it through Council into the secure haven of 
the Statute-book. 

When introducing the Hill Sir .lohn Cumming emphasised the fact that 
tho Bengal Drainage Act and the Bengal Sanitary Drainage Act which this 
measure was designed to replace had failed, because their procedure was 
cumbrous and inelastic and he explained that one of the main objects which 
bad been kept in view in framing this Bill aimed at remedying those 
ilefects. The principle of simplicity and elasticity in procedure has been 
maintained by the Select Committee, for its maintenance was recognised by 
them as being essential if this legislation was to prove a really effective 
and popular agency for the amelioration of agricultural and sanitary condi¬ 
tions in Bengal. ' ^ 

As the underlined portions of tho Hill suftioiently indicate, the changes 
which were made by the Select Committee were numerous, but they related, 
for. the most part, to matters of detail or points eff drafting and do hbt call for 
specific mention. , There are, however, one or two ohanges more importance 
to which I should like to make a brief reference. 
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Clauses 10 to 13, as originally drafted, made the Sanitary Board an 
appellate anthority in respect of major schemes and one of the links in the 
chain of authorities through whom major schemes would pi-oceed to 
Qovernmi^nt for formal sanction. The Select Committee decided to elimi¬ 
nate the' Sanitary Board altogether, 'their reasons being that the Sanitary 
Board, as at present constituted, is merely an advisory body and that it is 
impossible to forecast what fom it will take if it is retained at all when the 
Public Health Department of Bengal is reorganised. The effect of elimina¬ 
ting the Sanitary Board is’ that appeals against tlie acceptance or rejection 
of major schemes by the ComiAittee will now lie direct to the Local 
Government and that when major schemes have been accepted by the 
Commi-.toe and are submitted for sanction to Government tho Local Gov¬ 
ernment will be free to consult exports, or take any other, advice necessary 
before passing orders on them. This change makes for simplicity and greater 
despatch of business. 

The next change of importance was made in clause 14. This clause has 
been i-edrafted so as to provide that tho preparation or revision of a record- 
of-rights shall be optional instead of compulsory. The Select Committee 
were induced to make this alteration because it was thought that there were 
cases in which the elaborate formality of this procedure would prove unneces¬ 
sary and that there would be other cases in which records-of-rights had quite 
recently been prepared or revised amHn which the prcxiedure could obviously 
be dispensed with. 

Passing on now to clauses 18 to 20 which deal with apportionment of 
cost, there are two points which deserve mention. Clause 18(7j(?'iV) has been, 
redrafted so as to provide that in aj)pnrtioiiiug cost as between different 
classes of landlords and tenants the basis shall bo the benefit likely to be 
derived from the iraiprovemont. Ifon’ble Members will understand t*liat 
thitl principle, though sound in theory, will prove exceedingly difficult to 
work in practice. Indeed it can only be worked on broad lines without 
regard to meticulous distinctions and diffej’ences. 

Tlife apportionment proceedings which are prescribed by clauses 18 to-20 
fall into two stages. Tho apportionment of the cost bcstvveim the several classes 
of landlords and tenants according to prescribed rates is tho first stage. The 
second stage involves the calculation of the exact sum due from each landlord 
and tenant and its entry in a detailed statement. Now the Bill as originally 
drafted provided for only one appeal to the Commissioner, nAmoly, against the 
entry in the detailed statement. The Select Committee have provided for a 
similar appeal against the apportionment order also, an addition which will 
no doubt commend itself to Hon’ble Members. 

, Clause 23 ,haa boon omitted altogether. This clause provided that in 
the case of an agricultural work a landlord might elect to pay the amount of 
cost apportioned against his tenants and thus obtain the right to enhance rent 
on the ground of improvement. Tho (dause was omitted mainly at the 
instance of the majority of the landlord members of the Select Committee 
who apprehended that the provision would operate harshly on tlie tenantry. 

Lastly, a new clause 28A has been inserted. This clause contains a 
very necessary provision for the distribution, apportionment and recovery of 
costs not foreseen or provided for in tho original distribution. Tho insertion 
of this clause renders clause 21 in the original Bill unnecessary. Tt has 
therefore been omitted. 

I have now. Sir, mentioned the chief alterations that have been made 
in the Bill, and it remains for me only to express the acknowledgments of 
Government to the ^members of tho Select Committee for their .helpful 
co-operation with Sir John Gumming and 'for the willing labour which they 
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devoted to thoir task. It is to he regretted that the report jb not quite 
unanimouB, but I think Hon’ble Members will find that the Bill has emerged 
from the hands of the Select Couiinittee much improved both in form and 
substance and bettor fitted to take a worthy place amongst the practical 
measu res of a beneficient character designed to improve the general health and 
the material condition of the rural classes of Bengal which will bo associated 
iii the annals of this Presidency with Your Excellency’s name.” 

THE CALCUTTA PILOTS (ARkENDMENT) BILL, 1920. 

LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEMS Nos. 4—7. 

The Hon’ble Sir Charles Stevenson-Moore moved for leave to intro¬ 
duce a Bill to amend the Calcutta Pilots Act, 18.59. * 

He said ;— 

"My Lord, this amending Bill is a very simple measure, and is designed 
merely to remove an anachronism in the law. The Calcutta Pilot Act was 
passed so long ago as 15.59 and provided for the constitution of a special 
court to try pilots who w'ere charged with broach of duty and among the 
penalties prescribed by section 17 of that Act is included punishment by loss 
of rank or pay. The Public Services Commission held that tlie punishjnent 
of pilots by the reduction of their earnings vv^as unfair, and should be done 
away with. This form of punishment was also opposed to the jsilicy 
of Government. The amendment of the Bill which is now submitted to the 
Council has been prepared with a view to remove this form of punishment. 
This object is achieved by the deletion of the words ‘ or pay ’ from se<;tion 17 
of the Act.’’ 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Charles Stevenson-Moore moved His Excellency the 
President to suspend the Rules of Business to admit c>f the Bill being taken 
into consideration. 

The President having declared the rules suspended the Hon’ble Sir 
Oharles Stevenson-Moore moved that the Bill be taken into consideration. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Charles Stevenson-Moore moved that the. Bill be 
passed. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


THE INDIAN RED CROSS SOCIETY (BENGAL BRANCH) 

BILL, 1920. 

LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEMS Nos. 8 & 9. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Watson-Smyth moved for leave to introduce a Bill 
to constitute a Bengal Provincial Branch of the Indian Red Cross Socuety. 

He said :— 

“ !My Lord, this Bill is a corollary of the Act which was passed at Delhi 
some little time ago to create an Indian Bed Gross Society, and in introducing 
that Bill, Sir Claude Hill gave a very interesting history of the Red Cross 
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movement in India, and we have incorporated that in exienso in our State¬ 
ment of Objects and lleasons. To sum up, there are two main Veasons for 
wanting an Indian Red Cross Society. The first is to take over funds that 
wore left over after the war and to administer and use them for the allevia¬ 
tion or distress in civil life, and the second reason is that there has been a 
League of Red Cross Societies among the Allied j^nd Associated Powers of 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan and the, United States, and if India has 
her own ^ Red Cross Society she could take Ijor place in the Council of the 
International League of Red Cross Socn'etios. Here in Bengal we also have 
funds that have been left over fmun Lady Carmichael’s War Fund and * Our 
Day Fund, and we want a Society to take them over and administer them. 
The Bill also gives general power y,o the Society from time to time to extend 
its sphere in other directions for tlio relief of suffering. The Hill has 
been drafted on exactly the same lines as the Indian Rod Gross Society Bill 
and this will bo a Bengal Branch of the Indian Red Cross Society. I there¬ 
fore ask this Council for leave to introduce this Bill.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Watson-Smyth moved tliat tlie Bill be referred to 
Select Commitree consisting of the Hon’lde Sir Rajendra Nath Mookerjee, 
the Hon’blc Sir Nilratan Sarkar, tlie Ilou’ble Dr. AbdulIa-al-Mamun 
Suhrawavdy, the Ilon’ble Mr. Phelps, the Ilon’bh; Mr. Pickford, the Hon’blo 
Mr. G. N. Roy, the Hon’ble Mr. Marr and the mover, with instructions 
to submit their report in time for its presentation at the August meeting of 
the Council. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


RESOLUTIONS. 

LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEMS Nos. 10, 11 AND 12. 

(Under the rules for the discussion of matters oj general public interest.)

The Hon’hlB Bahu Bhabendra Chandra Ray moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council thftc a , Committee 
be appointed to inquire as to how far the prices of articles are, to the 
^detriment of the people, being enhanced in some, cases by the charging of the 
prices yielding an unreasonable profit to persons engaged in the production, 
handling or distribution thereof ; and to suggest lines on which legislative 
-or executive action may, if necessary, bo taken to control the same. 
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Bahu B, €. Bay. 


He Baid :— 

“ My Lord, at the very outset I desire to say thst in defining the 
scope of the inquiry wliioh I propose, I have faithfully copied the preamble 
of the English Profiteering Act of 1919. My suggestion is that a Committee 
should be appointed to investigate the whole matter and find out whether 
circumstances similar to those that called for the enactment of special 
legislation in England do not prevail in Bengal. I am aware that on a 
motion of Sir Dinshaw Wacha, a Committee of the Imperial Legislative 
Council was appointed with a somowha^ similar object. Although nearly 
a year has since elapsed, the Committee has not yet submitted their report, 
and Bengal’s sole representative on it, the late Rai Sitanath Ray Bahadur, 
could hot survive its prolonged session. In my humble opinion, an all-India 
Committee on this question has been a mistake. It cannot, in the first place, 
meet except during the legislative sessions at long intervals. And in the 
second place, it cannot investigate the matter with that amount of intimate 
knowledge of varying local circumstances which would be available to 
Provincial Committees. 

My Lord, it will not do to shut our eyes to the fact that the problem of 
high prices is an extremely complex one. Some among the factors that are 
behind it are beyond the control of Government. There are others, again, 
that accompany and find nourishment in economic unsettlement, and can bo 
effectively controlled, if not altogether eliminated. It is in regard to the 
latter class of causes alone that the people expect Government to interfere. 

I hope it will not be lightly asserted that profiteering does not flourish 
in Bengal. It has Tbcen found everywhere else to bo a principal element in 
the present economic difficulties of the world. And to deny its existence 
here may be interpreted either as an indication of an almost criminal apathy 
on the part of Government towards the sufferings of the people, or as ifrant 
of courage to look facts in the face. 

Let us consider the case of rice, and analyse the position of your Lord¬ 
ship’s Government from statements made on different occasions, mostly 
in /eply to my questions. The crop of 1919-20 has been quite abundant. 
Export overseas and to other parts of India was controlled till April last. 
And even after a partial removal of this ‘control, no appreciable quantity 
of rice has left the borders of Bengal. There should therefore be sufficient 
rice to meet the nemands of this Presidency. The question arises, who' 
are the persons that hold this enormous stock ? I am prepared to concede 
Ihat the well-to-do among the cultivating classes are trying to hold on 
to a part of their stock. But are the Government in a position to 
. state approximately the number or propfjrtion of such cultivators who find 
it possible to reserve their grains in this manner? Have they, any rough 
idea as to the total quantity thus locked up in the granaries of these thrifty 
peasants ? And how far does this circurnsrance account for the determined 
upward tendency of the price of rice in Bengal ? 

Some time back, your Lordship’s Government admitted that large 
purchases had been made by certain traders under the mistaken impression 
that export would bo allowed. When I asked for detailed information about 
these interesting personages, whose optimispa had thus out-run their prudence 
I was met with a point-blank refusal, and we do not know any parrioulars 
about their transactions. Again, it was admitted that of late the rice tra^e 
has been receiving a g(^ deal of kindly attention from the amiable Marwari 
who was a stranger to it till very recently. We have not been told, however, 
as to how far the Marwari factor is responsible for the steady rise iri prices. 
In view Cf the fact that Government h^ve not so far done anything to check

If an inquiry has to be made, 
it should be made by an independent Committee in Calcutta, acting in full 
gaze of the public, and veetdd witif ample authority to scrutinize and enforce 
production of evidence. From another point of view,- a strong central 
Committee would only be an essential complement of the District Prices 
Committees. * * 


My Lord, so far ss rice is concerned, the situation may be eased—~to 
however smair an extent—by a sufficient supply of cheap Burma rice. But 
what about cloth ? Your Lordship’s Government fought shy of standard doth 
last year, and positively declined to consider the question of its revival only , 
the other day. Yet, can it be said that profiteeiing does not prevail in regard 
to cloth ? Even the Marwaris do not deny it. though they seek to justify it 
on oe'rtqin founds. But the Government of Bengal is too itffaid of 
‘ frightening the trader. I have not been able to understand what dire 
consequences would follow if Government were to check the middleman’s, 
profit, and cut short the long journey of the cotton-goods from the importer 
to the consumer through the hands of an endless chain of gamblers. 

My Lord; the proposal I want to put forward is briefly thi?. Let us find 
out whether somebody is not making abnormal profits somewhere, either in 
the production, distribution or handling of commodities, particularly the first 
necessaries of life, or, in other words, whether there are some avoidable 
elements in the liigh«price8. There have been such inquiries by responsible 
bodies almost in au other civilized countries. And there is no reason why 
we here should pretend to know everything by intuition and avoid an open 
inqairy, Next, if as a result of such inquiry it is found that pi*oateering is 
among the deterniining factors of the situation, we should not shrink from 
applying the remedy that is being tried eV^ery where else with considerable 
BUQoess. We must not, in any event, pretend to be wiser than the- rest of the 
world.” '

The foUowing.hgures will illustrate what. I Say 
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In 1897 when there was famine in the land—declared famine—the price of 
rice was Rs. 6. The price of other foodstuds was less than half of what 
it is uo^. But now the price of,ordinary rice is about Rs. 8-8, whereas the 
prices of other articlss of diet have aone up more than double. The last 
rice crop was a fair one and the profiteers were seen in the distant villages 
with money in hand making large purchibieB. Whether these purchases 
were made' for the purposes of export or for the purpose of holding up the 
stooks and profiteering I am not in a position to inform^ ypar Lordship’s 
Government, but the fact is there that Marwaris #ere‘^found lUbvering 
about in distant villages with money in hand making large purchases cf rice. 
Government no doubt could not stop such purchases then, but I think 
onqalries ought to have been made as to the purpose for which thofe purchases 
were being made. If my remembrance seirvea me,right this fact;was brouid^t 
'to the notice of your Lordship’s Government in this Council at the time, but 
we are not aware if any and what steps >were taken by your .Lordship’s 
Government for preventing sbeh speculative purchases in ^the country. 
When the crop is fair!' I mean normal, the pe<^le have a right to get it at 
fair price—I mean at a pribe within the zneans (d t^. average > individual. 
Bnt what are the facts, the price ordinary, rice is more than jla. B per 
maund, t. nearly double of what it is in normal times.

It mast be admitted that therd 
bec^:a;m|;large export of rice this year, so that there mast be some hdldin^ . 
a{»:hrai^ivhere within ^ the province itself, and Government should find oat i| 
>s due to speculatjofi or to defective methods of distribution, or to both. 

So far back as the’ 16th March last the Indian Association wrote to the' 
Obiex Seoretnijr to the Government urjfing that wagon facilities should be pro¬ 
vided for the movement of rice within the Presidency where railwayfl were 
• the only important mode of communication, so as.to relieve the inflation.in the 
price of rice in particular parts of the Presidency. And it appears from the 
reply sent by the Uonble Mr. McAlpin that Government were in^ favour of 
letting things alone and doing nothing by way of providing special facilities in 
the matter of supply of wagons to the rice trade. That some quantity of rioe 
in the Presidency is lying near railway stations and has not been brought 
into the market is proved by independent information recerved by me in the 
course of my enquiries, and this from a very respectable rice merchant. 

I have been informed that if that rice be now brouglit into the market it 
will sensibly reduce its price. Baton the allegation of shortage of wagons 
this rioe has been allciWed to remain where it is, lying in some interior 
railway station on the East Indian Railwfiy. But whereas we have a shortage 
of w^ons bunkering ooal is going on. This is no doubt a very serious matter 
and is worth enquiring into.. At the meeting of the Dacca Prices Committee 
recently held at the District Board office, the Director of Civil Supplies said 
that the rice of the province, which was much in surplus last year, had not 
gone out of Bengal and was not going out at present as every other province^ 
except Bombay had now a surplus. We were further told that Barisal rice 
had not even been sent up to Calcutta in any very large quantity, and was 
not being carried even now as one firm alone was holding a stock of Balam 
rioe there of nearly 800,000 maiinds. This was said to reassure the people 
that there was no shortage of rice in the province. But if this is a fact we 
ask Government to interfere and do what the necessity of the situation 
demadds, in view particularly of the fact that rioe is selling in the Barisal 
district itself, whioh enjoys the reputation of being the granary of Bengal, at 
^ thb phenomenal rate of Rs. 10 per maund. 

With reference to the import of Burma rice there are some important 
facts which has come to my notice and which I am' bmind to place before 
your Lordship’s Government. The import of Burma rice in large quantities 
has a wholesome tendency to reduce the price of rice actually in the country. 
When again there is competition between the importers of such rice, there is 
' a greater tendency to reduce its price. But the fact is that only a few people 
♦ire allowed to import Burma rice, and these importers on account of their 
limited niimber are able to get their own prices, but people outside the ri^g, 
those who are not among the favoured few, cannot compete with thein. 
Hence these &voared fetv on account of their position, whioh they simply owe 
to the favour of Government, can well afford to put up the price of rice and 
' dictate their own terms. In that case these few importers are in 
• ♦ manner ^licensed profiteers’. The . remedy is very simple Let 
iioensea he ^ven to a very large number of people, and besides the 
‘ffxinij^ of a maximum wholesale price, let all other sorts of restrictions 
be withdrawn and then there will be competition, and the result will be, that a 
' very lar;^ quantity will be placed before the public at a comparatively less 
profit.. 1 think’that the present high price of rice is partly due to profiteering 
' pdrtly to othar okusesi. If it is due to profiteering we ask Government to 
■pttt a atoti’to It. If it is due to any other cause, we ask G(wernment to do 
nipidfili so that ^we may g'et that which is the" staple article of food of

'The question aeturalljr eriaes, whether there 19 or wee snifiaiattt food in 
our own country, or ie it the fact that %Q|pil is suffering from the world¬ 
wide sborta|[e (» food? If the latter, onr position is helpless aod We oui 
suffer in suenoe and in'' tears. If, however, that is not the oase, we have a 
right to approach yonr Lordship’s Government to find oot the remedy and 
relieve th^ country from the distress now prevailing. 

Another principal article of food regarding which we thinh there has been 
some profiteering is ‘iiugar’. We Cannot reasonably object to a firm of 
Marwaris having purchased the whole of Java sugar for 75 lakiis of rupees 
in that country. But we certainly objoot if they or any other people make 
large purchases of sugar in this country to make a monopoly of the article or 
for the eventual purpose of profiteering. 1 think if Government were to 
engnire mto’*lhe matter they wonid find that some profiteering is going on 
with reference to sugar and that Ooveniment may help the people to put 
down the price, if not to its normal condition to what it was in pre-war days, 
at least to a certain extent. The export of sugar from this country 
should be stopped at once. The people of America have given up drinking 
intoxicating beverages and as a substitute they have taken to drinking 
sweet drinks. There have been large exports of sugar even from this country 
to America. Why should this be allowed to be done to the inconvenienoo 
of the people of this country ? 

There are other articles of food, such as dal, mustard oil and ghee, the prices 
of which have gone up to an abnormal extent. There has b^n shortage of 
rye and pulses owing to failure of these crops, and I also think that the prices 
0 * these articles have risen on account of rise ip the price of rice. I think it is 
an economic law that when the,)>noe a staple article of food increases 
abnormally, fr(»n any cause, the price of every other article of food and 
manufacture musr necessarily rise. The man who has got his dol will 
exchange the same for rice, and the price of rice having ^ne up, the prices 
3f these articles ihave naturally gone up. It is thert^ore necessary that 
steps should be taken to put down the price of rice so that we may hope to 
s^et the other articles of food at a lower price.'* 

Now as regards cloth. Pursuant to a resolution of this Ootaeil. ^ere 
was 9 Committee appointed to ascertain the high prices of cloth. ThiB 'was 
in 1918. The Cotton Cloth Act was passed by the Government iff India, mid 
its stated by Sir George Barnes in Septem^r last ' prices fisll uranediately

ively, and about two-fifths of that which was taken by the Punjab, and in Bengal 
Only the famine areas and those which were affected by the cyclone in Septem- 
ber haxLbeen supplied with standard cloth. We find, however, the following 
very sigdifioant remarks of Mr. Donovan, the Registrar of Co-operStiVe Societies, 
in .ifthis connection. He said that ‘ the quantity of standard cloth sold was 
insufiioient to affect the market rates of other cloth, but the fact that standard 
cloth could be counted on had a salutary effect on potential profiteers’. Though 
there has been a. steady rise in the price of cloth, no attempt has been made 
by Government to grapple with the situation and to come to the relief of the 
poor people. On the other hand, in a telegram to the President of the ‘Indian 
Association, the Secretary to the Government, Revenue Department,- said 
although some increase of price of cloth is manifest in the last six months, it 
is not such as would justify a recommendation for the restarting of standard 
cloth. But so far as Bengal is concerned, there was no starting at all in the 
true sense of the word -why speak of restarting ? And then we respectfully 
ask, why not ? If the introduction of standard cloth had even to a small 
extent the effect of relieving the poor, I ask, in all solemnity, is it not the 
bounden duty of Government to introduce that relief which considerably 
ameliorates the condition of our poor unclad fellow-countrymen ? 


In September 1919, Sir Dinshaw Wacha moved in the Imperial Council 
for the appointment of a Committee to investigate and report as soon 
as possible on the extent to which profiteering was prevalent in India. 
Sir George Barnes, the Member-in-charge of the llepartment of Commerce, 
amended the resolution by defining the scope of the Committee to be* 
to consider the high prices which at present prevail in articles of 
daily consumption and to suggest such remedies, etc. Unfortunately, 
the decision of that Committee is not yet before the public and nobody knows 
when It will bo made public. If your Lordship’s Government consider that 
there is no profiteering at the present time as regards foodstuffs, then 
I would ask* your Lordship’s Government to consider, as was done by the 
Government of India, the whole question of high prices of foodstuffs and 
suggest such remedies as may be considered necessary, because without 
removing the causes of effects it is impossible for human intelligence to find 
out remedies. Therefore, 1 say, first discover the cause and the remedy will 
bo palpably clear to your Lordship’s Government. Wo hoar nowadays of the 
high prices of foodstuffs and of cloth or any other commodity ascribed to 
some worldwide cause—to the low exchange, to the depletion of silver, etc. 
But unfortunately the unsophisticated people of this country do not understand 
all that. They know that their mother-country Bengal has always been 
productive of abundant crops, that few and far have been the famines in 
the country, that their country is what the poet has said of her (Sujalam 
Sufalam Malayaja Sitalara Sasya Shayamalam Mataram) ‘ 

"W Why should in such a country th« people 

starve and more than famine prices rule ? Why should the people of this 
country, wbioh is not dependant upon any other country for its foodstuffs, 
be on the veqj;e of famine ? A similar situation has presented itself in other 
countries and they have grappled or are trying to grapple wdth the situation. 
The Profiteering Act is already the law of the land in England. That is 
already shown in the price of tea there. Why should not a similar Act be 
passed here if it is considered necessary in the interests of the people? ”

“ My Lord, I do not think it will serve any useful purpose to take up the 
time of the - Oouncil by trying to prove that the sitnation is acute. That is a 
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ffict which is admitted oh all hands. My hon’ble friend has labdhred lon^f to 
prove that the situation is aouto, but speaking for myself I do not think it 
necessary to do that.’ *The quesiion is how to stop this state of things. There 
is another matter, if I upderstand the position aright^ about which there is not 
much controversy, namely, th.at* thh'price of foodstuffs has been forced "up at 
least to a considerable extent by profiteering. The whole question therefore 
is how to put a stop to this. Now, my Lord, so far as the principle is 
concerned, when the Calcutta Rent Act was p^sed one of the reasons for 
which that Act was opposed by a certain section of the House was that there 
was profiteering in other directions also and that why should the attack be 
directed against any particular kind of profiteer, namely, the landlords ? But' 
we on this side supported Government out and out, and we did so on the 
understanding that steps would also be taken against other kinds of pro¬ 
fiteering. The time has, therefore, come when the same principle should be 
applied to the case of high prices of cloth, foodstuffs and other necessaries of 
life. I am afraid, my Lord, that if this is not done then the charge which was 
brought agfainst Government on that occasion by Rai Debender Chunder 
Ghosh Bahadur that that Act was taken up because there was so much 
clamour near and round about Government House would be established and 
Government ought now earnestly and vigorously to stop profiteering in otlmr 
directions.” _ 


The Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler said:— 

“ My Lord, this resolhtion deals with a subject with the general merits 
of which the Council must by now be somewhat familiar. The reason that it 
has formed so often in recent times a matter for debate is doubtless because the 
hardships of high prices are so very obvious, and in fact are felt by us all 
every day of our lives. That it should have been the subject of freauent 
debate I have no complaint, because the more the facts are ventilatea the 
greater the chance of due appreciation of the merits of the q^uestion and the 
greater the chance of the elaboration of possible remedie.s and the discarding 
of impossible ones. Biit it is an unfortunate feature of these not infrequent 
debates that whereas we hear mvich about the hardships, which are admitted, 
we derive singularly little light or leading towards the discovery of solutions 
over and above those which we are attempting. We have already attempted 
solutions and are attempting them, and I emphasise the point as Hon’ble 
Members so oft^ speak as if the Government have throughout sat with folded 
hands doing nothing in this matter. 

The actual resolution which is now before the Council asks for an enqu—., 
and the first point regarding it. to which I would invite the attention of the 
Council is its extraordinarily 'mde sco^. It covers all article»-r-artides in 
^neral—and it asks us to ascertain- whether unreasonable profits are made 
by persons engaged in their production, handling and distrioution. Tf that 
means anything, it means that the field of enquiry would extend from the raiyat 
in the field to the railway companies, steamer companies, boatmen ^nd cart- 
men who convey goods about the country' right up to the smtdl mnfassal 
shops which eventually sell them. I venture to think that if we attempt an 
enquiry of that sort, it will be found at a time when I certainly shall hope to 
lay down my official duties, and many of the members of this Council will be 
looking forward to retirement, that this committee will still be sitting. 
However, it is of course possible that an raquiry can be of a more restricted 
and practical scope, and in relation to that 1 wbtdd n^^ar the Council to the 
previous discussions which we have had, by way of avoiding the repetition of 
many of the arguments which were then uWj wh^ recalling to the memory 
of the Council the salient points. 
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Our fost on the subject was in February 1918,. when the 

Hon ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta recommended the r^ulation of prices. 
Unfortunately, for him , though fortunately for the province, the prices of 
food^uifs were then abnormally low. I endeavour to trace the course of 
pricwi,"and to argue a^ainst ’a somewhat rash adoption of a general policy 
of reg^ation. February 1919 we had Rai Mahendra Chandra 

Mitra Bahadur advocating action on the lines of Bihar and Ol’issa in respect 
of the control of grain, cloth and Jfoodstulfs, and again in answer to that—I 
need not again go through the history—I explained the system of Govern¬ 
ment food control and endeavoured to differentiate between the cloth problem 
in this province and Bihar and Orissa and to give the reasons whv we had not 
thought it necessary to adopt measures which had l>een taken liy our neigh- 
boura -not because, as the Hon’ble Babu Bhabendra Chandra Ray thinks, 
that we were frightened to tackle the trade, but because we held that an 
attempt to do so m the way in which we were asked to proceed would end in 
more harm than good. That resolution was lost. We next had 4'resolutions 
in July 1919; one recommending a committee and three recommendii^ in 
general terms such action as was feasible. On that occasion Sir jfehn 
Cumming explained the position of Government, and the Council will 
remember that he went in some detail into the factors bearing on the position 
—world factors of the war and its efifects, particularly in respect of inflated 
currency; all-India factors of crop failure, and local factors of defective crop 
returns and inter-provincial transactions. He again controverted various 
misstatements which had been in connection with the rice control, while he 
emphasised the conclusion that the fixing of prices for all kinds of foodstuffs 
in Bengal was not practical politics. 

As I have said, I do not wish to go through all those arguments again. 
They are on record for those who wish to i-ead them, but we had further 
debates quite recently in the Imperial C^nincil in September last, when the 
Hon’ble'Babu Kamini Kumar GJiandra moved that steps be taken to reduce 
prices. Both Messrs, ^lant and Ley on that occasion gave clear expositions 
of the facts as they ap})eared to Government. 1 would only emphasise two 
extracts, namely, one from Mr. Mant’s speech, who remarked, ‘ 1 am inclined 
to agree that profiteering is only a detail in the problem of high prices,’ and 
ano^er from Mr. Ley’s, who said, ‘ 1 think it can fairly be said now that 
the present wholesale prices of Indian cloth are not unreasonable, when the 

E rices of cotton is taken into consideration; as a matter of fact the margin 
atween the price of standard cloth manufactured uiicfer the Cotton Cloth 
Act and the price of ordinary cloth is now .st> narrow, and has been so narrow 
for some time past, that the manufacture of standard cloth is at present in 
abeyance.’ He dwelt on the fact that in the nuitter of cloth India was 
an importing country, and ill-advised action might seriously retard the im¬ 
portation of fresh supplies. 

*■ Following that debate we had the motion of Sir Dinshaw Wacha which 
asked for a committee, and a remark of Sir John Barnes in answer to that 
app^rs to be apposite. He observed that Government had no wish to con- 
cealany thing; they had done their best to explore all possible avenues of 
remedy, but if there were any others to ejfplore he would be willing to do so, 
and accordingly a committee was appointed. But it is a relevant fact to 
remember that although that committee was appointed in September 1919 
it has so far been able to accomplish very little. It has sent down to us two 
recommendations of a general character—one, that we should create advisory 
prices committees, which we have done; the second, that co-operative stores 
might help to alleviate the situation; this we commended to th§ Registrar of 
C5cM)perative Societies. But, apart from that, this committee, representa¬ 
tive of all India and sitting With acc^ to all possible sources of information, 
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does^not api>ear to have been able ta do much of a i^actic^l character. In 
fact we have been told by Mr.* Hidlah« Who is now Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Revenue D^MurUamtt, that the subject of a Profite^lng 
Act formed the subject ol enquiry by the committee, but ii.was ffeaerally held 
that such methods as the opemng of cheap erain ^ps, distritotion of sup¬ 
plies through co-operative societies and the ropmation of local advisory com¬ 
mittees, stood a far bettmr chance of success. 

^ I may refer the Council to othei^ leading sources of recent information 
on the point, foremost among which is the report of the FoodstuflEs’ Com¬ 
missioner. This gives a very full account Of what he did and why. Agam 
in the Statesman of the 26th June there was a very cleat article describing 
in simple language what the position is. So in the light of these facts there 
is very little excuse for ignorance of the main conditions, and, to be brief, 
we know perfectly well that the. present conditions arise primarily from the 
wmv-H^t^h its destructive trail throughout the world, and consequent infla¬ 
tion of currency, decrease in production and difficulties of transport. The 
position cannot be made good until these evils disappear. 

Lastly, I would only mention a very clear letter which appeared in the 
Economist of the 3rd April from Profi^or Gollanc7, who also arrived at 
similar conclusions. I should be glad to lend it to anybody who cares to rdad 
it. Meanwhile I will make one or two short quotations. He begins by say¬ 
ing that the causes which have led to a rise of prices are;— 

‘ (a) world inflation; 

(V) the state of the exchanges; 

(c) increase in the cost of production; 

(rf) decrease of supply for the civil population; 

{e) monopolistic conditions.’ 

He continues lower down that ‘ Some sort of rough e.stimate of the 
proportion of increase due to each of these causes respectively is necessary 
if we are to make any forecast of the future. Such an estimate can at best 
be made on a general impression; but it may be said with considerable con¬ 
fidence that at least half the rise is due to the following closely connected 
factors:— 

the inflation of credit; 

the inflation of currency both necessitated by, and leading to, the 
inflation of credit;. 

that part of the increase in wages which has been necessitated by the 
inflation of currency and credit.’. 

Later.he arrives at, I admit, the pessimistic conclusion that ‘ If, then, 
the factors responsible for more than half the increase are more or less per¬ 
manent, and if in addition even the factors responsible for the other naif 
of the increase are not ^kely wholly to disappear, we may certainly say that 
it is improbable that prices will fall to any considerable extent for % great 
number of years.’ 

Now, Sir, these in brief are the leading causes which have brought about 
the present unfortunate position, and although figures have already often 
been made public, I will add to the printed account of the proceedings the 
latest statistics with which the Director has supplied us. They bear out 
what has often bron^inted out befpre, namely, that the rise of prices in 
other countries is far higher than has been in Uie case of Indian 
ports; namely, to cite a few examples, 320 per cent, in Belgium; 156 per cent, 
in the Unitied Kingdom, runhing down to ^ and ^ in Atistralia and "I^ew

therefore we have an all-world crisis, and the mere cry to stop pro¬ 
fiteering cannot by any possibility remedy it. We have, however, done much. 
In the matter of foodstuffs, thcue has now for some time past been the system 
■ of Government control. Ihe inter-provincial control has recently Ijeen aban- 
domnlf but Revenue DepcurUnent.published a communique yesterday dis¬ 
pelling imy idea that such imtiqn has tended to the detriment of Bengal. 
The foreif^ export of foodstuffs has been severely curtailed, and in the article 
of the Statesman to which I have already referred figures were given show¬ 
ing that less ^an 9,000 tons of wheat were allowed to be exported during 
the last financial year, whereas exports ordinarily amount to anything from 
700,000 to 1,500,000 tons. Rice exports from India proper ordinarily 
amount to 500,000 to 600,000 tons, whereas this year only 49,000 tons have 
been exported up to date. ‘ It is commonly represented that high prices in. 
In^ia have been apd are due to the excessive export of food-grains out of the 
country. This is entirely untrue.* Agajn, in Bengal, in parti¬ 
cular, we have, ever since the middle of last year, made exten¬ 
sive use of the remedy of importation from Burma. Last year over 100,000 
tops of rice were brought from' Burma, while from yesterdsiy’a communique, 
which I have already mentioned, the Council will observe that this month 
12,500 tons of rice are being brought to Calcutta and 10,000 tons to Chitta¬ 
gong; in July the quantity will be still larger. Apart from rice the Council 
IS aware that towards the end of last year, at the Puja time, we laid in a 
moderate stock of standard cloth with the intention of stopping improper 
speculation and profiteering, while at an earlier stage of the preceding year 
we intervened to put a stop to profiteering, believed then to be rife in the 
Calcutta market, by licensing all sales of cloth. We also did our best to 
relieve tiie distress in the cyclone area in particular, by the distribution of 
rice and cloth. In the matter of salt we are still controlling prices, and in 
the matter of kerosine oil'we had a control which we abandoned fairly 
recently when wo thought it was no longer tequired. In all matters, there¬ 
fore, in which we considered it in any way feasible, we ■ have taken direct 
action to mitigate tl^e hardships of high prices. 

But we are still assailed by this cry of ‘ stop profiteering.’ That pro¬ 
fiteering has gone on in England, is, I take it, undoubted, and the idea 
seems to be that we should proceed on some such lines as have l^n adopted 
in that country. What has been done there is to pass an Act in November 
1619 (there was a subsequent Act of 1920 of which no copies are as yet 
available in this country), which gave powers to the Board of Trade to make 
enquiries into alleged profiteering in different indu.'^tries and to fix prices, 
while it set up local tribunals for the investigation of all^ations of mal¬ 
practices in retail transactions, and it has been said to-day that that measure 
has worked with most marked success. All ©urginformation is to the con¬ 
trary. and that is borne out by the Government of India, who have told us 
inforflkally that it is very doubtful whether the Act succeeded m Eng¬ 
land, While it is almost certain that it would prove a fmlure m India, ^at 
EnffTish Act has a somewhat curious history.;^d as far as one^an gather, 
pol&al considerations entered into it sonoewbat . largely. Under pressure 
the ^ernment Of the day appointed a select.committee to investigate this 
oue^dn of hiffb prices, but before the investigation had scarcely wgun

Bo I feel justified in saying that on the information we have, this 
English Act has not been the success which it is thought to have been in some 
o^uarters. If that Act has failed in England, is there any greater likelihood 
tWt a measure a similar kind would be a success here ? I know at le£^t 
in one quarter, such a measure is favoured, and a definite proposal for legis¬ 
lation has actually been,Jaid*before Government, but apart from the intrinsic 
possibilities of successful legislation of that kind, I would point out to the 
Council that it is absolutely impossible that a measure of that t^ie should be 
provincial. Obviously, if we are to legislate to curtail local prices only* we 
merely send supplies elsewhere, thereby cutting our own throats, while tbink- 
ing that we are going to acquire some marsed advantage over our neigh-^ 
hours. Still, that is one remedy to which reference has been made. 
Another remedy from which some people hope great things is the commandeer¬ 
ing of stocks. But there again, all our experience points to the contrary, 
and it is relevant that Mr. Mant, in the debate to which I made reference, 
quoting the experience of Lahore, when, under martial law, they attempted 
there to fix prices, referred to the result as merely that of checking supplies, 
and last year a very apposite'example camb to our notice in Dacca and' 
Mymensingh. Both those districts have always heen,somewhat more panicky 
than their . neighbours on thg subject of prices. Last year, when we 
were at Dacca, the Collector came round and asked for power to commandeer 
stocks in the hope of checking public alarm. He was* given the power. Next 
day he came and said it was driving off supplies from the t<nm, and urged 
that no action should be taken. So none of the remedies which we are 
talking about are as simple as they look. 

As to die existence of profiteering in this country at the moment, it is 
difficult often dangerous to dogmatise. One does not wuh'ie way any¬ 
thing which can be twisted (as'we Imow has been done in the pa^) as a kind 
of charter from Government in favour of profiteering. Thus^ ii we argue 
that profiteering is dot the sole cause of the trouble, it is misrepresented to 
the effect that we hold that profiteers are not as black as they are painted, 
and that therefore they cwn continue in their bad work. Bht we have made 
two enquiries, one in August of last year, and the other only recently, of 
all district officers as to the extept to which, in thetf opmkm, prcffiteeiing 
is going on, and their replies were distinctly bf a nentave diarooter. The 
same conclusion has arrived at, os was admitted by the Hon’bto Babu 
Surendra Nadi Ray, in Calcutta, by enqaiHes'^tnade under 4he oumiicee of 
the Corporation, and more parttcnlarly in tlk^ matter of cloth, where the 
expert, committee laid stress on the foci • that Indian pid^ of okdh are 
markedly below those prevailing in Mou^estor. ' X w^ i^.. th^ore, go 
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further ^an to say tiiat the extent to which profiteering is going on at 
M at least a moot point, while I have endeavoured to show that profit- 
eeriog W only one am o ng , inany other causes of the prevailing enhancement of 
prioq|. 

WeH; Sir, if the facts are as I have tried to explain, it follows that, in 
our opinicm, tl» deliberations of a committee are not likelv to be very fruc- 
tuous, but if the Council wish a committee, we have not the slightest desire 
to stand In their way. If the Council decide to convene a committee, and if 
any Member expresses a d^re io serve on it, we will be perfectly willing to 
. lay our papers, and such information as we have before them, and we will 
show every consideration to any. recommendations they may make. If they 
can find a remedy, so much the better. If we are sceptical of any sweeping 
remedy being forthcoming, it js only as a result of our experience of the 
last few years. That is our position—if the Council want a committee, we 
are perfectly willing.that they should have one.”

' “ My Lqrd, 1 raised this question for discussion in the Qounml in the 

year 1918. The subject was discussed thoroughly, and when I got a reply 
from the Govemmunt member, my heart was sad, and 1 thought tluit the 
matter was hopeless. Again the same question was taken up for disoussion 
by other hon’ble members, and the same vague explanations Were dBTer.ed to 
us by the Government .member, explanations going to show that the whcde 
question is a world problem. Bat, my Lord, that did not satisfy the people 
of Bengal; that did not satisfy^us at ail. We* thought that Government 
would give us some remedy for the hardships from which we nre auffering. 
My Lord, there is acute distress in every part of Bengal on account of the 
rise in prices ; it requires no discussion to admit that; it demands no kind 
of enquiry ; it is evident. Fifteen days ago 1 had the honour- 4 md privilege 
to make an enquiry as a member of the district committee as,to the rise 
in prices in a mufassal .station. The price was said to have been at that time 
Bs. 8 for coarse rice, and today it has risen to Rs. 9-4. I'he price of 
cloth has similarly risen. Wliat is the ho»& fide reason for the rise in' 
prices today ? One cannot forget that it is a- world problem no doubt, bat 
IS it unreasonable or unjust to expect that the Government should find out 
some remedy, and that is the reason, 1 believe, Sir, that tliis resolution has 
been put forward. The Hon’bje Sir Henry Wheeler, is willing to have a 
committee, provided that information be given as to the mode of relieving the 
poor who are suffering from this distress. Very well, my Lord, we thank 
him for that ; he wishes to have an inquiry on the subject, but at the same 
time it is necessary to.inquire into the reasons for profiteering. Frofiteering 
simjdy meaps an unreasonable demand of profits. If we go to the mufassil culti¬ 
vator, we find that, he sells bis rice to the bepari or middleman, the middleman 
takes the rice to the aratdars. I myself had been to my own district to ascertain 
whether there is profiteering on that score, and found on examining - the 
accounts, that I could not help the district coinmittee by telling them that 
there was profiteering. It is very difficult to ascertain that, and when we 
asked the muf^sil people to explain the reason of their heavy ohargea they 
pointed to Calcutta. They say, that is the plaoefor it; we purchase ebth frein 
the Mar wart, and. he charges heavily ; what can we do? Wo went to the 
rice-'seller and the answer was the same. These, iny Lord, ar^ points . wh^h 
are indisputable and which will require the time and ccmsidoratlop of an 
expert committee, so that they may be in a positton to enlighten the 
committee as to the further' steps to be taken. My Lord, I entertain h^h 
hopes if au Act were passed in this connection. Of course, we are t<M that 
the operations of the English Act , were-not successful.

Everybody wants that it should not 
be tinfair to any particular province, but the question arises how is this to be 
attained* . A rough-and*ready method has been attempted .in the para- 
sprapha 200—207 of the Report on Indian Constitutional Reforms. When the 
Mon ble the Secretary of State and His Excellency the Viceroy oatne tour¬ 
ing r<wnd, collecting opinions on the subject of Indian Constitutional Reforms, 
no opinion was invited on this particular point. We may therefore assume that 
th© system advocated inthb report is the system as advocated by their finan¬ 
cial advisers, and we know who they were. Leaving aside railways there are 
three main sources of revenue in India, c.g,, land-revenue, income-tax and 
oiistoms. Practically no reasoning has been adduced as to why only certain 
heads, e.g.., land-revenue, judicial, stamps, etc., should be made wholly pro- 
jwinoial, while certain other heads, e.g.. Income-tax, Customs, General 
Stamps, should be made wholly Indian. No attempt is made on any actuarial 
basis for arriving at a correct estimate of<tlio revenue raised in any particular 
province. You cannot dismiss the subject by saying that there is at present 
no way, e.g., by means of prescribed statistical forms, of accurately ascertaining 
th6 location of certain heads, e.g., Customs or Income-tax. If you had not 
thq ine^ns in 1917, may we not ask as to what attempts have been made 
to ascertain these things during the last three years ? If the Government 
of India have not done this we think your Lordship's Government could 
have and should have done this lung ago. The Report proposed that 
LandH’evenue should be made wholly provincial.’ I am afraid the persons 
responsible for this had a very faint idea of the law of the land. For the Ikst* 
6 ,(KX) years at least, if not more, the source of income of the Government 
lias been the land-revenue which is known as the Rajastea and the idea is 
that the Government of India as an entity would have no connection with it. 
The Report proposed that Farpine Relief should be made wliolly provincial 
and that a certain amount should he yearly set apart for this—I say that 
famine relief does not consist merely in spending money. You must be able 
to supply provisions and that at a price within the ability of the poor. 
You could not under the new conditions control foodstuffs of one province for 
the benefit of another province. There will be a hue-and-cry if_ any attempt 
IB lhadc to do so as violating provincial autonomy, and Burma rice instead of 
going to Madras, or the Punjab wheat instead of going to the United Provinces 
where a famine might be raging, might be shipped away probably outside 
India to far distant lands and for the benefit of other people where they 
could be sold at a higher profit. But if this view is not accepted by the 
provinces who are likely to be ■ more affected, it is perhaps not for Bengal to 
pire ad'vice where euch is not wanted. But Bengal wants that in this new 
disttibution she should be fairly and justly treated. 


! Practically no argument is adduced as to why Customs and Income-tax 
should be made wholly Imperial. The Committee accepts the redistributiun 
prbpoeed in the Joint Report as being approved by the Joint Select Committee 
^ n^ament, although there is not one word either for or against the pro¬ 
posed diatribution so far as the published report would show. Tho report on 
ladiap Constitutional Reforms admits^ that Income-tax is but'the industrial 
‘ipoantarpart of the lAud-revenue derived from agriculture, but would not 
"I^Hbt it to the provinces because in some cases thejre would be a possibility of 
aoino eAaiim of a share in another province. That agreement, even valid, 
<:w<Mdd onlfhiilbe an agreement for division of the inoorne between two or three 
ffHmnees and not few its allotment to the Goverhlhent of India. Similarly 
tt tbortMkae of Gustoms there appear to bo very strong grounds for making 
cntotcnia dutiAR. anAciallv exDort duties. Drovincial. I shall examine the 
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matler in detail in conneetion wit^ ^ejl^rd resolaticm pn fhts 8ubj«Ptf bnt 
fche-rMeston Committee tyKjcli was, appcnnl^ certainly td go mto tbe. matto^ 
in detail and to examine the whole (^hestion eoioitably had not done! ' / 

Under the present system Bengal out of a total inoon^ of Rfi. '117^ crores 
paj's about 20 erores .to the Imperial Government, while Madras pi^s lli 
crores out of 20 orores, Bombay 10^ orores out of Bs. SO erorest, while the Unitea 
Provinces pays about cforoff out of ISf orores ; and praotioally Onder the 
readjustment proposed in the Meston Report the sau^ inequality of indinsot 
contribution will be maintained, while Bengal will be forced to pay a 
standard contribution of 19 per cent, of fhe deficit the Government of' 
India—a contribution greater than the United Provinces, which has a far 
larger population, has to make. 


The difficulty of the financial settlement was. admitted by the joint 
authors of the report, and in paragraph 207 of their report it was laid .down 
that the proposals made therein wore for seven years only—an ad iinienm 
arrangement—and that a fair and permanent arrangement was to be made by 
the First Statutory Commission whe/i the matter could presumably be mathe¬ 
matically examined. But no, the Committee admits that they have no 
means of properly evaluating the indirect contributions that will be made by 
the provinces, like Bombay or Bengal, but yet they could not shrink-from the 
task of fixing the permanent share of contribution towards deficit to be paid 
by each Provincial Government. The proposal made in the Repcnrt for the 
provincialisation of General Stamps is only a sop to Bihar and Burma so 
that Bengal and Bombay should be loft aloue to fight the question of Income- 
tax. This only hi<le8 the inequitability and injustice of the whole scheme of 
,distribution. The whole question of permanently fixing a share of contri¬ 
bution can only lie dealt with after the groundwork has been fully explored 
and a proper data obtained as to the siiare of revenue to be credited to each ^ 
province, and then the share can be fixed according to population. But the 
Committee would not leave it to the future when only the proper ^ata can bp ^ 
found. 


In paragraph 23 of their Report the Meston Committee say that in 
making their recommendation they considered established programmes of 
taxation and expenditure and legislative and administrative expectations and 
habits. But in paragraph 13 they admit that the estimates of normal expendi¬ 
ture in each province are strongly contested, and in paragraph 16 that they 
have been unable to accede to schemes of future expenditure to whiok apeoial 
importance was attached. 1 do not know what the other provinces have got 
to say in the matter, but I would protest stro^y against the manner in which 
Bengal has been treated. On their own ostim^ the Committee have come 
to the ccmclusion that on the existing basis of expenditure Bengal will gain 
Rs. 40 lakhs a year. The Committee, however, do not take into acoogiijkt the 
increased annual recurring exp^diture on account of tbc reponstructioif ot 
University education in Bengal amounting to more than Rs. 40 lakhs as the 
result of the recommendations of the Calcutta University Cottimiss^. The 
policy which will have to be carried out by the MinitiierB on the lines to be 
laid down in the new University Act to beintroduced and passed in the 
September sossion of the Itidian LegiMative Ccnnoil was ahaotmoed'W His 
Excellency the Viceroy long before the announcement of tt« pdlioy ol Consti¬ 
tutional Reforms by the Secretary of State in the British Parnanieiit and 
evidently the success of the new policy will depend oA the promptitode and 
effioiency with which the Ministers will be able to carry out the scheme* ; The 
wMe of the supposed ^increase ^8 away <at a stroke aeal^omW the new 
adjustments Bengal ba^|^tually not oidy , nC inciealm of reims^ 
gi^iuHy increasing deficit as the oontribat]^ tc the Inditm 
year hy*yii^r. . Then ttere is the whole ^etlmn ci ddttold^ to be 

'/laaH'. ophlAh in 'hKiA Mkman# in JUi* 
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aitliough we had the benefit of the experience of a Director of Public 
Instruction indented from England who was supposed to have first-hand 
knowledge of the system there and should have been able to push through 
the system of popular education here. The Santitation Department has been 
ayated^tioally starved here and a large number'of matured sanitary sohomes 
which have been approved administratively have been pigeonholed on account 
of the economy that had to bo observed under in-)tructions from the Govern¬ 
ment of India since the war broke out. 

Moreover, it is a facr. that this Government has been the least progressive 
administration in India not only compared with the other larger provinces, 
but also with the Punjab and Burma, whose case seems to have called for 
gpeoial compassion from the (Jomlnittoe as will bo seen from the staiidard of- 
expenditure given below, and it will be necessary to make up the leeway in 
Bengal more than in ocher provinces.

Further we must consider that the Obtimate in the present Budget for , 
the reorganization of the Indian and the Provincial Civil' Services amounting 
to Ks. 10,63,000 as the result of the recommendations pf the Public Services 
Commission are quite inadequate on account of the increase of pay sanctioned 
being higher than those estimated by the Public Services Commission. Provi¬ 
sion will have to be made for the revision of the scale of salary for the Edu¬ 
cational Services as the recommendations of the Public Services Commission. 
The question of the revision of pay of the whole of the ministerial staff of the 
province on account of the new conditions will have to be tackled without 
•delay. This is specially urgent in Bengal where the cost of living is higher 
than in any other province. While we have all these expenditures and obliga¬ 
tions in view, the Committee under the now adjustment has not provided for 
adequate or any expanding source of income. The report says that Be.n^l 
has a low scale of expenditure and an inelastic revenue and it will receive 
only a very moderate start in its new financial career, but for direct contribu 
tiem towards India, it should pay more than any other province because of its 
•sine, intrinsic wealth and general possibilities. But jute is already taxsd—- 
once for the Government of India and secondly for the Calcutta Improvement 
Trust. Under the Village Self-Govomment Act yom will have to levy, a 
further tax on lands in rural areas in addition to the road cess which is levied 
in Bengal for the full amount of oiio anna in the rupee on the annual valua¬ 
tion in addition to land revenue. The Primary Education Act contemplated 
the levy of an education cess in case of necessity, bu are rice and tea. You 
will have to fall back on some sort of iudifect taxation, «. g., enhanced duty 
on the sales or transfers of land, but that is a source of income> which cannot 
be expected to yield much—at least not sufficient to meet the increased 
administrative needs, unless you attack some other soit of export or import or 
the inoome-tax which in the Report has been made Imperial. 

Income-tax is made Imperial because in the case of ramifying enterprises 
with their business centre in some big city the province in which the tax is 
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pa^d if! not neoesBarily the provia«eia which the income wae earned. MaHc 
first the arg'ument. Not ail enteipna^s but only ramifying enterpriBes, «nd 
even in the case of thene it is only possible that ft may not bd wshdljr earnedw 
What further justifiicaiion can there be for nUaking it vholly Imperial so 
that other provinces where tjm income-tax is not much important may not 
have much to pay tovardsthe deficits of thelmi>eriul Government ? Very wolL 
now let us examine the case of managing agents' cempaniae. A man 
in the street may ask >yhy should a firm of managing agists in Calcntta 
control coal mines in. Hihar, tea plantatioirs in Assam, and jute mills in Bengal, 
without each ooncern havipg a separate head office in each place,'and why 
from Calcutta and not from Allahabad or 5fadras? Tbe answer is that the 
firm of managing agents is"the brain of the whole organisation. The head 
office in Calcutta wires to the manager of a coalfield in the Hazartbagh 
district to send trucks of coal weekly to certain jute mills on the Hoogbty 
which they manage and 500 trucks weekly for steamers for which they ar© 
also agents and on which they ship the tea from tbe plantation they control 
in Assam. This is simply due to the efficiency of tlm 'organisation, and the 
real place of business is not where the coal is raised or tea leaf is plucked but 
in Calcutta where the sale is possible at the highest price with the minimum 
cost and trouble. It is to be remembered tliat Calcutta is the financial capital 
of India. So our point of view is this, that income-tax should he credited to 
the province where it is raised and that in all provinces. It will be said *lhat 
this will increase the deficit of the Government of India, but if all provinces 
are made to contribute ratably there will be no deficit. The criterion in 
this new distribution should not be that no province should in any circum¬ 
stance contribute towards the deficit of the Government of India, but that when 
everything is supposed to start from a new point of view every endeavour should 
be made to arrive at an equitable adjustment. The utmost that can be urged 
is that in case of ramifying enterprises some portion of the revenue derived 
from income-tax should be credited to other provinces where some factories 
may be situated. This, however, is a matter for a settlement between tbe 
particular province concerned as to the proportion in which the tax is to be 
shared and not a question as to why none of these should get anything and that 
the whdie should be appropriated,by the Government of India. Let me now 
examine the case of Cnstoms. I propose that Customs should bo made Pro¬ 
vincial, but I see that some of my friends around me are not so sanguine as 
to its justification. Why? It is said that because Bombay and Calcutta are 
the main gates of import and export it is not reasonable that the taxes on< 
import and export ^ould be appropriated by Bombay and Bengal. I would 
answer, look to the coast lines from the border of Persia to that of Siam with 
innumerable harboura having more natural advantages than either of these 
ports ; why should merchandise fi:nd its way mainly through these sources ? 
Then, again, if the United Provinces with its rich soil watered by the Ganges 
and tbe Jamna and their innumerable canals get the full benefit to be 
derived from tbe produce of the soil, if the Punjab with i^ magni^cent 
river system and the canals on which so much has been spent by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India gets the benefit to be derived from these, I do not see any 
reason why Bengal and Bombay should not derive advantages from the 
situation of their ports. Even, however, if we give up these advantages for 
the benefit of others we are oertaibly entitled to the incomp that may in the 
strieiest sense be said to be derived from the people of Bengal. Take the case 
of jute. Unddr the drders of tbe Government of India an export tax is laid on 
this produce of Bengal, yielding an income of about 21 crores of rupees. 
No one can say that the'tax on jute cannot be localised or that it is not purely 
paid by the people of Bengal. Take the case of tep and other exports 
on which a tax is levied. Certainly by the use of a specified kind of form the 
of origin of these thin^ that are exported ban' easil^ be ascertained and 
the tax localised. 
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We may now proceed to the case of imports. The existing statistics 
do not hel'p us much as to how much of the imports into Calcutta or Bombay 
are sent by railjo other provinces. Bt>t I think it is not necessary to compile 
decaile^statistics to show that proportionately to population Bengal pays a 
larger^mount than any other province. The biggest item of tax is the duty 
on cloth, and everyone knows that imported cloth is mainly consumed in 
Bengal where the village weavers of ordinary cloth have largely disappearecL 
Then take the case of sugar. Imported sugar is not much consumed beyond 
BengaL . The next item is foreign liquors. 1 would not grudge any province 
which would claim tjiat proportionately to its population the province con~ 
sumes and therefore pays a large amount, but my impression is that even in 
this itomy Beugfal, which has a larger European population than any other 
province, pays a proportionately high amount. The next item is tobacco 
Here also I would claim that this article is more consumed in Bengal than 
outside it. What I would specially ask for is this—that if for the present the 
whole of the Customs is not provincialised, at least the tax on jute which 
can be localised should be made over to Bengal, and that a special procedure 
should be prescribed for ascertaining the proportion of the imported or 
exported articles that are consumed or produced in the province where they 
are originally imported or from which they are exported, and when they are 
re-exported to other provinces for consumption or brought from other pro¬ 
vince. so that the value of the indirect contribution of each province 
towards the Government of India may be specifically and truly ascertained. 

The Report of the Meston Committee is biassed and unfair so far aS 
Bengal is concerned. The Report on Indian Constitutional Reforms and tUo 
Meston Committee Report both proceed on the assumption that as in Bengal 
the land is perinanently settled Bengal has under no circumstances any right 
to complain. The Meston Committee states that the indirect contributi(m 
now paid and Id be paid in future under the proposed award by Bengal 
towards the Government of India has been fully taken on to account, although 
the public and certainly we of Bengal would have liked to see the actual 
figures for which credit has been given to be published and checked. 
Admittedly, Bengal pays the highest amount in indirect taxation and yet the 
Committee thinks itself perfectly justified in fixing the contribution of direct 
taxation to be levied by the Government of India from Bengal at 19 per cent. 
of the deficit and from the United Provinces which have a larger population 
than Bengal, of which the President was the former Lieutenant-Governor, 
at I8^wr cent. only. The Committee do not give any indiejation even of the 
principles, far from giving any figures, op which they have based their oalcu- 
latinns, perhaps thinking that then it would not stand criticism for a minute. 
Too much is made in the Report as to the economy shown by certain pro¬ 
vinces during the war, but as I havo already pointed out in connection with 
the first resdution that so far ns the total cost of administration is Confterned 
Bengal proportionately to its population afiends less than Bombay, Madras, the 
United Provinces, the Punjab or even Burma, and when we know how large 
a sharo of this goes to tho police ilepartmeiit, it is no wonder that Bengal 
will have U) make a greater leeway in respect of sanitation and education, 
eto., than any other province under the Reform Scheme. 

From the Budget figures of 1920 it, would appear that^ out of a tdtal 
revenue of Rs. 3,1457 lakhs raised in Bengal, the province got only 
Ra. 729-81 lakhs. Madras got Rs. 866-5 lakhs out of Rs. 1,998-6 and the 
United Provinces Ks. 813’03 out of Rs. 1,376*7, and Bombay Rs. 1,038 2 lakhs 
out of Rs. 3,138 lakhs. The figures for, Bengal and Bombay ho .doubt 
include tine income from sale of .opium and from the mint, respectively. If 
these ^wo incomes be deducted we have for Bengal Rs. 2,760 76 lakhs ami 
lor Booibay 8,000 lakhs. We have then the fact that Bengal out of a total 
inoorae of more than 27^ crores pays about 20 ct'ores to the Imperial Govern- 
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f>., about 8-lUba, Madras out of a totals income of about 20 crores 
paj'S to the Imperial Government about 11^ orores, c.e., about ll-20thei or a 
little more than a-half. Bombay out of an inooine of about 30 crores pays 
about 19^ crores to the Imperial Government, t.a.,-^oths, while the United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh. pays about 5f rd crores out of a total revenue 
of about IS^ths crores, i.e., fths or less than half. We have the fact ihat 
Bengal oven now makes the largest contribution to the Government 
‘of India. The Committee practically admit that the indirect contribution 
from Bengal is very high and according to the peculation is certainly higher 
than th^t of the United Provinces or Madras. Yet tbe^Committee propose 
that the final contribution from Bengal should be greater than any. other 
province. The only possible permanent basis can be the pefeentago of 
population—each province paying the percentage of the deficit that the i>er- 
oentage of the population 6t that province bears to total population. But this 
percentage should be levied only when the initial distribution of revenue is 
just to every province without any taint of favouritism and when proper 
account is taken of the indirect contribution paid by each. The initial 
distribution: so far as Bengal is concerned is^ inequitable. As regards 
indirect contribution, the Committee 'say that they have takeli this into 
account. But they do not mention the amount to be credited to each province 
for this, nor do they publish any figure or adduce any principle by which this 
can be calculated, but on the other hand admit that no exact calculation 
can be made. Yet the Committee recommend that Bengal which pays the 
Government of India proportionately to its revenue and also absolutely the 
largest amount of indirect revenue should also pay directly a contribution 
larger than is warranted by the number of its population.” 

Tke Hen’bto Mr. Watson-Smyth said 

My Lord, as representing the Bengal Chamber of Commerce I have been 
told by the lion'ble mover that it is necessary for me to speak to his reso¬ 
lutions, and BO I obediently do as he tells me. but perhaps not quite in the way 
that he expects. The whole subject* is a highly technical one and very 
difficult for anyone to understand.whose mind is not trained in the method of 
Government finance. 

I liave read Lord Meston’s report very carefully, and I must admit that 
I find it more easy to understand than the sp)eech of the hon’ble mover, 
a copy o! which h^ very kindly sent me in advance, so I had an opportunity 
of studying that too. 

Lord Meston had a very difficult task, and ho was exposed to adverse 
criticism because he was one of the financial advisers of those who were 
responsible for the Montagu-Chelmsford report as the hon'ble mover has 
been quick to point out. 

In my humble opinion, however, he did his task extremely well in many 
ways. 1 do not quarrel with his method of arriving at the contribution of 
each province to the.-Government of India deficit. Let those percentages 
stand, I do not object to income-tax being taken by the central exchequer. 
The arguments, in my opinion, in its'favour far exceed those against it. 1 do, 
however, object very strongly to the central Government taking all the 
customs duty. Here is an item which very readily divides itself into two 
separate heads, viz., import taxes and export taxes. Let import taxes be 
allotted by all means to the central Government, but surely export taxes are 
absolutely and entirely provincial. The export duty on jute, for instance, is 
paid entirely by Bengal, and should belong to Bengal. The suggestion, ^there- 
fore, that I have to make on behalf of the Ben|^ Chamber of Gtnnmerce * is 
this ; make all export duties provincial ; this will of course very largely 
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iooraaie thfe Goverament of India deficit. Apply the Meston (Committee'a 
peroatatagea to the increased'deficit; thia will mean a larger windfall (aS' Lord 
Meston.put it) and a larger contribution to the central Government, but ijt 
gives us a tax which is purely a provincial tax capable of development and 
v^ieh l^puld never have been allotted to the central Government at all. 

There m one other thing which I have to say. The hon’ble mover 
calls attention to the fact^ that land is permanently settled in Bengal, aijd 
that both the report pn Indian Reforms and the Meston Committee make use 
of this to tell Bengal that she has no right to complain. Tliis is correct and 
the answer the Chamber give to^tbe hon’ble mover is this : let the first 
act of the new Reformed CouncU Gp the introduction of a Bill to abolish the 
pernaanent settlement and then the finances of this province will become 
vastly more elastic.” 

Vm IlM’bto Mr. P. G. Mlttsr said 

“My Lord, I agree with the Hon’ble Mr. Watson-Smyth about his 
suggestion of dividing custom duty into two parts, viz., export and import 
duty. As regards oxiwrt duty, although there are very many valuable 
commodities exported from India, export duties are levied principally from 
jute, in other parts of India, e.g. from Bombay, about 40 crores of rupees 
worth of raw cotton are exported, over 30 crores of rupees worth of wheat 
are exported^rom other parts of India, but not a single pice of export duty 
is levied from those cotnm(xiitiea. Over 25 crores is the value of exports of 
seeds and copra exported and not a single picc is levied on that. It is not 
necet^sary to multiply instances, but of ail the principal and more valuable 
commodities jute is the only commodity on which there is an export duty, 
and on that account Bengal paid <inring 1919-20 two crores and thirty-eight 
lakhs of rupees to the Imperial Cxoverument. The only other comparatively 
important commodity on which there is an export duty is rice, but the 
amount paid on this account is much smaller as compared with jute. 
However, if we ask the Government of India and the Joint Committee to 
provincialise all export duties, we shall be on safe ground as also on just 
grounds. It will be quite open to Bombay to levy an export duty on her 
cotton, but at present she levies none. It will be quite open for the other 
provinces to levy other export duties. The deficit of the central Government 
will not be very largo, and whatev^er the deficit m.ay he, as my honourable friend 
Mr. Watson-Smyth has pointed out, it c-an bo adjusted by a larger contribu¬ 
tion, and the larger contribution will at the same time he»a more just contri¬ 
bution, because the other provinces have got a windfall. Madras suddenly 
finds herself richer by over two croies. The United Provinces has got a 
similar windfall; and if we are ro ask them to contribute a little more, it would 
not be either unfair or unjust. 

About income-tax, I agree generally with the hon ble mover. In 
the first place we must remember that in ordinary income-tax, super-tax 
and excess profits tax Bengal oontrihuted handsomely last year. It was some¬ 
where Jiear eleven crores of rupees, and it is ten times the contribution of 
Madras, and out of this about 80 cent, was levied from our local mills, 
industries, etc. 

So that the specious arguments used in the Montagu-Chelmsford report 
and repeated in the Meston Committee’s report, fall to the ground. As 
regards the question of the income being earned in other places, it is as has 
been pointed out by the hon’ble mover, where the head office of the 
business is, there the capital is found, and the earning takes place. Merely 
raisiit'g ooal in Bibar does not necessarily mean that the business is worked 
at a profit in Bihar because the question of profit can only arise after the same 
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is earned. This was also pointed out to Lord Mbston. It was also pointed 
wit to him that in England, it has always Iteen hold that where ths head¬ 
quarters lie, there the income-tax is payable. 

There is one point in Mr. Watson-Smyth’s speech, which I cannot pass 
unchallenged. He said that one of the first acts of the Reforiried Council 
shall be to do away with the permanent settlement. I have no doubt that if 
my hon'ble friend arid the members of the Chamber of Commerce would 
discuss the matter with us sitting rtmnd a table, they will be the first to 
agree that if the permanent settlement goes, then their business will go too. 
What is the position in Benval ? In Bengal the total land revenue is 12 
crores and 49 lakhs of rupees—for these figures I refer my friend to the 
Laud-revenue Administration report—out of wliich two crores and seventy- 
six lakhs of rupees are paid as Land Revenue, leaving about nine crores of 
rupees to bo divided between 30 lakhs of persons of the land-holding class, so 
that the average incora-i of a landlord does not exceed Rs. 30 a year, jpid 
if you take into account big incomes like that of my hon’ble friend the 
Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan and other territorial magnates, then 
the average comes to perhaps 20 rupees a mouth. Since 1793, when the 
permanent settlement was first introduced most of the original zamindars 
with whom such settlement was elTected have sold their properties to others 
who paid for the same. Is it proposed to coi fiscate their rights without pay¬ 
ing for their properties ? 1 trust the Hon’ble Member for the Chamber of 
Commerce does not propose this. If so, how is the State to gain and in 
what way is the permanent settlement to be done away with ? Since 1793 a 
large number of middle men have been created. If you disturbed the 
permanent settlement ten years after it was created, the question would have 
been ditiereiit. If you attempt to disturb it now you will convulse society in 
Bengal in a staggering manner. As I have already pointed out the avernge 
income of a landlord in Bengal is 20 or 30 rupees a year. The result of 
unsettling the pennanent settlement will be to take away the rights of l.he^ 
poorer middle classes and. what is worse, the raiyats as a class will be 
undone. The total rent-roll of raiyats, as I have already pointed out, is 
about 12 crores and 49 lakhs. If you do away with the permanent settle¬ 
ment. then the total rent-roll will not be less than 50 crores, or in other 
words, the raiyats of Bengal, the poorest of the poor, will have to pay about 
30 crores more. There will be far less free circulation of money with the 
result that trade, commerce and industries will be paralysed. There is 
another point which I would ask my hon’ble friend to consider. Perhaps ho 
thinks by getting ^id of the permanent settlement he will be taxing the rich 
only. Par^oxical though it may seem, the zamindars of Western Bengal 
will gain much, at any rate, pn paper. If the zamindari system of temporary 
settled estates of the United Provinces and Orissa be introduced, then 85 
per cent, of the profits will be left to the zamindars. I have in mind a big 
estate in Bengal the gross rent-roll of which at present moment is about 63 
or 64 lakhs and the revenue about 52 lakhs. If that estate be settled 
temporarily, then the gross rent-roll will perhaps be nearly 2 crores of rupees 
and the income on paper will perhaps be over 60 lakhs of rupees, but one can 
easily realise how difficult it will be to collect 2 crores where at the present 
moment less than half that amount is collected with so much difficulty. It 
is commonly believed that unsettling the permanent settlement will mean 
prosperity to Bengal but I say emphatically that it will mean nothing 
but ruin to Bengal. I hope and trust that before an influential hbdy like 
the Chamber of Commerce takes upon himself to form an opinion upon a 
question of such importance as this it will go into the matter properly ; at an> 
rate it should consider how unsettling the permanent settlement would affect 
Iheir interest. I would ask them to take into consideration the fibres for 
Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the United Provinces and Madras, the as to 
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pepttlEtion and area, the figures aS to trade and eommeroe; the' figures-as to 
inoome^tax and the figures as to export duty. If they really probe into the 
matter they will find that the interests of those who represent the Chatisbet 
of Commerce will be quite as much affected as the interests of the aamindars, 
tenure-holders and the raiyats of Bengal. 

Tba Nflpila Bahu KIthorl Mohan Chaudhuri said 

‘‘ My Lord, there is one most important point which I wish to press, and 
that is, that there should be no indirect contribution. Whatever oontribh- 
tion is to be made, let it be injide under one general head. My idOh ia 
whatever revenue depends upon the general prosperity of the people should 
be considered as local revenue, and if the central Government takes a portion 
of it, let it be taken in a direct wdy. Income-tax and customs duty are two 
sources of revenue which can be expanded, and if these two sources are 
taken away there would remain nothing for us. 

The suggestion that the permanent settlement, should be done away 
with does not appeal to mo. It would do no good to the country. It is a 
debatable point. All along the cry has been that wherever there is no 
permanent settlement it should be introduced there. Now it is an admitted 
fact that Bengal peasants are more prosperous than those of other provinces 
whore there is no permanent settlement. 

It the proposition is accepted that these also should be considered as 
direct contribution, then it will be found that the burden on Bengal is far 
more heavy than on any other province. All those things ought to, be 
considered. 

With these words. I suppoit the resolutions.”

The Hon’ble Sir Henry,Wheeler said;— 

My l^rd, the four resolutions which are before the Council are some¬ 
what length'.- in form, but the purport of them can be summed up in a sen¬ 
tence, namely that the province, as represented by the Legislative Council, 
is not sati.sfied with the award of the Meston Committee. 

Your Ex.cellency has already explained that we propose to treat the de¬ 
bate as an opportunity for non-official opinion to express itself, and I do 
not therefore propose to argue the official case for the province in detail. 
In the first place, it is unnecessary for me to do so, sincejso far as the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Joint Committee are ('oncerned, our representation on 
t he subject is already in their hands. A month ago we forwarded an expres¬ 
sion of our opinion on the Meston Report to the Government of India, _ and 
no doubt that has already gone home, and in fulness of time will be published 
along, I am afraid, with similar letters of protest from other provinces. 
It was remarked to me at the time by one of the members of the Meston Coth- 
mittee that he had already discovered that they were concerned, not so much 
with an enquiry into the facts, as with the settlement of a provincial dog 
fight. I am afraid there is a certain amount of truth in that, and that no 
province will be satisfied. However, we have lodged an expression of our 
views. 

Secondly, it is not easy for me to argu.e the official case in detail, since it 
is etiquette that correspondence between the provincial Government and the 
Government of India and the Secretary of State should not be made piibjic 
while it is in progress, especially, as oOcnsicnally happens, when we do not 
happen to see eye to eve with those above us, and it would be a breach of 
etiquette for me to reproduce in a speech the purport of the arguments that 
we adduced in our letter. 
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lUit in fairrvss to ourselves and I think, in justice to tiie Iii^islative 
Coundl, we are entitled to sa^ so much; that we are in empathy with the 
resolution in so far as it means what I have already said, tW> as a province, 
we are not satisfied with .the award of the Committee, which is the view'we 
expressed to the Government of India. To the general lines of our eontention 
I referred briefly at the end of the budget debate, namely, that it is not fair 
to judge the contributions of the different, provinces to Central Govern¬ 
ment solely on heads which ^e provincial under the fteforiti Sishe^e of 
finance; but that, in order to arrive at a fair distribution, regard diould bo 
^ had to all the monies taken from each province by the Imperial Government, 
more particularly under the heads of inepme-tax and customs, including 
export duties. Following on that, that if regard is paid to all the monies so 
taken, Bengal’s and Bombay’s contributions to the (^vernment of India are 
far in excess of those from any other province, and therefore, it cannot be 
fair to assess the ultimate contribution of Bengal higher than that of an^ 
other province. That, in brief, is our argument, and it will be eeea that it 
resembles very closely that adopted by the Hon’file Member. 

Two minor points arise on the actual wording of the resolutions. It 
will be seen that they recommend telegraphing the purport of the speeches 
to the Government of India, and, further, direct communication with the 
Joint Committee. We cannot, of course, communicate direct with the 
Joint Committee, and it will probably delay rather than expedite matters to 
send a too lengthy telegram of the debate, but we will at once communicate 
to the Government of India, the purport of to-day’s discussion, and to the 
extent that it coincides with the views that we, as a local Government, have 
already expressed ourselves, we welcome the fact that we find the non-official 
Inembers of this Council in accord with us. 

The Non'ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray eaid- 

“ My Lord, as regards the last portion of the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler’s 
speech, I have only one observation to make. Your Excellency is aware that 
a few days ago a notice appeared in the papers that tiie Joint Committee 
would shortly finish their deliberations. So if we are now to communicate to 
them through the Government of India, it would take a very long time. A 
telegram may be sent to the Joint Committee and the Secretary of State 
informing them that we are going to send this through the Government of 
India also. ^ That may be one of the ways in which this question may be 
scJved. Otherwise it might take a-very long time for us to communicate to 
the Government of India and th«n by them to the Secretary of State and the 
Joint Committee. In that case it were useless to have this discussion at all. 

Then with reference to the subject matter of the resolution I may say 
that I have consulted some of ray friends here, and they are unanimously of 
opinion that we ought to have the income-tax too, and I agree with them. 
This is all I have got to say.” ' 

Tbe Praildant said 

“ I think I can relieve the anxiety of the hon’ble member with regard to 
the method of proced ure which we intend to follow for making the wishes of 
the non-official members known to the Joint Committee. The Government of 
India have already been informed that the non-official members of this 
Council desire that the expression of their opinion should roach the Joint 
Committee, and the Government of India have asked us to telegraph the 
result of to-day’s discussion as soon as the debate is over. .Sp.ths bpn’ble 
Member may rest assured that the information .will 'rqaoh the Joint 
Committee immediately.” 

The resolutions were then put and agreed to.

He said:— 

**My Lord, it is, of course, wellknown that these four seats are in 
addition to the 12*seatB allotted to the European commerce. As regards the 
representation of the European commerce, the Southborough Committee 
-- observed as follows—I read from page 11—‘ It will be noted that the amount 
of representation given to European commence in Bengal is larger than in 
other provinees ; this step we hold to be justified by the importance of 
Ekmopean commerce in that province.* This is rather important in connec¬ 
tion with the representation given to the general European constituencies. 
Admittedly the representation given to commerce is excessive as compared 
with the othbr provinces. Originally, my Lord, your Excellency’s Govern¬ 
ment pressed four members for tbe European constituency. The Franchise 
Committee, however, recommended two—one to Calcutta and the other to the 
rest of the Presidency. Even these two seats being somewhat dispropor¬ 
tionate to the number of Europeans, it appears to me that the Southborough 
Committee offered something like an apology which will be found on page 11 
of the report of the Franchise Committee. We find this on page 8 :—‘As 
regards £ur<]^eatt8 our action needs hut little justification beyond an appeal 
both to history and existing facts. We shall subsequently deal with the repre¬ 
sentation of European commerce and industry, but in addition we feel that the 
European community as such is entitled to separate representation. There are 
matty interests, such as those of professional men. government and private 
emgtlcgtees, eduoationists, missionaries and the like, which would not be ade¬ 
quately represented by members selected primarily on liebalf of the capital* con¬ 
cerned in commercial and industrial activities.’ 'rhis isA reason which we find 
ourselves unable to accept. The 12 gentlemen who represent the European 
oemmeroe are certainly able to represent the proressional European men, 
Oevernipent imd private empires and so on. That was the recommendation 
of.the Pt^chiSe Committee. Then we have to’see what was tbe attitude of tjae 
Joint $e)eot Gt^nmittee.

I make special menTitxi' of 
the Indian Association not because that that body is entitled to greater 
weight than other bodies, but because the Indian Association are a body of 
people who; it is well known, are satisfied with the reforms : they are rf 
opinion that the reforms are adequate and satisfactory. Ther«^ore when thSy 
complain it ought, to be taken that there is some substance jn' that compltdnt. 
This is the resolution that was passed by the Indian Assooiation :— 


‘ The Association records its emphatic protest sfif^dnst the recommends 
tion of Government to alhit four additional seats to the Europeans in Bengal 
whose representation as proposed by the Southborough Committee was alread; 
excessive and quire out of prop irtioti to their numbers and their genera 
interests in the country. In the opinion of the Associatiem over-representa 
tion of tbe European community is incompatible with the scheme which i 
intended to lead to re8))onsible Government and is strongly calculated't 
jeopardise the success of the reforms in this province.’ 


Therefore, my Lord, we request that the proposal of allotting Jour mori 
seats ought to be dropped.” 


Tha Non’ble Mr. Watson*Smyth tajii \— 

“I cannot congratulate tiie hon’ble mover on his brst resolution which 
in common with the second and third, is anti-huropoan and highly provocat 
tive. However, we fluror)eans can, I am afraid, expect nothing else from th 
bon’ble mover. I should be the last to deny anyone the right to his own 
honest opinions. I can quite belieVo that it would 1>6 highly distasteful to 
felfcb hon’ble mover to see so many Europeans in the Reformed Council—in 
fiftot I have no doubt that a Council consisting of any one besides the hon’ble 
mover would be considered by him to be over-stocked. But ho must 
have some reason for moving so many and such highly contentious resolutions 
at a time when we all thought that discussion was in abeyance pending the 
decision of the Joint Committee at Home. The subjects have idi beentuUy 
discussed and the recommendations, both of this Government and the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, formulated, and it is left to the JUiint Committee of PaVTia* 
ment to issue final orders. , . * ' .

i/' ^ thought, however, that I in any way question the sincerity 
or honesty of his convictions. I*am quite prepared to believe that the idea 
of having to sit with so many pjuropeans in the new Council is really distaste¬ 
ful to him, and I will, with all humility, suggest a remedy which might suit 
both him and us. I suggest that be place himself at the feet of the Mahat- 
xi^ Gfindhi and inibibf) from him tiu) elonion^H of.non-co-operation. This will 
entail his withdrawal from this Council and the abandonment of any idea of 
sitting in the next. In doiiij^ this he will gain j)eace for his soul and earn 
the eternal gratitude of us, his colleagues.

This basis 
has, however, been cimnged ; extra seats have been added hero and there, 
all at the request of you hen'ble gentleirien and those wliom you represent, 
until the proposed number of the new Council far exceeds the number on 
which the Franchise Committee liased their recommendation. 

’We arc only asking for onr numbers to he proportionately raised, to main¬ 
tain opr percentage. Surely there is nothing grasping in this. Surely there is 
nothing in this that a really fair-mindcj incmher of this Council can find fault 
with, and BO I appeal to my Moderate friends to give us fair play in this 
matter. I ask tliem to judie this qiiesiioii entiivly on its m(3rits and 
not to sacrifice all chances of our working togiUher. to the Wr of losing a few 
votes at the coming elections. If this resolution is passed, it will certainly 
dishearfbn those who hope that the Moderates#and Europeans will work in 
harmony tc^ether and it will tend to drive us Into perpetual op; osition. 

And after all you are not deciding this question. The number of our 
neats will depend on the decision of the Joint Committee at Home, on which 
Committee you Indian gentlemen have many good friends. Let them there¬ 
fore decide on the mal»)rial before them and do not try and prejudice onr case 
by allowing this resolution to be cabled Home as representing the opinion of 
this Council. I feel convincoil that many of my Indian friends will play the 
game towards us, and vote against this resolution.” 

'Hm Htii'Mt itliii KIshorl Mohan Ghaudhuri aalil:— 

** My Lord, originally I liad no mind to say anything on this resolution., 
btR T^see that really something has been done for the European community 
fir^n WoeSB of the recommendation of the Joint Committee. There was a 
shgiis^tiod, by the Joint* Comra’Uee\that thej« should be a readjusttpent 
tbkt foirr adilitional seats have been allotted to them, but to increase 
teems rather disproportionate. 
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Lcannot understand why my hon’ble friend Mr. WatsoA-Smyth han need 
the threat that if anythmg is said against it then all hope for ooK^peration 
between the two parties will be gone. 1 oannot understand why stteh things 
should be said : similar things nught be said by others. A samindar imfl^ 
likewise oome forward and say that if their party is not prc^rly represented 
then all hope of oo'-operation will be gone. I am not oonvinced of the reason'* 
ableness of the ai^uments put forward by my hon’bi^e friend Mr. Watson*

Whilst I 
sympathise with my friend in his demand for an additional seat for the 
district Irom which he comes, the division he represents, and the community 
to which he belongs, I am afraid I oannot support him in his demand for the 
reduction of European. Anglo-Indian or Muhammadan seats. I say ‘ Muham* 
madan scats ’ because I find that his resolution No. 28 is directed against the 
Muhammadans.” 


Tha Mon’bla Babn Akhil Chaadra Datta said 

” My resolution does not aim at reducing the Muhammadan scats. ” 


Tha Haa’hla Or. Abdalla-al-MaMua Dabrawardy (aaatiaaiad) aald^ 

” But that is what 1 understand from my rending of it- The hon’ble 
member has not advanced any argument worth the name in support of his 
contention that the numlier of European seats should be reduced. The 
increase of European scats by 4, if I am not mistakon, is the result of the 
increaso of the total strength of the Council. The proportion of seats allotted 
to the various communities remains undisturbed. If my hon’ble friend 
argues that the nupiber of European seats ought to be reduced because the 
Europeans are numerically small, I should like to know why the number of 
Hindu seats sliould be in exoess of their numerical strength. 

l am afraid that the spirit in which my hon’ble friend has approa^»*d the 
question of allotment of seats to various communities is not calculated to 
make for Hindu-Moslem unity or Indo-European co-operation whioK is 
essential for tbe successful working of the new Council.

^3^ , Lord, this is the first of a series of resolutions dealings with the 
craip^tion of the future Council and the electoral franchise. Since it has 
®’^®dW^n decided, as in the case of the resolutions on the recommendations ' 
OT the Financial Relations Committee, that only non-official opinion should 

expressed on these resolutions, I intend only to explain in a few words 
the reason of the jj^ecommendations made by the local Groyernment in eac^ 
particular instance. But, before doing so, 1 would like to make two general 
remarks which are applicable to all these resolutions. In the first place, the 
matter does not rest with this Council or with the local Government; the 
tnles win be made by the Governor General in Council, with the sanction of 
.® ^^rotary of State, and practically, under the procedure adopted, they 
will be made, as Mr. Watson-Smyth has remarked, with the concurrence 
and Approval of the Joint Committee. Secondly we are not writing upon 
a clean slate. As the Council is aware, when the composition of the new 
Counc^ was first taken up in detail, the iUethod adopted was the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee under Lord Southborough. To that committee the 
local, Qovei^ament matte proposals, and Lord Southborough’s Committee 
considered them; they, in their turn, made recommendatiohs to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, who'examined them and sent them on to the Secretary of 
Stote and the Joint Committee. The latter finally gave certain specific 
directions as to the nmdifications of which they approved. Where no 
specific direction was ^yen by the Joint Committee, it has always been con¬ 
ducted, and concluded rightly, that the issue was a dosed one; that is to say, 
that tike Joint CommittM accepted the, recommendations of the South¬ 
borough Ckmunittee. We can now therefoie only work within the limits of 
what naa been accepted or of what has been ordered to he changed, and we 
have not a free dteoretion to reconstruct ^e whole Council, even if we wished 
to do so. This is particularly applicable to those resolutions, which will 
<teine later, recommending the reopening of certain questions which have 
mready been decided. 

Beterfiog to‘^lis-paHicuteri resolution the justification of the original 
ipropdsale of Mte local (^vernmmit will be found in the unanimous resohiticm 
ed % a lOQmnrittee of this Council in November 1918, when

That is the ford ed the proceedings, Smd <m that repord ^ 
framed our proposals, and it is £ar eaemr to ^ merits of this ^eS' 
tion, if, also as the Hon. Mr. Watson-Smyth has pointed hat, we oonoeS^Ate 
on percents^ and not on numbere, b^uae ^ total number ot ^^leoted 
seats in the Council has varied from time to dme^ The original proposal 
of the local Govemment was for 86 members; Southborough O^oamiittee 
recommended 100, and the last proposals of Jhs local Gbvenimeiiit were for 
118. Therefore merely lookmg at the number of European seats, mis¬ 
leading conclusions are aptt to be drawn". The Council shcmld look to the 
proportion of the Europ^n seats to the total elected membership of the 
. Council. The existing proportion of European seats is 17*8 per cent., and 
lye have worked throughout on the theory tnat that proportion should be 
maintained. Hence our original su^estion for 17 European seata out of 
86 elected members. The 8outhborough Conunittes, while increasing the 
elected number of seats to 100, reduced the number of European seats to 16. 
They gave no reason for so doing, and when we came to examine their conclu¬ 
sions, we adhered to our previous recommendation, which, as I have said, 
rests on the resolution of a committee of this Council. The total number 
of elected members having risen to 118, the number of European and Anglo- 
Indian seats—because these reasons apply both to Europeans and to Anglo-. 
Indians—has be^ increased in proportion. That is the explanation of the 
addition of 4 seats which appears to have alarmed the Hon’ble Member; it 
is merely the maintenance of the proportion which we have advocated 
throughout, and which at one time was accepted by this Council. 

Tta Hoalilt Bafeu Akhll Obaadra Batta taM* 

“ My Lord, I sm perfectly aware of thiS difficulties suggested by the 
Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler because we are at a very late stage now. I can 
only Bay this in justiheatipn that this is the earliest occasion upon which we 
could possibly meet sb far as this Council is ooncomed, after the pnblioa* 
tion of the rules, etc. My Lord, referring to the atgument, which certainly 
has some force, that the number jvas originally -seialler and therefore the 
number of seats allotted to Europeans was smaller, I can 'say that (bat 
explanation certainly goes to a certain length, but does not gO ferEnough, 
because when the number waa 66, your Ex^ieaoy's Govemment propos^ 
two members ^^the European seats. Now oertainly, the moreuse from f! to 
6 is not pre^ortionate to thednerease from 86 to 142. 

Then, my Lord, 1 really do not knOW what.to say in reply to the obserra*’ 
tions of the hrst speaker. At one stage he said distinctly that be was not 
prepared to adduce any arguments, but your ExoeUency has heai^ how the 
greater portion ai his ^speech was nothing but « personal attack without 
referring to the aiguments, either good, bad or uidiferent. He said, it is 
very easy to cry down English people, and soon ; T say it is easier st^ito 
take up a position like that and poison the minds of all people by saying, 

' Well, here^B a man who wants to down the English people *; it tk very easy 
to rouse passion in the minds of people in that way. Whb 'knows who 
might not be led away by that sort of appeal ? In any oaae, he aeems to 
think that I am a solitary man who hmds this sort of vsswvand the.whole 
country does not share this view mth ms i ^ is furihetii^igffestsd that it is 
only Extremists who hold sush views. I,^ only soriymy hsn’ble 
friend overlooks facts and stern tealhies. is not one

To live in such ignorance over the actual state of things 
may 1)6 living in i paradise, but that is a paradise which is always shunned by 
all wise men* He ap^ieals to Moderates, and thinks that they will co-operate 
with him, but may I ask him what happened in this very Council Chamber 
oidy at the last session of tbe Council, on the 12th and 13tli of April last, when 
the Calcutta Rent Bill was passed*? He stretched out hift hands to them; 
‘Were they grasped by the Moderates, did they support him ? It was myself and 
those other people who shared ■ the same political opinions with me that 
supported him. He stretched his hands to the Moderates, they were not 
taken or accepted. It will not do in this Council if as a representative 
of either Europeans or Indians, if you want to do good, that is not the 
attitude that you ought to adopt; argue and reason and not simply villify. 


Mr. Smyth speaks of co-operation. I say this is raising quite a false 
issue. If we wanted to boycott the Reformed Council then and then only 
this' oontrovercy of co-operation verms non-co-operation would and could 
have some significance. But everybody knows—Mr. Smyth ought to know— 
that all classes of people in this country have decided once and for all to 
work out the Reforms for what they are worth and to make most of them. 
Once we are in the Council wu shall certainly co-operate with the Govern¬ 
ment whenever they propose something for the good of the country. At 
the same time we shall certainly withhold our co-operation whenever 
they propose anything prejudicial to the popular interests. We are not 
perverse people and shall not adopt the suicidal course of opposing the 
Government just for the sake of opposition even when they initiated bene¬ 
ficial measures of education, sanitation and other improvements. Mr, Smyth 
. read out his written notes in such a low voice that I could not catch his 
words. I enquired of my,colleagues on my right and on my left. They 
said they also could not fdlow his speech. All that we were aide to gather 
from the isolated words wo could catch is that Mr. Smj'th has indulged in 
personal vilification. I shall not stoop so low as to return abuse for abuse. 
I won’t use any unparliamentary or Undignified expression even in self- 
defence. I shall only tell him that this should not be tjie attitude of one 
who preaches co-operation in season and out of season. I am absolutely 
certain that'Mr.. Smyth and the European community at large will hereafter 
• regret the speech he has made today and will bo asbauiod of the bad taste 
which his speech htis betrayed.

The Ayes being 9 and the Noes lO the motion was lost. 
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Thi llM*feli Bibl MMI OlMldni Dlttl moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a recommenda¬ 
tion be made to tbe Government of India that such steps be taken as may be 
necessary to drop the pvoi^al of allotting to the Anglo-Indian Oommanity in 
the Reformed Bengal Legislative Council two more seats than were originally 
proposed by the Franchise Committee. 

He said:— 

“My Lord, it woobl net be jattifiable to give, the AnglO'fndianB more 
than two s^ts. That was the view of youir EtosttMievl* Gotnenibent. Tbe 
Jvranonise Committee did not accept that veoominindatiian. *mmv wesefor 
«Be seat to thC A^irlndkns. The ^flEhe Ando- 

Indian eoymnmty pmnted a qnestion of a« 1*^ 

desirable to affipd them an opportunity far poit^ thobgbt 
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that it oould not be done except through communal election.' This recom-, 
mendation of the Southborough Committee was accepted by the Joint Select 
Oommittee, that is, they also proposed to give one seat to the Anglo-Indians. 
There. 4 j|^aa no further recommendation of the Joint Committee in their 
report to increase the representation of the Anglo-Indians. But as their 
reject has been sent back for the consideration of the Local Govern¬ 
ment, they have increased the number from one to three. It has been 
observed, my Lord, that this was beyond the scope of reference. But 
I would not press that point—it is only a technical objection. The whole 
question is whether as a matter of adjustment of proportion they are entitled 
to have the number raised from one to throe. The fooling on the subject 
is that this increase is not warranted either by - their number or by their 
wealth or education or otherwise by their general status in society. Their 
total, number in this Presidency is 18,902, so that one member has been given 
to every 6,000. Of course, as regards Europeans there is this argument that they 
are more educated, more wealthy and influential people. I do not know whether 
the same view can be taken of the Anglo-Indians. Certainly the Europeans 
are mostly qommercial people, they have got a stake in the country. There 
is not the least doubt about that ; I do not know if the same thing can be 
said about the Anglo-Indians. Now, my Lord, if other communities will have 
their representation raised like this, then we should have 3,350 Hindu 
members and 4,000 Muhammadan members, or to look at it from another 
standpoint, while one member has been given to each 6,000 Anglo-Indians, 
one member has been given to each 6 lakhs of Muhammadans. 1 do not know 
whether my hort’ble friend Dr. Suhrawardy would like the Anglo-Indian 
representation to be 100 times more than the Muhammadans. Now, if we 
are to prepare a comparative statement about the extent of representation, 
then that statement would be something like this : As regards Eurc^aiis, 
one seat.for each thousand ; Anglo-Indians, one seat for each six thousand; 
Indian Christians, one-seat for 80,000 ; Hindus, one seat for lakhs ; and 
Muhammadans, one seat for 6 lakhs ; and depressed classes, one seat for one 
crore. 

So far as this.representation is concerned, oue European is equal to 6 
Anglo-Indians, 400 Hindus, 600 Musalmans, and 10.000 depressed classes ; 
one Anglo-Indian is equal^to 76 Hindus and 100 Muhammadans. These are 
facts that make it absolutely clear that they are not entitled to have their 
seats raised from one to three.” * 

TtM Nontilt Mu Klthori Moliaii Ghaudhuri saM 

“ My Lord, without taking much time I think I agree with my hon’ble 
friend the Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta, that there was no justification 
for raising the number of seats for Anglo-Indians. I think the objection is 
very reasonable, and I hope the matter will bo fairly decided by the Joint 
Committee.” 

The Hon’bie Sir Hairy Wheeler said:— 

** My Lord, the argument in this case is exactly the same as that in cem- 
nection with the previous resolution, although by splitting the matter up, the 
point bjBOomes somewhat obscure. I have endeavoured to explain to the 
Coitncil how. consistentiy with the extension of the Council, the Anglo-Indian 
and European representation had to be raised, if it was to be maintained 
-in the new Council in the same proportion as it is in the present Council. 
It th^s happened as a consequence of the increase in the total number of the 
elected seats, that we had to raise the number of European and Anglo-Indian 
membeis from 17 to 21; that is to say, we had to provide 4 more seats. Mt^r 
the distribution of these 4 seats with the representative of the 
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' o communities, we decided to allot one more seat to tke Anglo-Indians, which 
18 the reason why their number has been increased from 2 to 3. Therefore the 
argument is precisely the same as in the case of the previous resolution. 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta wants tb teke away two seats 
out of the three recommended by us for the Anfflo-Indiah community, but it 
would not meet him in any sense to transfer these additional Anglo-Indian 
seats to the Europeans. What he wants is to knock the|n off both.” 

rhe Hon’bla Mr. Latlia said 

“ My Lord, I rise once more in opr^osition to the Ijon’ble mover of this 
resolution. My friend makes it very diflicult for me to understand him. 
[ do not know whether it is due to the heat of the room or the lateness of the 
lay, but I certainly cannot follow him in his argument when he says that he 
wishes to support proportionate representation and then proceeds to destroy it 
by reduciio ad absurdum for he shows that proportionate ropreHtjntation means 
1 Council of about 45,000 members.* ' T do not think tlmt the hon’ble member 
tnows what he is talking about when ho speaks about Anglo-Indian ropre- 
lentation in this Council. My Lord, the history of the Anglo-lndmn or 
Eurasian community has been very much before .us of late, but I should like 
o point out to every member here that the definition of ‘ Anglo-Indian ’ for 
.ho purpose of the electorate of this Council includes not only those of mixed 
*ace but pure Europeans who choose to make homes in this country and to 
idopt an Indian domicile. That is the now definition of ‘ Anglo-Indian ’ for 
.he purposes of the Reformed Council, and that being so, it does not lie in the 
nouth of my hon’ble friend to talk about Anglo-Indians without knowing 
kvhom ho is Bi)eaking about. My friend has said that the proportion has got 
.0 be adjusted. Does he really think, as 1 said before, tiiat this Council 
las got to be increased, to consist of 45,000 memboi«, because that will )>e 
idjustment according to proportion ? Ho has then said that the number of 
vealthy and educated Anglo-Indians is 18,920 in this province. Again 
point out to him that he is den^ling %vith the old definition of Anglo-Indian 
IS one of mixed descent and not with the definition fur the purposes of this 
lounoil. My Lord, it may bo quito true that the Anglo-Indians have not been 
leard of in mattcr.s political up to now, they have in the past adopted an 
attitude of quiet loyalty to the throne ; they have done their work and 
lave said nothing about it; they have now become a political entity in the 
'ountry and no speech such as that of my hon’blo friend will keep them dowq. 
t has been said and it has not been contradicted that the ^backbone of the 
,rmy is the non-commissioned man. I speak, my Lord, on behalf of the 
lon-coininissioned men of that great army which helps to govern India— 
m army which includes Europeans, Angl^Indians and Indians, officials and 
lon-officiala. On their behalf I oppose this resolution." 

’he Hen’We Dr. Abduila*al-M8mun 8uhn»(irardy saM 

" My Lord, I rise to associate myself with what has fallen from my 
lon’ble friend Mr. Leslie. I have nothing more to add to what he has 
Iroady said. But I have to ask a simple question of my hon’ble* friend 
|abu Akhil Chandra Datta. Am I right in thinking that Hindu representa- 
ion is more than the Moslem representation in the Reformed Council despite 
he latter’s numerical superiority ?- If so, what are the reasons for the excess 
f Hindu representation over Moslems ? The answer to this question is the 
newer to his criticism about the weight of numbers. Number ii not the sole 
actor in determining the amount of representation Of a community. 1 am not 
1 favour of introducing racial questions in this Oounoil, but I should like to 
e clear on this point. With these i&w words I beg to expose this reiiblution.’’ 
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Bobu A. G. Datta; the President; Sir Henry Wheeler. 

fb« NM’bto Babu AUill Chaadra Datta said 

. - My Lord, there is some misconception about the-new definition of 

number that I have i^iven. The number I have given 
is ^at of the people who are covered by the new definition and not the 
number of those people who used to be known as Anglo-Indians in this 
coimtry before. .If we consult the Southborough Committee’s report we will 
fiad that there is that definition and the number of people who come under 
that definition. 

As regards Dr. Suhrawardy's remark, I do not propose to accept the 
challenge thrown out by him as it relates to a racial question. If I discuss 
this I think it will not conduce to Hindu-Muhammadan unity in this 
Council.” 

The resolution was then put and lost. 

TIm Prasfdent said 

Owing to a mistake in an entry in the previous division, the figures that 
I gave out were not correct. Four members who are absent were entered as 
having voted by a clerical error. It does not alter the result of the division 
except that it alters the number, 10 voting against and 9 hir the resolution.”

, The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chandra Datta moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a recommenda¬ 
tion be made to the Government of India that such steps be taken as mpy be 
necessary to have a rule framed under the Government of India Actt, expressly 
debarring Europeans and Anglo-Indians from contesting the two Labour seals 
in the Reformed Bengal Legislative Council. 

He said :— 

” My lord, in support of this resolution all that I need say is that this is 
a resolution which has been passed by all the representative institutions of the 
country including also the Indian Association.” * 

The Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler said:— 

“ My Lord, this resoletion has reference to constituency which is the 
direct outcome of the recommendations of the Joint Committee, which wished 
^at an attempt should be made to secure a better representation of the urban 
wage-earning class. On receipt of that recommendation we did our best 
to devise a constituency, although there are many who feel that the time is 
scarcely ripe’ in this country for a constitueney of this kind. However, it 
was not for us to argue and we did our best to create it. Ordinarily in special 
constituencies the rule is that the representative of that constituency should 
be qualified as an elector in it, that is to-say, zamindars should be represented 
by gamindars, and so on. When we came to this labour constituency, bear¬ 
ing in mind that the labour vote would be somewhat illiterate, we thought 
it would be too. restrictive to make a similar provision, namely, that labour¬ 
ers_manual and industrial-^must be represented by labourers, and we recom¬ 

mended that they should be represented by anybody qualified as an elector 
in any special or general constituency. The racial question was never raised 
by anybody and never came into our minds, and it seems to me to be inadvisable 
to introduce it now. If it is desired to ensure the representation of the 
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labour constituency by what in EngUtndas known as laiKNV* .c»uidicUvtea^^ 
unionists, or persons distinctively associated with the labour niovanent— 
names will Teadily suggest themselves to this Council of Enropeans who, 
in this country at'tlie present time, would probably satisfy that qoaMcatioiL 
more completely than many, Indians. So if tiiat is the object, why deibur 
Europeans? To impose a racial qualification is a new point which we never 
thought of, and for which there does not appear to be aaquate justification.** 

The Hon’ble Babu Akhil Chaadra Batta taM. 

“My Lord, 1 have nothing to. say in reply, except that 1 am anxious to 
make one general observation, so that I may not be misunderstood in this 
matter. As I have submitted before these are considered as grievances by the 
people. 1 thought it my duty to bring these matters to the notice of your 
Excellency's Government. This much I wanted to say to the gentleman on 
my right also. Whatever else might be said it must be admitted that if 
there is any public opinion on a certain matter, it is our humble and 
sacred duty to bring that to the notice of the Government. I do not think it 
is to the interest of any class in this country that we should conceal our 
real thought and say something outside the Council in the Congress and 
Conferences, but when we come to the Council Chamber change our tone 
and make misrepresentations of these matters to the Government. 1 do not 
think it is good for any party concornod and this is my justificatiou for 
troubling your Lordship with these matters at this stage.” 

The resolution was then put and lost.

Tbe Hon’ble Babu Akbil Cbandra Datta moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :■— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a recommenda¬ 
tion be made to the Government of India that such steps be taken as may l>e 
necessary ta allot two seats to the non-Muhammadan rural population of 
Tippera m the Reformed Bengal Legislative Council Instead of one as now 
proposed. 

He said :— 

“ My Lord, my justification for moving this resolution is this: I find, 
for instance, that the non-Muhammadan population of Jessore is smaller than 
that of Tippera, but two seats have been given to Jeasore while one has been 
given to Tippera. So far as the Southborough Committee’s report goes the 
number of voters is shown as less in Tippera than in Jessore, but it is well 
known that the estimate of figures of volers'as given in that report is rather 
incorrect, inaccurate and misleading. The only thing that is a sure and 
certain datum upon which we can proceed is the figure about population as 
given in the census report, aq^d according to that standard Tippera should 
be given another non-Muhammadan seat.” 

Tbe Hon’ble Babu Barat Chaadra Cbakrabaftty aald^ 

“My Lord, the object of my intimating that I shall speak on this 
resolution was that ifthe learned mover successfally gained the six seats 
from the Anglo-Indians and Europeans there would be a ohntest for those 
seats and I had a mind to ask for a portion of those six seats for my own 
district, Dacca, which has been very badly served in the case of non-Mttfaam- 
madan seats. My friend has been unsuccessful ifi getting the seats. froSa 
-the Europeans and Anglo-Indians and 1 do not tt ^ink it* would sStwe any 
purpose to press this resolution.” ,, 
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Sir Henry Wheeler; Balm A. 0. Datta; Bahu K. M. Chaudhuri. 

riM Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler said:— 

‘VMy,IiOrd, I think the Hon’ble hfember act^ted by district patriotism, 
as ^Merred a claim which can hardly be substantiated. The matter is to 
e judged rather by the provincial average number of rural non-Muhammadan 
oters pw seat than by the particular number which may exist in an 
lolatod district. It may be that in - our wish to give representation to a 
'articular district wa gave a member to it though of slightly less voting 
brength than another, but if the question is judged on averages, I submit 
hat there is no claim. The average number per seat of non-Muhammadan 
u^al voters, according to the figure laid before Lord Southborough’s Com- 
aitteC, is 23*3 thousand: the anticipated number of non-Muhammadqn 
oters in Tippera was 18,836, so it really scores on the allotment. These 
gures have been revised in the light of the first preparation of the electoral 
oil. That brings out an average of 14,000 per seat, while Tippera comes 
ut with 12,606 voters. On these figures I do not think we can possibly 
lake out a claim for two seats.”

“My Lord, this is a compact which has-been accepted as a matter of Jact 
as tho basis of the distribution of seats as lietween Hindus and Muham¬ 
madans by the Mohtagn-Chelufsford Report, by the Franchise Committee and 
also by tho Joint Select Committee. According to this compact the propor¬ 
tion of Indian representation was 40 and 60—40 per cent. Muhammadans 
and 60 per cent. Hindus. Wo now know that the Muhammadan number is 
40 and I think my figure is right because I found a list published in the 
ydiette of tho 16th June and in that list the number was shown as 40. 
If the number is 40, then according to the Lucknow compact the number 
of Hindu seats ought to bo 60, but as a matter of fact that number is 55. 
Out of the 116 elected members 18 have been given to the Enropeaiis and 
3 to AnglorlndiMS, and therefore if we deduct 21 from 116 there remaiu 95, 
and of this number if 40 go to tho Muhammadaha only 55 remain for the 
Hindus. This, I beg to submit, is not conformable to the Lucknow compact. 
Jdr. Suhrawardy is not here. Had he been here I would have told him that 
I do not propose to decrease the number of Muhammadans. What I beg to 
submit is that the Lucknow compact which has boon accepted may be 
acted upon.”

“ My Lord, I think I can Easily .set the Hon’ble Member^s mih^ at rest. 
Practically his resolution asks that the MuhammadmbS'should not have pore 
seats than they are entitled to under what is known as theXucknow compact, 
and of that intention* there is not the slightest dohbt, since the Joint vkim- 
mittee has definitely said that the recommendatioiis of the Franchise Com¬ 
mittee in respect of the adherence to the Lucknow compact may be accepted. 
The Hon’ble Member may, of course, ask if that is the intention, why has 
it not been followed in the scheme as it stands, which does show the Muham¬ 
madans with one seat in excess of the number justified by the Lucknow 
compact. I can easily explain that. - When we sent up our proposals 
regarding the landholding interest, we recommended 7- members, but 
the Government of India cut it down to 5. That accounts for the present 
excess of 1 in the number of Muhammadan seats. Attention has been drawn 
to this fact by the Secretary of State, and it will be for the Joint Committee 
to readjust it. As a matter of fact, the composition of the Council with its 
conflicting interests has become a sort of jigsaw puzzle. There are the Euro¬ 
pean,' the Anglo-Indian interests, tne landholding and commercial 
interests, and, as Regulating the Muhammadans,* the Lucknow compact, and 
all have to be kept in mind. Various people make various suggestions Stor¬ 
ing the total number of seats, and the relative proportions get upset. How¬ 
ever, this can be put right, and about the LuCknow compact there is not the

The intention was that all wage-earners should be given ,a representation, 
and not wage-earners of a particular district or area, or that wage-eayners 
employed by certain companieB should be given representation only. In that 
view, I think that this restriction may bo removed.” 


The Hon'ble Sir Henry Wheeler eniil:—

itAai iound Caleutt^, which seemed to us to be distinctly industrial areas, 
We then had to consider what was about the maximum electorate which was 
in any sense manageable, and what was the best way to ensure the prepara- 
turn of the electoral roll by a reliable agency. We thought that we coulu only 
. compile anything like an accurate rell if we confined ourselves,'at any rate 
at tl» beginning, to large concerns. If you frame a roll in the terms of 
the Factories Act, you bring in any concern which employs 50 persons , or 
more, and you get in a nxultitude of petty concerns in which we shall never 
be aide to registw the voters. That is the sole reason for restricting the vote 
to er^oyees of large Concerns. 

.Then as regards the wam limit. We consulted the Jute Mills Associa- 
tkm as to the probable number of voters we should get by taking a certain 
wage limit, and'we worked it out that by taking 25 to Hs. 35 as the 
limits, we could get an electorate of 50,000. The figures have not been yet 
compiled, but the estimate is the best we could frame. If we put this wage 
limit between Rs, 20 and 80 instead of Rs. 25 and 35, we should get an elec¬ 
torate so large that it would be extremely problematical whether we could 
ever h«idle it. 

Thm are the reasons for our proposals, and they are straightforward 
and simple ones."

TIm HtMi*bl0 Sir Hvnry Whoeler ^aid:— 

“My.Lord, this resolution has reference not the Provincial Council, 
but to the I^egislatiye Assembly, and it is therefore somewhat out of place 
for this Council to pronounce an opinion upon it, since the composition of 
the L^islative Awembly rests with the Government of India who have to 
view tne^^nt in the light of the conflicting claims of the different pro¬ 
vinces of India as a whole. What the resolution asks for is one more seat 
to ^ngal, or ratiier,. that is the important element in it, since the alloca¬ 
tion of th^t seat is entirely a subsidiary matter. The crucial point is 
whether we, in Bengal, can rightly ask for one more seat in the Legislative 
Assembly. The Le^lative Assembly is to comprise 103 elected members. 
In the provisional distribution which* the Government of India published in 
January 1020, Bengal was to get 17 out of 100, the total being raised in Peb- 
ruary to 108. I would draw the attention of the Council to the fact that that 
was.more than a^ other province got, only 16 being given to Madras, Bombay 
-and the United Provinces, so we are already one above any other province. 
In the light of that fact, and on an examination of the merits, w'e gave it us 
our opinion that we could not fairly ask for more. Having already seen in 
financial matters what provincial jealousies mean, we may be certain that 
the same squabbles would arise if we try to get 18 seats. Tlie extra seat 
hu got to oe taken from somebody else, and every province will protest. 
The percentage of 17 was already rather more than the percentage that was 
proposed in the earlier papers. The report on Indian Constitutional Reforms 
rave 16:4 per cent.; the ^uthborough committee made it 15-2 per cent, and 
the present proposal gives us 16-5 per cent. That being so, we think it is 
. peHectly useless to asK for more. ” . ^ 

Hm H ia^ l i l e fti^ llittiori Mohan Ghaudhuri said: — 

» 

“My Lord, I support this resolution, because it may reasonably be 
apprehended that one of the divisions may go without representation on the 
I^slative Assembly. In that view, if Chittagong and Itajshahi be tacked 
together, and the numbers of voters in the Chittagong Division be very small, 
it may be that'.tbe Rajshahi Division only may get the representation. I hat is a 
diffioutty which ought to be considered.

** My Lord, 1 am perfecfiy aware that this (]ii,uestion has been' dis¬ 
cussed from the very outset, but at the same time it is equally true that 
there is a vei^ strong feeling in the country that there should be some such 
qualification introduced. There are many ^aduates who. under the existing 
rules, will not have the right of voting, because it so happens that in the 
case of joint-families the entire family is treatc^ SS one umt« for the purpose 
of franchise, and unless the graduate is the chief member of the family, he 
will ha4^e no vote. Zt is only proper that this most- important class of people 
shonld have the right to vote. Of course, it has been said thiA only those 
people who have a stake in the country should have the right of voting, and cm 
that ground it has been sngges^od that merely because a man is a graduate, he 
should not have the right to vote. At all events, that was the ground upon 
which, 1 think, your Ezoellenoy’s.Ooverument acted in not accepting the 
recommendation for conferring the ris^t of voting upon graduates, although it 
was moved not only by Indians, but also by some responsible Europeans. Now. 
my Lord, it is rather difficult to understand how it'ean be said that these gradu¬ 
ates have no stake in the country. If the graduate has no property in the sense 
that being governed by the dayabhaga law be does not become the proprietor 
till after his father's death, be is practically as much the pregnrietor 
as the head of the family, and therefore be has substantial stake in the 
country. Then, my Lord, with your Excellency’s permission, may I be per¬ 
mitted to say just one i^ord about the ground that your Excellency niged the. 
other day at Hooghly, that the principle of democracy is that one man is as 
good as another, and the vote of one man is quite as good as the vote of another 
man, I may say, that that is probably true in principle, but without going 
info the merits of this particnlar matter, I hope to be permitted to ^int out that 
this is a principle which, as a matter of fact, has not been adopte<l in our Reform 
rules. If the principle of democracy is pushed to its bitter end certainly it is so. 
My sabmissiem is that it has not been adopted as a matter of fact. If it had 
been adopted, theft certainly graduates being as good men as any other, 
they also will have the vote. We have not got manhood suffrage ; we have 
made distinctions’ between man and man and that is a distinction about 
which there is np c'omplaint. There must be some distinction and that is 
the position which has been accepted by all the people. The wheie qttettion 
is whether graduates, by whom I really mean persons having certain educa¬ 
tional qualifications, might or might not liave the vote. Therefore, my Lord, 
I move Ibis resolution.’

** My Iiord, I do not propose to deal with this resolution on its merits, as 
it is one ol the matters which have already been judged, and the verdict 
has l^ne against the Hon’ble Member. Ae the HonT)le Member himself 
admits, this question of giving votes to graduates, as such, was in the fore¬ 
front right from the time when the Southborough Committee came out. 
The Southborough Comnuttee considered it and they specifically discussed it 
with us, and they tqraed it down, jireferring to adopt the general principle 
of the extension of the franchise to those who had a stake in the country. 
The graduate qualification, as such, was, rejected. The point was again 
pressed before me Joint Committee^ which declined to reopen the (juestion. 
As I have already detained, we are merely working now on the adjustment 
of the scheme of the ^uthborough Committee to the extent that it has to be 
modified under tto instructions of the Joint Committee, and it is absolutely 
no use trying to reopen a thing that has already been decided.” 

The resolution was then put and lost. 

LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 29. 

Tht HM'bte Babu Akhll Bhaadra Datta moved the following resolution :— 

This Council, recommends to the Governor in Council that a recommenda¬ 
tion be made to the Government of India that such action bo taken as is 
necessary to have the number of seats allotted to the Calcutta University in 
the ^formed Bengal Legislative Council raised from one to three. 

He said :— 

My Lord, although the resolution comes from a humble man like 
myself, reallj tliat is the complaint of that august luxly, namely, the 
ITnivojrsity. On the existing Cduncil out of 28 elected members the Calcutta 

University has got one member, but in tlie Reformed Council the number of 

elected* members will be 116, i.«.. more than four times the present number, 
aad-jftet so far the number of members given to the Calcutta University 
is only'(me. It can certainly be said that although one member is given to 
the Calcutta University another member is given to the Dacca University, 
and under existing conditions both the Calcutta and the Dacca Universities 
are represented by the same number. From that ptiint of vieV my submis¬ 
sion is that the number of elected members being four times, they are 
entitled ta four members, and deducting from this number one seat, which 
has been granted to the Dacca University, the Calcutta University is .entitled 
to the remaining three.” 

Thi IImi’Ma Baba Barat Bhandra Bhakrabartty said 

** My Lord, my support is also under that condition that the Dacca Univer-' 
sifcy has' been allotted one member and Calcutta one. I would wrge that two 
ih<ge Sdats be allotted to the Universities without a proportionate (iecrease m 
this tintnber of seats for the Dacca University. If my hon ble mend makes 
a compromise, then with yoar Excellency’s pennission, 1 would propose that 
two aeats be given to the Calcutta University and two to Dacca. I have 
spoken to my friend about, it and I think he is wiUmg to accept that 
compromise.” ’ 

‘IlNMii'bN Sir,Htnry WhMtor said;--' 

Lord, I think it is beyond our province at this time to try and 
ai^huUE^'tetween different university authorities ah to the division of the 
nhiSef of seats. From the heginnihg the Southborough Committee proposed

He said :— . 

a “ My Lord, in this connection, i am anxious at the very outset to invite 
your Excellency's attention to the fact that although many of these internees 
have been released under the Royal amnesty, some 6 months ago, some about 
4 aild some 3 months ago, yet as a matter of fact we do know that these 
released people have ever abused the King’s mercy that was conferred upon 
them. Asa matter of fact, we kn )w that there has been no recrudescence 
of the lawlessness, murder df policemen or aiyrthing of that sort. They have 
behaved themselves as well as any other law-abiding citizen, and I, there¬ 
fore, think that it is just a matter for consideration whether most of our fears 
''and misgivings are not more or less unfounded. There was a time, when on 
more than one occasion, I had the temerity to move resolutions of this 
character, and I was hooted and hissed and was told that if these men were 
released the.British Empire would come to an end. We are now convinced 
>hat oujr misgivings were absolutely without any justification. If I had 
moved a resolution for the release of these internees in the third week of 
December last, certainly that proposition would not have found favour with 
many of us in this Council, but when under the King-Emperor’s mercy these 
people have been^released I think the result has quite justified the action 
t^ken by the King-Emperor. Therefore, my Lord, what is true in respect of 
the people who have already been released I hope and trust the same will 
be true about the other people who are still under detention, and I sincerely 
believe that if the remaining people are released they will not abuse the 
Royal prerogative.” 


TIm HontiN 8fr Hwiry Wheeler eaid:— 

“ Mv Lord, there is one statement and one argument which have iust 
beim asea by Um Hon’ble Member which I specifically challenge. The first 
is that it be said that among all these men to whom clemency has been 
i^own under the terms of the Royal Proclamation there has been none whose 
conduct has been open t6 exception since they were thus treated. 
That I submit. Sir, is notoriously not the case, and conspicucHis names must 
suggest themiselves to Hon’ble Members of persons whose subsequent 
braaviour has scarcely accorded with their treatment under the amnesty. 
The second argument is that because we have been able to release some of 
these youths without a recrudescence of the outrages which disgraced the 
provixice in previous days, it is to be inferred that no restraint need ever have 
beto'Sx^cised over them. That argument. Sir,.I also challenge, though I S/in 
not going to retraverse the old controversy as to the guilt or innocence of these 

The validity of the resolution seems to me to depend on the questmn, 
whether/ looking at the terms of the i^yal Proclamation, we ha^ in this 
province fairly and squarely interpreted and given effect to them. The terms 
of.Ihe :Royal Proclamation in this respect were as follows:— 

,.« • * • I, therefore, direct my Viceroy to exercise in my 
mmte and on my b^alf my Royal clemency to political offendera m the full^ 
measure which in his judjpnent is oomp#ttmle ^th the public safety. I desire

That is the wording of the Proclamation, and it will be ie^i at onbe that 
it distinctly contemplates the scrutiny of individual eases and a decision upon 
them according to the merits of each. That is vyhat has been done in this 
province, although it is merely, in fact, a continu^oa of the policy to which 
^ we' Imve adhered ever since it became necessary to enforce these measures of 
restraint; that is to say, we have throughout enforced them to th^e extent and 
for the period only that it was necessary to do so. As soon as we considered 
it safe to relax restraint, we have consistmitly done so. 41 , 

Now the persons treated under the Proclamation fall under three main 
categories. "Oiere are first of all State prisoners—those who have been 
restrained under Begulation III of 1818. Not to go too far back, the numbeir 
of these on the 31st December 1918 was 103, and those who were so dealt with 
between the 1st January 1919 and the amnesty, 0, making a total of 112. 
Of this total of 112 we had, prior to the amnesty, released 48. Subse¬ 
quent to the amnesty we have released 46, leaving a total of 19 who 
are still under restraint. The cases of these 19 youths have been most Care¬ 
fully, and on more than one occasion, weighed, especially since the Proclama¬ 
tion and before it also. They have been frequently interviewed by our 
officers, and we have done our utmost to arrive at a fair conclusion whether 
or not we can now safely set them at liberty. We have not as yet been able 
conscientiously to arrive at that decision, and that is a conclusion founded 
on the conversations and interviews which our officers have had with these 
youths, read with all other circumstances of their cases. They are not at 
present, to our mind, fit subjects for release, but should it so happen here¬ 
after that their state of mind and views change, then we shall have no 
hesitation in treating them accordingly and repioving the restrictions on 
them. But until we are satisfied on that point we i^all not do more than what 
we have done; but already we have given effect to the Royal Proclamation in 
the most liberal sense. 

The next category is that known as ‘ dStenus,' those who have been 
dealt with under the Defence of India Rules. The number of these on the 31st 
December 1918 was 651, and another 29 were so dealt with after the 
^amnesty, mkking a total of 680. Before the amnesty we had relieaseiii 482, 
and since tlhe amnesty we have released 198, so in relation to them tbe tesolu- 
tion is meaningless, as there are now no ditenui. 

The last category is that too frequently carelessly referred to as . 
‘ political ’ prisoners, but who in reality were members of revolutionary 
societies connected with the seditious movement who had been convicted of 
various offences under the ordinaiy Jaw. Of Utese there are at present in., 
jail 47, and, strictly speak:^, their cases <lo not fall within the wording of 
the Royal Proclamation,. since they were convicted of ordinaiw offences 
against the ordinary lawi We, however, did not wish to exclude their oases 
altogether from the possibility of clemency, and we have reviewed mprt -ol 
them and are in process of reviewing others.' Thers are one or two doubtful 
cases in which we are enquiring further whether it is possible ior/ite. to 
show mercy. It will depend on further ecrptiny the recorda and ojqiiii^er. 
interviewing with the, men themselves.. But tibese cases are. injhe imaoritVf 
Tn Ihe majority of these oases we do not feel jpstified in exfmi^tiBg from id® 
ordinary oi>eratk)n of the crimixml law. those meoi who J^d oeen pnnithed 
upder it: and the. slightest scmtmy of the kind of offeno^ for which ,,th^ 

are a* present suffering imprisonm^t will convihc® any reaaemahki 
})eniion on that point. These men were in dtdinairiy toting, lidff

there is no obvious reason for showing clemency to them. In this category, 
therefore, there are a few doubtful cases, but the majority do not permit of 
doubt. 

That being so, Sir, I contend that effect has already been given to the 
Ro'^1 Proclamation to the fullest extent within the limits of public safety, 
and we cannot agree to go further than we have gone.” 

The resolution was then put and lost.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal Tor Auguet 1920. 

I. Charaotar of the aeaaoo,— Daring the nioiith under report the rainfall 
was above the normal in 13 districts only; elsewhere the fall was defective. 
It was markedly so in Furidpur, Bakarganj, Noakhali, Bajshahi and Dinaj- 
par. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progross of agricultural oporations.— Harvesting of jute and trans¬ 
plantation of winter paddy was in progress, but the operations were hampered 
in some districts of North Bengal owing to inadequate rainfaill and low river 
levels. In the flpod-aflected areas of the Midnapore district retransplan- 
tation of winter j)addy continued where the water had subsidetl sufficiently. 
The harvesting of broad-'^aist aus paddy has been almost completed. 

III. State Of Standing crops. —The condition of jute was reported to be 
generally fair throughout tlie province and that of autumn paddy, sngarcane 
and other standing crops favourable. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The outturn of autumn paddy has 
been satisfactory. The i)rospoc(s of winter paddy, sng.ircane and other 
standing crops ii,/e generally hopeful, with Mic exception of jute which is 
fair only. 

V. Damage to standing crops. —Some damage by in.sect-pests to jute and 
other standing cr(*ps was reported from parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, 
Bakarganj and Pabna. Slight damage was also caiisetl by rise of the river 
to tran.splanted winter paddy in some char-lands of the Mymensingh and 
Jessore districts. Portions of the Midnapore district were affected by ffoods 
and transplanted paddy and other standing crops were damaged to a consi¬ 
derable extent in the affected areas. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stocu. —Sporadic eases of cattle-disease were 
reported from 14 districts of tlie province. 

VII. Failure of paeturage and fodder.— No scartdty of fodder was reported 
from anj' i)art of the province. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the second half of the month under 
review the jtrice of common rice rose in 6districts, fell in 4 and remained sta¬ 
tionary in the rest of the province. It ranged from 4 seers Ich'itaksper rupee 
at Darjeeling to 6 seers at Birbliiim. 

IX. Condition of agricultural peoplo. —The condition of tlie agricultural 
population was fair.

Report of the Public Services Commission. 

In par^raph '30 of their report, the Royal Commission on the Public 
Services in India laid down that in provincially administered departments 
which are organised on the basis of a higher and a lower service in accordance 
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with the claBsification indicated in paragraph 2Q of^their re{)ort, the lower 
service should be designated by the name of the province to which it belongs. 
This has been aco.epted as a principle of general application by Ilis Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, and the Ciovernor in Council is now pleased to direct that, 
in Bengal, the Executive Branch of the Provincial Civil Service shall hence¬ 
forth be designated “ The Bengal Civil Service (Executive) ” and the 
Judicial Branch of the Provincial Service “ The Bengal Civil Service (Judi¬ 
cial).”

Final Foreoast of the dtite Crop of Bengal foi* 1920* 
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Season. —The outstanding feature of the season is that the rainfall, was 
very unevenly distributed throughout the Presidency both at the time of sow¬ 
ing and during the period of growth. The beginning of March was too wet 
in Eastern and Northern Bengal, and April and May, on the other hand, 
proved to be too dry for Western Bengal. Consequently the sowing which 
mgau at the usual time finished very late, the operations being delayed a 
good deal all through these months. For these reasons the early sown crop 
was so much affected in places that a large area had to be re-sown later. , 
Good weather conditions, npwever, prevailed during June. This helped for 
a time the growth of the crop and enabled further sowings to be made in parts 
of W’esterii Bengal. A weak monsoon over the greater part of the Provmce 
during July and August had an injurious effect on the crop ^hich lowered 
prematurely and consequently became stunted in growth. Gwd ram in 
August saved the deshi cinp m Western Bengal. Lack of sufficient water 
for retting of Jute was also felt at the beginning, but this difficulty was removed 
by abundant' rainfall at the beginning of September. The season, • on the 

whole, was not favourable to the crop. ,

178,800 acr^, as compared with t77,800 acres reported in the preliminary 
1920, and 203,400 acres last year. The decrease in area was mainly 
m I^rnea, where it was attributed to the rise in the price of paddy and faJj 
in me price of jute. Insufficient rainfall at the time of sowing restricted 
sowings in Champaran and the Santal Parganas. 

Weather conditions.' —In March the rainfall was above the normal in ali_ 
jute districts. But in April to June it w'as below the normal everywhere. 
In July the rainfall was telow normal in Purnea, Bhagalpur and Muzaffar- 

f ur and above normal in Cuttack, Balasore, Champaran and the Santal 
arganas. In August it was below the normal in all jute districts excepting 
Balasore, where it was above normal. The short rainfall in Purnea through¬ 
out the seftson has affected the crop and water is also wanting in parts of the 
district for retting the crop. Some damage was done by floods in Cuttack 
and Balasore. The season has not been favourable for the crop this year on 
the whole. • 

Outturn. —In the important districts of Purnea and Cuttack the out¬ 
turn of the crop has been reported as 60 and 75 per cent., respectively. 
Champaran reports a normal crop. Balasore, Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur and 
the Santal Parganas report 90, 66, 70 and 72 per cent., respectively. 

On the basis of the area and percentage outturn reported by the District 
Offidbrs and taking three bales as the normal outturn per acre, the total gross 
outturn of the crop for the Province this year comes to 334,486 bales or in 
round numbers 334,500 bales against 512.500 bales, the revised figure for last 
year. , 

The average imjmrt of raw jute into this province from Nepal during the 
last three years w'as equivalent to 63,871 bales. This- %ure added to the 
figure for the province arrived at gives a total for Bihar and Orissa of 
398,356 bales or in round numbers 398,400 bales.
